Gov't welcomes MNLF raps 
over raid on Nur’s compound

DAVAO CITY—The government welcomed yester- 
day the filing of criminal charges by the Moro Na- 
tional Liberation Front against the law enforcers who 
‘aided the residential compound of MNLF chair Nur 
Misuari in Zamboanga City at dawn last Thursday. 

Misuari is also governor of the Autonomous Re- 
gion in Muslim Mindanao (ARMM). 

Interior Secretary Joey Lina said ће MNLF has 
every right to file criminal charges if it feels that 
righis violations were committed by the raiding team. 

Lina, who was here to keynote the First Davao 
City Business Community conference sponsored by 
the Davao City Chamber of Commerce and Industry 
Inc., insisted, however, that the raid was legitimate 
since it was covered by a search warrant issued by 
Judge Jesus Carbon. The object of the warrant was 
Misuari’s caretaker Asah Asmawil. 

“The MNLF should bear in mind U 
Misuari who was the subject of the raid but 
‘Asmawil, so there is no need to argue about Misuari 
here,” Lina said. 

He said it was coincidental that the operation was. 
conducted at the ARMM governor's compound. The 
raid yielded ammunition for high-powered firearms.

Gunrunners make a killing in Basilan

WITH a mini-war going on in the South, gunrunners 
are believed to be making a killing at the black 
market for firearms and ammunition. 

Army spokesperson Lt. Col. Jose Mabanta Jr. 
said illicit ammunition alone fetches two to three. 
times their usual price. “Illegal dealers are known to 
sell these ammunition up to 200 to 300 percent 
higher than government prices,” Mabanta said. 

"The government arsenal, which is under the De- 
partment of National Defense, manufactures most of 
the ammunition requirements of both the Armed Forces 
of the Philippines and the Philippine National Police. 

The AFP and PNP buy these ammunition from 
the government arsenal whose plant is located in 
Limay, Bataan, н

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Gloria says daughter Luli 
victim of sexual harassment 


PRESIDENT Macapagal-Arroyo, who says her 
daughter Luli was a victim of sexual harassment, 
yesterday approved new rules on handling and 
punishing offenders in government agencies. 

“I give fair warning to all harassers and would-be 
harassers to cease and desist from their evil ways," 
she said. “Direct your desires and energies else- 
where. We do not need your kind. You are clearly 
ош of place in the civil service or anywhere else." 

‘The “Administrative Disciplinary Rules," crafted by 
the Civil Service Commission, harmonized provisions 
of a 1995 law on sexual harassment and civil service 
policies after a survey showed very few agencies have 
Promulgated their own rules as required by the Inv. 

Under the new rules, the head of a government 
office has 15 days to act on a sexual harassment 
complaint or face charges of neglect of duty. А com- 
mittee on decorum and investigation, with manage- 
ment and employee representatives, has 30 days to 
decide cases. A first offender for a "grave" offense 
‘would be immediately dismissed. 

‘The new rules also specify that an offender could 
‘be a low-ranking officer or employee who vietimizes 
а superior, male or female. The offender's accom- 
plices also would be held liable. Sending sexually 
offensive e-mails or cellular telephone messages or 
“clearly embarrassing, offensive or vulgar jokes” is 
considered an offense. 

Sexual harassment has persisted because the proc- 
ess of getting redress was “convoluted and shaded 
with gray areas” and the definition of the offense 
was unclear, the President said. 

“We will begin to clarify borderline areas and 
plug loopholes,” she sai.

FORMER US Vice President Dan Quayle, on a busi- 
ness trip to the Philippines, was scheduled to meet 
with President Macapagal last night, officials said. 

Arroyo later was to host a dinner for Quayle at 
the Malacañang presidential palace, said presiden- 
tial spokesperson Rigoberto Tiglao. 

Quayle, senior adviser of Cerberus Asia Capital Man- 
‘agement, arrived in Manila Thursday on a private busi- 
ness trip, said US Embassy spokesperson Frank Jenista. 

“It's private and he is no longer a government 
employee, so we are not involved directly in han- 
dling the visit,” Jenista said. 

The Cerberus Group is опе of the world's largest 
‘companies involved in corporate restructuring. 

‘Quayle, vice chairman of the Denver-based in- 
vestment bank, J.S. Ford and Со, last week joined 
sports equipment maker K2's board of directors to 


help crack the Asian market. 

Officials did not give details of Quayle's busi- 
ness trip or the subject of his talks with Arroyo. 

Quayle visited the Philippines as vice president 
in September 1989 to urge Philippine officials to 
support the retention of US bases here. The Philip- 
pine Senate, however, voted two years later not to 
renew the lease. 

His visit was marred by the killing of two Ameri- 
can civilians working at a US Air Force communica- 
tions facility north of Manila by suspected commu- 

ist guerrillas. 

In an autobiography, Quayle recounted how he 
helped quell a coup in December 1989 against then- 
President Corazon Aquino, while US President

Perez said Lacson could be charged 
with plunder if it was proven that he 
really had a multimillion-dollar ac- 
count in the US.

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Imports cracking cement industry; 
officials run to gov’t for help

FEARFUL of the imminent collapse of the do- 
mestic cement industry, some representatives 
and local government officals are urging the 
government to impose a provisional SO-percent 
duty on cement imports for at least 200 days. 

Ina press conference yesterday, several law- 
makers, governors, mayors and city councilors 
warned that the influx of cheap imports has 
dealt a blow to the industry which could leave 
thousands of their constituents jobless and force 
some of them to resort to lawlessness. 

‘The trade and industry department is now 
reviewing a move by the Philippine Cement 
Manufacturers Corp. to block the entry of im- 
pons from Taiwan Cement under the safeguard 

If the department upholds the Phileemcor 
petition, the provisional measure will be in ef- 
fect ший а final decision is made on the matter. 

‘The officials claimed that the closure of ce- 
ment factories, particularly in Mindanao, would 
force those losing their jobs to join criminal 
groups like the Kuratong Baleleng and the Abu 
Sayyaf.

‘Cement plants are the lifeblood of some 
local governments’ economies. They provide 
many jobs and contribute a large chunk to the 
local government units! tax collections.

He said the steady rise of cement imports 
have already led to the closure of some cement 
plants and the downsizing of those factories that 
are still in operation. 

But consumer advocacy groups led by the 
Consumers Union of the Philippines have 
claimed that domestic cement manufacturers 
were earning windfall profits last year despite а 
three-fold increase in imports. 

Та a statement, Cup said domestic cement 
manufacturers were losing money not because 
of imports but because of high finanting charges, 

Citing the financia? statements submitted by 
the Philippine Cement Manufacturers Corp., 
Сар noted that cement manufacturers posted а 
P1.654 billion operating profit in the first 9 
‘months in 2000 compared to the P3.157 billion 
and P390.5 million losses in 1999 and 1998, 
respectively. 

‘Cup said these operating profits were wiped 
ош by the manufacturers" interest expenses that 
ballooned to P4.8 billion as of September 2000, 
from P2.2 billion and P916.5 million in 1999 
and 1998, respectively.

WINNING party-list groups yesterday 
decried the “sluggishness” and “lack 
of backbone” of the Commission on 
Elections in waiting ший July 30, ог 
one week after the opening of the 12th 
Congress and the election of the 
speaker of the House, to proclaim 
them. 

"It appears the Comelec is taking 
its own sweet time in implementing 
the Supreme Court order (to study the 
qualifications of party-list groups) with 
ihe announcement of Chairman 
Alfredo Benipayo that the winners will 
be proclaimed on July 30," said 
Akbayan representative Etta Rosales 

Crispin Beliran, chair of Kilusang 
Mayo Uno and one of the three win- 
ning representatives of Bayan Muna, 
accused Benipayo of deliberately keep- 
ing party-list groups from occupying 
their seats in Congress, “perhaps upon 
the orders of certain political interests." 

A majority of winning party-list 
representatives, particularly those from 
the progressive bloc, were expected to 

ле for Batanes Rep. Florencio 
"Butch" Abad of the Liberal Party for 
speaker over Rep. Jose de Venecia 
(Lakas, Pangasinan). Abad has since 
withdrawn from the speakership con- 
test, however. 

Rosales, who went to see Benipayo 
yesterday, said the deferment of the 
proclamation was “extremely unfair 
and violated the right” of the winning 
party-list groups to participate in the 
‘opening of Congress and the election 
of a speaker, К 

“This is а violation of the right of 
representation and our right to vote in 
the internal organization of the House, 
which are essential attributes of our 
representative democracy," she said. 

The Supreme Cour, in a 43-page 
ruling issued June 26, ordered the 
Comelec to hold summary evidentiary 
hearings to determine the qualifica- 
tions of all 162 party-list groups and 
submit а compliance report within 30 
days. 

‘Since the Comelec received a copy 
of the ruling on June 29, it has unul 
July 29 to submit its compliance re- 
роп. 

The SC said that until the compli- 
ance report was completed, its order 
restraining the poll body from pro- 
claiming any party-list winners re- 
mained in effec. 

The Comelec started to hold the 
evidentiary hearings only on July 9, or 
nine days after it received а copy of 
the SC decision. 

Commissioner Rex Borra on Thurs- 
day said the Comelec would try to 
complete the compliance report by to- 
day, but stressed that they had until 
July 29 to do so as ordered by the SC.

К Graham, the former publisher of The 


‘Washington Post, died this week at the age of 84, from 
head injuries suffered after falling on a sidewalk while 
attending a conference of senior media executives. She passed 
away 10 years after retiring as chief executive officer of The 
Washington Post Co. and eight years as its chair. Retirement 
never stopped her from responding to 
thecall of her vocation as anewspaper 
person. She ied in the line of duty, so 

to speak. 

Tributes have poured from international leaders and journalists 
all over the world to this extraordinary woman who built the Post 
into one of the most powerful newspapers in the United States, 
with an impact and influence extending beyond Washington. She 
was described as "the most powerful woman in the world,” a 
description that is probably true but that embarrassed her. 
Journalists working in countries with a free press identified with 
and were inspired by her creed that may be summed in a few 
words: the independence of the press and the autonomy of editors. 

She translated this creed into deeds in the Post's conflict 
with the Nixon administration, The first time was the 
publication of the Pentagon Papers in 1971, a secret history of 
the war in Vietnam; and the second was the Watergate scandal 
that led to the resignation of President Richard Nixon in 1974. 
These two episodes were the defining moments of the Post, 
which she developed through an inspired editorial leadership 
from a mediocre capital city newspaper into a world-class 
organ of public opinion. 

Inher 1997 Pulitzer Prize-winning autobiography, “Personal 
History,” she wrote that she was guided by the principle that 
“journalistic excellence and profitability go hand in hand. T 
had to try to assure Wall Street that I wasn’t some mad woman, 
interested only in risk and editorial issues, but that I was 
concerned with how we ran our business.” 

Put differently, this dictum means that good journalism is 
also good business. It has been translated into a success 
formula in the history of Philippine journalism and in other 
parts of the world with a free press. 

But Graham had also a gift for choosing the right people. 
Her appointment of Warren Bufeit as financial adviser and of 
Benjamin Bradlee as editor of the Post were inspired choices 
that helped translate her creed into action. She had chemistry 
with Bradlee who was admired by James Reston of the New 
York Times and the pundit Walter Lippmann, 

Although she was an activist publisher who was always in 
the newsroom inquiring into newsbreaks, she also gave her 
editors autonomy, and Bradlee, who said she “had the guts of 
aburglar,” rewarded her confidence. She said: "People literally 
do think that 1 am downstairs and tell them what to print and 
what otto print. I mean it’s socrazy it's hard to answer. Itisn’t 
right fora publisher to tell an editor what to do or not to do. But 
itis certainly the publisher's responsibility to see that the paper 
is complete, accurate, fair and as excellent as possible.” 

This creed was put to a test in the Pentagon Papers episode 
when the Post published the documents in support of the New 
York Times, which had been barred from doing so by a court 
order. The issue was the constitutional right to publish against 
the government's right to protect secrets. Against lawyers" 
advice and threats to the paper's financial stability, she 
supported Bradlee's recommendation to publish. "Let's go. 
Let's publish,” she told Bradlee, The Times and the Post won 
their case in the US Supreme Court in what is now a landmark 
decision on press freedom. 

The other episode, the Watergate scandal, about the ЬгеаК- 
at the Democratic National Committee headquarters in 
Watergate, put the Post on a collision course with Nixon. The 
paper came under tremendous government pressure. The 
administration launched public and private attacks against the 
newspaper. Nixon filed challenges against the renewal of the 
licenses of the company's Florida TV, causing a 50-percent 
plunge in the price of Post stocks. Graham backed Bradlee and 
his reporters in pursuing the scandal that drove Nixon to 
resignation. In an editorial paying tribute to her, the Post wrote 
that such pressures could have caused many publications to rein. 
in their newsroom, but she “never lost sight of the fact that high- 
quality journalism depended on running anewspaper that turned 
a profit." This policy allowed the company to expand, including 
the acquisition of Newsweek, and to deepen its financial base. 

The eminence of the Post is a tribute to her creed which, in 
a more modest way, this paper tried to live up to during critical 
challenges to its independence. 


A Constitution for all the people 


THE GOVERNMENT has gone on what I might 
describe as a legal rampage in its campaign 
against the Abu Sayyaf. It has conducted “areal 
target zonings” or “saturation drives,” established 
checkpoints, and made warrantless arrests of 
suspected outlaws in Basilan and nearby places 
supposed to be infested with members of the 
bandit group. 

In justification of the military operations, 
President Gloria Macapagal-Arroyo has assured 
the public that the justice department had secured 
warrants of arrest for the Abu Sayyaf leaders and 
their conspirators, “including the John Does.” 
Secretary Hernando Perez should be quick to 
refute his boss and say he has not secured a single 
John Doe warrant nor would any court have is- 
sued the same. 

‘A John Doe warrant is invalid on its face be- 
cause it does not “specifically” describe the per- 
son to be arrested. It сап be an instrument of op- 
pression that may be served on any person who 
excites the ill will of the police officer. The ex- 
ception is where, without naming him, the subject 
of the warrant is sufficiently described as, say, "the. 
immediate past President ofthe Philippines." That. 
could be no other than You-Know-Who. 

President Macapagal is not a lawyer and needs 
all the best legal advice she can get, particularly 
from the secretary of justice as her top legal ad- 
viser. Her father was a bar topnotcher and could 
rely on his own reading of the Constitution (which, 
nevertheless, was not always correct). This is un- 
fortunately not true of his daughter, whose forte is 
economics and not the Bill of Rights. 

This is how a "zona" operates. In the dead of 
night or the early morning hours, soldiers and 
police surround an area, usually a depressed com- 
munity, and rouse the residents by banging at their 
houses and commanding them to come out. They 
are made to line up, with the men being required 
to strip and reveal possible tattoos. A hooded 
informer then walks the line and all those he 
points to are arrested without warrant and hauled 
Off to the military or police headquarters. Mean- 
time, the other [aw agents ransack the vacated 
houses for possible criminal evidence and, not 
unlikely, also illicit pickings. 

Т protested this clearly arbitrary operation in 
the case of Guazon v. De Villa, 161 SCRA 623, 


THERE is mach moaning and groaning and 
gnashing of teeth that takes place whenever the 
foreign exchange rate—the price in pesos of a 
unit of foreign currency, usually the US dollar— 
becomes the subject of discussion, which 
happens more and more often these days. 

‘Exchanging looks of distress (on the part of 
the speaker) and commiseration (on the part of 
the fistener) are also de rigueur on such occa- 
sions. Especially when the economic slowdown 
the country is experiencing is alluded to. 

At this point in the conversation, as if for ad- 
ditional emphasis—and show of concern there. 
also occur those unique clucking (or maybe more 
like tsk-tsking) sounds. Almost as if these signs 
and sounds were the indication that their source 
had the inside track on the subject, lack of con- 
cem generally being equated with lack of knowl- 
edge. 

The why of the matter takes up most of the 
time in these discussions. The external and in- 
ternal factors that are contributing to the depre- 
ciation of the peso are examined in great and fas- 
cinating detail 

‘Some degree of comfort is derived from the 
knowledge that the external factors are beyond 
the country's control. The economic slowdown 
being experienced by our major trading partners 
is an overarching consideration here, with spe- 
cial attention being given to the contraction of 
their microchips/semiconductors sector (which 
dominates, alas, our exports). And lately, even 
the Argentine crisis, where that country is mo- 
mentarily expected to announce its inability to 
service its foreign debt (the dreaded D word for 
default), has been mentioned as a possible con- 
tributor, via its contagion effects. 

‘There is general agreement that the external 
factors provide the major reasons for the peso de- 
preciation, given similar performances by other 
currencies in the region. But the intemal factors 
et by farthe most attention, because of the golden

with Justice Abraham F. Sarmiento also dissent- 
ing and Justice Carolina Grifio-Aquino joining 
both of us.

1 also resisted the checkpoints that were up- 
held in the case of Valmonte v. De Villa, 178 
SCRA 211, because I could not understand their 
establishment in 1989 for the absurd reason of 
“providing an atmosphere conducive to the so- 
cial, economic and political development of the 
National Capital Region.” Justice Sarmiento also 
dissented and so we did not feel alluded to when 
Ramon Tulfo called our colleagues “isang 
katutak na bobo (a bunch of morons)” and was 
fined P1,000 for contempt of the highest court. 

1 must say, though, that the checkpoints in the 
area of the military operations in Zamboanga City 
and its environs may be justified in their present 
context. That place is practically a war zone 
where the strictest precautions against the enemy 
must be taken. It is entirely possible that mem- 
bers of the Abu Sayyaf or at least its sympathiz- 
ers have infiltrated it and may now be giving 
covert suppor to the bandit group under the very 
nose of the military, 

Even so. it is absolutely necessary that those 
checkpoints be manned with full deference to the 
rights of the people passing through, the inno- 
сеш as well as the supporters of the Abu Sayyaf. 
They are equally protected by the Bill of Rights, 
which is not suspended because of the emergency 
in Mindanao. Their individual liberties have not 
been diminished one whit, especially since mar- 
tial law has not been imposed nor has the privi- 
lege of the writ of habeas corpus been suspended 
in that troubled area.

partisan political opportunities they represent. 

The Abu Sayyaf issue, the kidnappings, the 
political instability are fodder for the political mill 
оп both sides. Which is really par for the course. 

Where I draw the line, however, is when (odi- 
ous) parallels are drawn between the Estrada and 
Macapagal administrations, and even that the 
Estrada administration did better than its succes- 
sot. Which is nonsense. Of course, there isa huge 
difference: Mr. Estrada was рап of the problem; 
Ms Macapagal is part of the solution. Let no опе 
forget that. At the very least, give her credit for 
her 15-hour days and her grasp of the situation, 
instead of lying in wait for her Sona, with knives. 
at the ready. 

She is being excoriated for thinking about 
2004. Of course, she is thinking of that, So would 
anyone else in her position. But that is not nec- 
essarily bad for us.

Because what is 
good for her at first glance may not necessarily 
be good for the country, and this will eventually 
boomerang on her. As Estrada learned, to his bit 
ter regret. Which would have been all right if he. 
were the only one affected. Alas. the country also 


According to the Bill of Rights, no search or 
arrest warrant shall issue except upon probable 
cause to be determined personally by the judge af- 
ter examination under oath or affirmation of the 
complainant and the witnesses he may produce. In 
а curious reversal of the Constitution, however, 
present jurisprudence would dispense with the war- 
rant upon the determination of probable cause, not 
by a judge but by the soldiers at the checkpoint, 
and on the basis only of their own suspicions. 
Worse, they may even shoot down a person, inno- 
cent or not, who disobeys their command. 

Probabie cause is regarded, not as a pre-con- 
dition for the issuance of the warrant, but as а 
substitute for the warrant itself. That is not what 
the Bill of Rights says. 

Given such extraordinary powers, the trigger- 
happy sentries should be extra-careful lest they 
violate the rights of the person under the hostile 
scrutiny of the almighty checkpoint, The trouble 
is that they will be emboldened to take constitu 
tional shortcuts by the doctrine announced in 
Garcia Padilla v. Enrile, 121 SCRA 472. This 
martial law case held that insurgency was a con- 
tinuing offense that could subject the offender to 
а warrantless arrest on the ground that he was 
legally committing the crime whatever else he 
might actually be doing at the time of his arrest. 

‘Over the dissents of Justice Sarmiento and 
myself (as usual), that shocking doctrine was af- 
firmed by the post-Edsa I Supreme Court in the 
case of Umil v. Ramos, 187 SCRA 311. (One 
suspected insurgent was arrested without war- 
rant while supine in a hospital bed.) The public. 
howled, and several other justices belatedly 
joined us on the motion for reconsiderati 

The way it respects the Constitution as it 
wages its all-out campaign against the Abu 
Sayyaf will be the real gauge of President Gloria 
Macagapal-Arroyo's fidelity to the democratic 
way of life. Ferdinand Marcos believed despo- 
бет was the only answer to insurgency but he 
was wrong. President Macapagal should remem- 
ber that the danger to our free institutions lies 
not only in those who openly defy the gover- 
ment and violate its laws. The greater menace is 
in those who, in the name of democracy, destroy. 
everything it stands for and so undermine democ- 
racy itself, 


suffered great damage in the process, which is 
what we are trying to avoid in the future. 

But does the bottom line in all these discus- 
sions have to be a gloom-and-doom scenario?

1 don't think so. And I offer Australia as а 
case in point for the counterargument. Australia, 
like the Philippines, has the United States and 
Japan as its main trading partners.

The Australian dollar is probably un- 
dervalued by 25 percent. 

Yet Australia expects to be growing by about 
4 percent this year (which is excellent for a de- 
veloped country), fuelled by booming exports. 
And Australian economists—from both the pub- 
lic and private sectors—make no bones about the 
fact that it is the undervalued, the cheap Austra- 
lian dollar, that is behind the export boom. They 
also admit that should their currency appreciate 
at this point, there's a real possibility of a slow- 
down. 

See how it works—for Australia. Japan's dod- 
dering economy makes the Japanese consumer 
anxious to stretch the value of her money. Comes: 
now Australian beef—which is attractively 
cheap, as are all other Australian products. The 
result? A mutually beneficial situation for both 
Australia and Japan, Australia gets to sell more, 
and Japan gets more product for its money. 
‘What's more, manufacturers of import-compet- 
ing domestic Australian products also get the 
upper hand on the foreign competition. Which is 
what we all want, isn't it? 

So why can't the Philippines turn its cheap 
cürrency to its advantage, instead of moaning, 
groaning, gnashing and clucking? Therein lies а 
tale, many times told, It obviously needs retell-

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Challenge for GMA administration 


ОМ THE EVE of tht opening of. Congress and the 
first State of ће Nation Address (Sona) by President 
Macipagal, itis timely to feature here a July 13, 2001 
report written by Economic Intelligence Unit (EIU) 
Philippines Inc. president Peter Wallace titled, "Does 
the Philippines Have a Chance?" Wallace is well- 
known in political and business circles, having been 
president of the Australian Chamber of Commerce and 
а Manila resident for over 30 years fhe is marsied to a 
Filipina). He publishes а monthly political and 
economic report for multinational companies here, 
called "Alert" as well as periodic surveys of business 
attitudes and thinking on vital issues, and acts as 
consultant to various firms. 

‘Wallace's latest report would probably disturb with 

candor, but that's What he wants to happen. He wants 
this report to stimulate not only some discussions but 
also "pressure for necessary change”, from “one who 
loves this country and is convinced, alter over 30 years 
of analysis, that very fundamental change must occur if 
poverty is to be eradicated and the average Filipino will 
have a chance for a decent Ме in his own country.” 

‚ This report is timely as thé new Congress, as 
‘well as President Macapagal, has espoused the need 
for reforms in our polities, although actions fre- 
quently don't match advocacies. We hope it will 
mean a change. It is also timely since, as Wallace. 
points out, President-Macapagal now has the 
"iique opportunity” to effect changes, as she has 
a possible nine years to address the underlying root 
causes of the Philippines’ failure to develop like its 
neighbors—to do better than them, in fact. “А nine- 
year presidency gives the chance for that change,” 
ie opines, stressing that this is the challenge for 
the Macapagal administration, 

+ In his report, Wallace surveys the past 25 years 
пай points out that during this period the Philippines 
hhad 3.1 percent average annual gross domestic prod- 
uct (GDP) growth, and that from time (o time the 
‘GDP hit 5 percent, but the economy couldn't sustain 
it, The highest rate it ever achieved was 8 percent, 
and that was only in 1976. Clearly, this 3.1 percent is 
not good enough, as other countries have done better 
in the same period: China, 9.7 percent; Korea, 7.8 
percent; Singapore, 7.7 percent; Malaysia, 6.8 per- 
cent; Thailand, 6.5 percent; and Indonesia, 5.4 per- 
cent. Some of our Asian neighbors have hit 9-per- 
сеш averages for up to 9 years, and even during the 
Asian financial crisis most did better than the Philip- 
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pines’ 25-year average, Wallace notes. 

‘Worse, he says, if this is viewed on a compounded 
basis, calculating from a base of 100 in 1976, then 
China has grown five times more than the Philippines, 
and Thailand (the country we can reasonably com- 
pare with) has grown atleast two times more. And on 
а per capita basis, the Chinese have become seven 
times richer and the Thais three times. 

The question is, why haven't we grown as fast? 
Wallace lists down nine factors: politics, vested in- 
terest versus national good; failure to manage the 
population factor; weak educational system; cor- 
ruption; inadequate infrastructure; agricultural 
‘system that hasn't. improved in 25 years; inad- 
equate focus on job creation; judiciary in need of 
improvement; and security. Wallace opines that if 
these things aren't fixed. the Philippines would av- 
erage 3.1 percent for the next 25 years again. At 
our present rate of growth-of population and 
‘economy, he opines, it would take 30 years to reach 
‘where Thailand is today. He points out that 25 years 
ago, the Philippines was ahead of Thailand and 40 
years ago, it was second only to Japan. Wallace 
‘opines that the Philippines, as currently structured, 
cannot hope to achieve these growth rates, and will 
remain Asia's laggard "unless it makes a massive, 
radical change. The Philippines cannot tinker at 
the fringes, the change must be radical.” 

Among nine factors Wallace mentions, think three 
are the most difficult to eradicate: the politics of vested 
interest, the weak educational system and corruption. 
‘Among the three, I would rank the political factor as 
No.1. 

Wallace says that, with notable exceptions, local 
politicians аге driven by their own agendas. Citing one 
example, he notes that we are proud that there were 
only two deaths during the May 1 rebellion, but there 
were close to 100 deaths related-to the elections. "No 
developed democracy kills its opponents just to gain а 


postion of power." He asserts that if the masterminds 
Of the assassinations go to ай, the culture stats to 
‘change forthe good. "Marta law, seven coup d'état 
attempts and the recent rebellion are just the more 
extreme examples of wanting personal power regard- 
esf whats good for the nate." Walle ул. Ran 
ning for office when you are clearly untrained to handle. 
it (as Mr. Estrada highlighted) is another example." 
The millions of pesos spent and the cheating that were 
reported in the recent elections “ae ations of people 
desperate for power, not actions of people genuinely 
wishing to serve.” 

Since Monday will se the opening of Congress, 
let me quote that part of Wallace's report pertain- 
ing to politicians: "No business would put an inex- 
perienced, poorly educated person in charge of a 
Company; yet too many cities and regions, which 
эге at least as complicated as а corporation to run, 
are rum by people without adequate experience or 
training. And the low government pay ensures most 
of hiser support sta are of mediocre capability 
as well, Politicians, if they seriously care about their 
Country, need to start considering what's best for 
the country, not what's best for them. And Filipi- 
mos have to vote more wisely and demand honesty 
and competence from their leaders. Two facts that 
are confirmed by (1) Edsa П (the result of not vot- 
ing wisely and (2) the recent rebellion (power-hun- 
sry politicians uncaring about what impact their 
actions have on the country." 

On top of all this, he opines, is the need to clean 
up the political system by charging and convict- 
ing—and jailing—those guilty of illegal activities. 


Wallace looks at reforms in education as the basic 
solution, as it works three ways: “First, if everyone is 
educated, then those elected will be part of that edu- 
cated lot; second, an educated populace will be more 
aware of the issues and vote more wisely; and third, it 
provides social mobility as the late President Diosdado 
Macapagal so well demonstrated, rising from being a 
farmer to president of this country?" Wallace argues 
that while the Philippines missed the Industrial Revo- 
lution, it should seize the chance in the Information 
Age. The country could be a priority to consider for 
Information Technology services, but it has to make a 
number of changes, among them, bringing back Ел 
glish as the primary language. “English opens a coun- 
try to the world—and to IT. Which is in English—not 
‘Tagalog, or worse, а local dialect.” 


Messages in the (e)mail 


ONCE in a while, you get to read something that. 
makes you feel зо good you want to share the 
experience with as many people as you can. 

Perhaps this is how Mike Bolos, a Filipino based 

in Riyadh, felt when he first read this article, pub- 
lished in the Arab News, the first English-language 
newspaper in Saudi Arabia. This may explain why 
he sent this "interesting" article via e-mail. And I 
tell you, it does brighten one's day to read some- 
thing written of Filipinos that has nothing to do with 
crime, violence or political instability. For starters, 
the article is titled "Filipino ethics will get the job 
done.” 

lere's how the piece stats 

"We have Filipino workers.’ This is the sign 

. being flashed outside electronic service centers. We 
also find such messages being written on trucks for 
moving household goods. 

"The question begs: Why has the Filipino worker 
become an advertisement for luring custom? The Fili 
pino worker, iri comparison to other laborers, stands 
ош, He is known for bis keenness to do the job, for 
his honesty in dealing with customers and he respects 
timi. In other words, if he has given you а date to 
deliver your goods, you would find him living up to 
his word. You would also be avoiding any unneces- 
‘sary arguments or excuses, as would have generally 
been the case with some Arab workers. 

“What makes him that way? What is the secret 

behind his aptitude and success? Is it due to the fact 
that he comes from a nation where people honor 
work and are trustworthy? Or could it be that they 
are given more practical training: 
THE ARTICLE, which reads more like a letter 
to the editor," goes on to compare Filipino 
workers with their Arab counterparts, with the 
natives measuring up unfavorably. The Arab 
worker, said the writer, "is villing to take up any 
Job and is ready to fix anything. He's a mechanic 
when needed, a plumber if given a chance or even 
ап electrician if you want! 

“In addition, he has the gift of the gab and 
has mastered the art of tricking you. He's per- 
suasive enough to get you to buy a fake spare 
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part, swearing that it is an original and that the 
receipt proves that. What an Arab worker needs 
is work ethics that will override the image per- 
ceived by others that he is not trustworthy and 
lazy. That of course involves all areas of work, 
including jobs that require special talents.” 

Given the bad rep that Pinoys have harvested, 
ап image we ourselves seem to have accepted, it 
does feel good to be recognized for our native 
willingness to work and even our strict obser- 
vance of "ethics" in the workplace. 

What makes this observation all the more 

heartening is that the endorsement of the Pinoy 
work ethic comes not from a Filipino but from 
someone whose name sounds distinctly Arabian. 
‘To Mustafa Idrees, then, many thanks for the 
compliments to our hardworking workers in the 
Kingdom! 
SEEMS that e-mail "sensation" surrounding the 
alleged cannibalistic gourmets of Taiwan who love. 
feasting on roasted human fetuses has achieved the. 
status of urban legend. How else explain its 
inclusion in a website devoted to debunking urban 
legends, particularly those created through the 
Internet? 

‘Victor Velasco, a Chicago-based “information 
architect,” felt compelled to investigate the matter 
after he got inundated with messages on this "scan- 
dal.” It reached a point, he said, when he received 
the same message and images “three times in one 
day from three different peop! 

Prompted perhaps by both curiosity and indig- 
nation, Velasco checked the story's wherewithal and 
discovered that the photos were taken seriously by 
law enforcement groups and that even Scotland Yard 


and the FBI investigated the matter. “Its origin was 
quickly uncovered: The man in the photo is Chi- 
тезе artist Zhu Yu, who performed a conceptual 
piece called ‘Eating People’ at a Shanghai arts fes- 
tival in 2000. The controversial photo has since been 
part of a number of art exhibits. As for the “baby, 
it was most likely constructed by placing a dolls 
head on a duck's carcass.” 

‘A piece of performance art, meant to agitate, 
shock and galvanize, has succeeded far beyond the. 
creator's intention. © 
BUT shock value and sensationalism are not all 
that the “fetus-eating” e-mail is about. Why, 
‘Velasco asks, were so many otherwise sensible 
and intelligent folk so willing to accept the tale 
of the Chinese feasting on fetuses? 

“Beyond the issue of cannibalism lies a more 
political agenda,” Velasco quotes an analysis of the 
phenomenon. “Would this e-mail have gone the 
route it had if the picture showed a well-dressed 
Caucasian, eating a fetus in as ordinary a setting 
asa restaurant? Гат certain that people will right 
away laugh at it as a hoax and assure themselves. 
that no such savage practice can happen in a civi- 
lized nation as America or UK or France.” 

But in the mysterious East? Westerners have 
always suspected Asians of “off-tangent 

lity, if not downright savagery,” says 
Velasco. "How long has it taken the Americans 
to stop thinking) of Filipinos as other than bare- 
footed, G-string wearing, headhunting savages?” 

"Had the picture been of an American, people 
would have dismissed it easily as a joke. But no, 
it was of a Chinese from Taiwan where ‘savage 
practices’ are not only possible but ‘occur daily.” 
Taiwan is not America. Asians are not Ameri- 
cans; they can—in fact, they do—eat their chil- 
dren. That is what the e-mail is about. It is not 
about the horror of cannibalism or of savagery. 
It is about the horror of being a Chinese, of be- 
ing in an Asian culture. For this notion alone, 
the e-mail has proven more effective than the 
hate mail about Filipinos that has circulated the 
Web like wildfire some years back.” 


The failure of the elite 


WE have always been told that the reason our 
democracy does not work and our country does 
not progress is that the poor do not vote for the 
right candidates. We always hear complaints that 
the lower classes in our society vote for movie 
stars, radio and TV personalities and traditional 
politicians, not for honest and highly qualified 
candidates. 

If we look at those who are saying all these 
things, we will see that they belong to the higher 
economic strata. They are either the rich them- 
selves, or their surrogates in the media, business, 
schools or the church. 

Nobody has asked the poor to speak and ex- 
plain why they vote for movie stars or media 
personalities or the traditional politicians. Is it 
because we are afraid to hear what they have to 
say? 

Let me advance an opinion: The reason our 
democracy does not work and our country is such 
а mess is not that the poor don't know how to 
vote wisely but because the elite corrupted our 
elections and our government. Nobody gets 
elected president, senator, congressman, gover- 
nor or mayor without the money of the rich. The 
rich support candidates so that after they are 
elected, these officials will give them business 
favors. 

No candidate can win a major position with- 
ош the blessing of the elite, The poor are left 
with the crumbs like being a barangay or mu- 
nicipal council member. These minor positions 
don't really matter in terms of setting down gov- 
ernmental policies. 

To win, a candidate must get the support of 
the rich, otherwise he has no chance at all. To 
get this support, one must join a major political 
party financed by big businessmen. 
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‘And once a candidate wins, he has to recover 
the expenses, which can only be done by getting 
kickbacks from infrastructure projects or taking 
bribes from businesses for the approval of fa- 
vorable policies ог for the grant of franchises. 
Few are the politicians who would bite the hand 
that feeds them. 

In other words, once the candidates they sup- 
ported are installed in office, the elite will make 
sure they recover their investments in terms of 
favorable policies, programs and projects. And 
the elected officials, of course, will follow the 
dictates of their patrons, est they lose their bread 
and butter. 

Elected officials cannot afford to go against 
their patroiis. The elite have unlimited resources. 
to bribe, threaten or harass anyone who doesn't 
toe the line. If anyone is perceived to be a traitor 
to their cause, they'll make sure he loses in the 
next elections by depriving him of campaign 
funds and spending heavily for his opponent. So, 
if anyone wants to last long in politics and power, 
һе must dance to the elite's tune. 

This is the reason the government generally 
acts to benefit businesses rather than the ordi- 
nary folk. That is what the elite want, and it is 
they who control the government. 

If you look at our roads, these are built mainly 


to facilitate the transport of goods not really for - 


the convenience of commuters. These superhigh- 
ways are built to connect the source of raw ma- 
terials to the factory and then to the market, Ease 
of travel is not the main intended effect even if it 
is useful in creating the illusion that we are be- 
coming modern and progressing. But what do 
paved roads serve for hungry stomachs? 

In small provinces or towns which have no 
raw materials or factories and not heavily popu- 
lated, and therefore not a profitable market, the 
roads are deplorable. They are not a priority of 
the government. 

This is the reason there are no roads to many 
barangays or, if there are, these are not well-main- 
tained. Most of our barangays have no passable 
roads, especially during the rainy season. The 
roads foünd in many areas are the same roads 
that existed as far back as we can remember. 

If we had roads going to all our farms, instead 
of superhighways, flyovers, skyways and light 
rail transit systems, farmers would earn a decent 
living from their produce which they can bring 
tothe market easily. Then the greater majority of 
our people would not wallow in poverty, like they 
do today. 

This is just one example of ‘a government 


‘policy which is elitist and anti-poor. It is not dif- 


ficult to find a great many other for in fact this 
is the policy direction of the government which 
exists for the rich. 

So the next time you hear people say that the 
сашё of our hardships is that the poor do not 
know how to choose good leaders, think again.

Animal lottery

HAVE you ever dreamed of numbers? I have—25, 73, 19, 82—and T 
bet on them in the lottery, like what the old folks say. For months 1 bet 
on 25-7-3-19-8-2, six numbers in all, but I never won, Recently 1 sat 
‘outside my garden wondering what they meant and then a sense of déjà 
уа came over me. 

‘The night before, I was walking with some friends in our village 
park when we heard kittens crying a few meters away from where we 
stopped. A car was 
parked on the street, 
and I saw a girl 
bending down with 
kittens in her hands. 
My heart felt warm 
because I thought 
she was going to 
pick up the aban- 
doned little kittens and take care of them. But to my horror, 1 realized 
that this sweet-looking, pampered, little girl was actually getting rid of 
them. I thought that, thanks to her parents, she now knew what to do if 
she has an unwanted pregnancy. 

Ifelt helpless. I wanted to run after the car and tell the girl and who- 
ever was with her to take the kittens back, for they had no chance of 
surviving by themselves in the park. But it was too late. 

picked up the kittens, ran home and got my car and circled the village 
for an hour looking for the car whose plate number I remembered. All the 
"while I was thinking of what I would tell them if ever I found them. I was 
willing to take care of the kittens, provided that they kept the kittens with 
their mother until they grew old enough to eat solid food. 

I couldn't find the car, so I took the kittens home. I took them into 
my studio and placed them in a basket with newspapers. I found some 
sterilized gloves, filled one with hot water and tied it up, and placed it 
inside an old sock to replicate the absent mother's body heat. The other 
T filled with milk and punctured holes in each finger with a sterilized 
needle to replicate the absent mother's nipples. (I learned later that a 
better way to feed them was to use a tube or a medicine dropper.) 

Tknew it wasn’t working because their eyes were closed, and at this 
stage, they needed their mother’s milk. The kittens didn’t like the milk, 
but at least the hot water kept them warm for the night 

In the morning, I called up an animal shelter in Makati. The owner 
жаз 73 years old and she’s been caring for abandoned and stray animals 
since 1982. During our conversation on the phone, I felt relieved to 
know I had so many options about what to do with the two kittens. She 
also told me about animal rights. She expressed surprise that at my age, 
1 found time to do something like that, implying that in her view 
twentysomethings think of nothing but earning big money and becom- 
ing successful in their careers. 

told her that the kittens were cold and dying. She told me that there 
were no stray cats in her shelter to provide milk for them. I said not one 
оГ my friends would take them in and I couldn't keep them because T 
had five dogs. 

Iwas considering euthanasia as an option, but our maid then told me 
that when you kill a cat, your life would be short. I told her this was the 
new millennium, and smoking, taking drugs and staying up late were 
‘what make one's life short. р 

Now I know the numbers in the dream stood for my age (25) and 
that of the old woman (73) who has been doing such kind acts since 
1982. That was the year she realized that Filipinos have had no respect 
for the simplest form of life, abandoning innocent lives or even putting 
them inside plastic bags and hurling them out of their speeding cars or 
leaving them on the road to be crushed by other vehicles. They must be 
heartless or sick. 

Still strong at 73, this woman felt that her efforts were too little and 
ineffective. I was able to bring her hope because I cared, she told me. 

Tt took me an hour to write this and a day to care for the two hungry 
kittens. I have a long way to go before I reach 73, and I hope I can fill in 
the areas she has failed to cover and follow her example of having a 
strong and compassionate heart. 

What can one do to help? There are many options. For example, you 
can become a Buddhist or at least study Buddha's philosophy about 
respect for life. Or you can put up an animal shelter. The only option 
you cannot exercise is to ignore these things. If you want to break this 
chain of cruelty, you can start by caring and showing respect for the 
simplest forms of life.

Poverty is reason

MINDANAO has been going through a cycle of violence and destruction 
for more than three decades now. From the infamous Jabiddah massacre 
of 1968, the birth of the Moro National Liberation Front and later on 
the Moro Islamic Liberation Front, to the ruthless kindnapping spree of 
the Abu Sayyaf, the conflict down South has continued to simmer. The 
government may have taken over several rebel camps, but neither the 
MILF nor the Abu Sayyaf appears ready to raise the white flag. 

In searching for solutions to the armed conflict in Mindanao, the 
Macapagal administration could perhaps start by asking basic ques- 

п. What are the real issues behind the conflict? What does this long 

istory of fighting tell us? For all we know, we may be treating an 
illness even before a diagnosis has been made. 

I believe that poverty is the single biggest factor that keeps the con- 
flict alive. After all these many decades, Mindanao still lags behind 
most of the country in terms of economic progress. Despite the national 
government's generous infusion of funds for Mindanao's development, 
no significant change has been noted in the lives of both Muslims and 
Christians living on that big island. 

Social services like education, primary health care, water supply and 
nutrition are inadequate. The bulk of national government subsidies for the 
region has been spent on infrastructure where opportunities for graft abound. 

Instead of concentrating on a military solution, those who are serious 
about bringing about peace in the South should think about how poverty 
can be alleviated, if not eradicated. After all, more often than not, itis 
‘econoinic difficulty rather than ideology that drives the common folk to 
take up arms against the government. Just consider the peasants who 
easily joined the Abu Sayyaf in exchange for a bundle of cash. 

However, we also have to realize that the only way to peace is peace. 
The Catholic bishops and ulamas in Mindanao now have such a good 
rapport among themselves that they are able to move beyond their own 
personal biases and prejudices and strive to promote the religious di- 
mension of peace. As Archbishop Orlando Quevedo of Cotabato puts 
it, “In its most radical basis, peace is from the heart and of the heart.” 

The conflict will never come to an end unless the government opts 
to take the path of peace and gives top priority to solving the worsening 
poverty in Mindanao. Insurgency arises because the poor have been 
pushed too far and even silenced. That means its solution must be eco- 
nomic, not military. . 

Except for ће Abu Sayyaf (which has a nebulous cause), the gov- 
ernment should stop looking at the rebels as terrorists or savages but as 
people with real grievances fighting for redress. You may kill people 
but never a cause for it will always surface some time. This is the rea- 
son why the insurgency continues. 

Investing more on education should be part of the solution to the 
conflict. Muslim leaders should start educating their poor Muslim broth- 
ers to be productive, self-reliant and effective partners in the gover- 
nance of their communities, instead of waiting for dole-outs from ће 
government. No matter how much the government tries to speed up ће 
economic development, if ће people themselves are not ready to take 
up their responsibilities, all efforts will fail.

The West Bank, where devout settlers stake an Old Testament + 
claim, had already hatched manifestations of Jewish wrath: an anti- 
Arab underground group that was tracked down in 1984 and a de- , 
cade later, a US-bom doctor who massacred 29 Muslims in a mosque. 
Now, as Palestinian gunmen fighting an uprising against Israeli oc- 
cupation kill and maim West Bank settlers, Israeli security officials 
are on the alert for hints of retaliatory attacks by Jewish militants, 
such as Thursday's seemed to be. 

Ehud Sprinzak, an expert in right-wing violence, says such at- + 
tacks are likely to be carried out by small groups or individuals rather 
than an extensive Jewish underground. “Most people active among 
the settlers are very experienced. They have been there a long time 
and they have seen an underground and they have seen people get 
‘caught. They know it is much better to work as individuals or small 
groups,” he said. "You don't need an underground to avenge the 
blood of Israel victims. Our working assumption is that there isn't 
an underground and one is unlikely to be formed. That doesn't mean, 
though, that specific individuals will not take revenge and become 
vigilantes." 

Israeli police suspected before the Thursday shooting that Israeli 
vigilantes were already active in the West Bank. Police had been 
investigating whether a squad of Jewish militants has carried out 
three shooting attacks—one against a Palestinian merchant, the sec- 
ond against a Palestinian taxi and a third on a Palestinian truck driver 
Killed on June 13. 

Acclaim of responsibility for the truck driver's murder was signed 
by the "Shalhevet-Gilad Brigade,” a reference to Shalhevet Pas, a 
10-month-old baby girl, and Gilad Zar, both West Bank settlers who 
һай been shot dead by Palestinians. 

The statement may have been the calling card of Israelis who 
have decided to take retribution into their own hands. “Revenge is 
holy.” it said. “It should be up to the government to do it, but unfor- 
tunately the government does not care about the murder of 
Jews...there are people whose patience has run out.” 

So far. more than 600 people, most of them Palestinians, have 
been killed in almost 10 months of fighting. At least two dozen Pal- 
estinians and a dozen Israelis, many of them settlers, have been killed 
since a ceasefire went into effect on June 13. 

The Israeli human rights group B'Tselem has approached the 
police about six incidents in which it suspects settlers killed Pales- 
tinians, since the violence flared in late September. 

For Palestinian militants demanding the West Bank and Gaza Strip 
for a future state, settlers living on land which Israel occupied in the 
1967 Middle East war are legitimate targets. 

Boaz Ganor, director of an Israel-based international counterterror. 
research institute, said Palestinian President Yasser Arafat was bai 
ing the settlers. "Arafat is pushing the settlers to retaliate by provok- 
ing attacks against them, and putting the spotlight on them so the 
international community will be focused on them if they explode,” 
he said. “It is called the democratic dilemma. On the one hand you 
have a democratic government that has to show its people that itis 
successfully thwarting terrorist attacks, but in order to do that it has 
to use methods that do not go hand-in-hand with democratic prin- 
ciples.” 

There are already signs that the 200,000 settlers who live among 
three million Palestinians in the West Bank and Gaza feel they have 
been driven into a comer. In recent weeks, irate settlers have blocked 
West Bank roads, attacked Palestinians, vandalized their shops and 
homes, burned their cars and set their fields on fire. 

Although spokespersons for the mainstream settlement movement 
publicly disavow violence, Ganor said the truce brokered by the 
United States in mid-June has been a hothouse for Jewish militancy, 
"The ceasefire...intensifies the feeling that the government cannot 
ог does not want to use its capabilities to thwart (Palestinian) at- 
tacks, making this a comfortable time for the appearance of such 
organizations,” he said, 

Baruch Goldstein, the settler who carried out the mosque massa- 
cre in the West Bank city of Hebron seven years ago, still haunts 
Israeli security officials. Goldstein, beaten to death after gunning 
down 29 worshippers, had been affiliated with the racist Jewish su- 
premacy Kach group, one of several right-wing extremist organiza- 
tions Israel has outlawed. 

Like other shadowy brotherhoods—the elusive Sword of David 
and the Flame group—Kach’s venom is reserved for Arabs and left- 
wing Jews. Supporters uttered veiled threats against former Prime 
Minister Yitzhak Rabin before a right-wing Jew assassinated him in 
1995 to stop his peace moves with the Arabs. 

“We can never rule out an individual like Goldstein,” Sprinzak 
said. “There isn't much we can do about potential individuals who 
go berserk. 

But berserk is in the eye of the beholder, Some settlers revere 
Goldstein as a hero. 

Boaz Haniman, a resident of Beit El settlement, served two years 
in jail for his involvement in the West Bank underground that car- 
ried out a series of anti-Arab bombings in the early 1980s. He be- 
lieves Goldstein was sane. “Не made a very precise appraisal of 
the situation,” he said. “It was not crazy in any way, because a 
wacko doesn't really succeed. You don't really achieve much in a 
frenzy." 

The Jewish underground blew up the cars of Palestinian mayors, 
attacked other Muslims and plotted to blow up Jerusalem's Dome of 
the Rock mosque, one of Islam’s holiest shrines. 

‘The settlers have since lost their commitment, Haniman said. 
"There aren'ta lot of crazies like us anymore—people who are will- 

to lose everything for the sake of a cause,” he said. "(However), 
individual revenge is one of the things that could happen...If we take 
а historical example, the Goldstein example, that certainly could 
happen, on certain fringes.” 

According to Sprinzak, a combination of intense Palestinian at- 
tacks, communal sentiment in favor of Jewish terror and an Israeli 
government perceived as either impotent, indifferent or hostile to 
settler needs can breed organized Jewish violence. For now, he said, 
“the settlers may not be happy with (Israeli Prime Minister) Ariel 
Sharon but...in the back of their minds, this is still a right-wing gov- 
emment.” 

Sprinzak cautions, however, that a dramatic deterioration in set- 
ter security or a series of successful attacks on prominent settlers 
plus perceived government indifference may ignite "a rather mas- 
sive attack...some kind of coordinated operation.” 

Noam Federman, the self-described head of Kach in Israel, said 
"Jewish terror" was the only response to "Arab terror." The emer- 
gence of such a group, he said, would not bother him. "We're not 
Christians—we don't turn the other cheek.” Reuters

US vows it will not

JAKARTA—Indonesian President 
Abdurrahman Wahid yesterday sus- 
pended a threat to declare emergency 
rule, hours before his deadline for par- 
liament to drop moves to force him 
from office. 

а new crisis loomed immediately with 
parliament threatening a snap impeachment hear- 
ing on Saturday if the embattled leader pro- 
ceeded with plans to install a new police chief. 

Wahid had repeatedly threatened to declare a 
state of emergency at 6 pm. on Friday, dissolve 
parliament and call elections to avoid impeachment. 

But speaking at yesterday's prayers he said all 
that he would do in the evening was issue a waming. 

“I will announce later at 6 p.m. that if a 
compromise cannot be reached, on July 31,1 
will (hen) declare that the country in a state of 


danger and I will declare a state of emergency." 

He is scheduled to appear before the national 
assembly MPR on Aug. I to face an impeach- 
ment session over incompetence and corruption 
allegations, which he denies. 

But before midday tensions had mouinted 
again, and police helicopters clattered over the 
city as MPR chief Amien Rais said angrily that. 
the assembly would convene a snap impeach- 
‘ment session Saturday if Wahid went ahead with 
plans to install a new national police chief with- 
‘out parliamentary approval 

"It... Wahid swears in (a) new police chief 
later at 4 pum., we will later tonight hold a 
plenary session for the convening of the special 
session tomorrow,” Rais said. 

Presidential spokesperson Wimar Witoelar 
earlier announced that Wahid would swear in 
Commissioner General Chaeruddin Ismail as 


police chief to replace Gen. Suroyo Bimantoro. 

Witoelar was unable to explain why the defi- 
ant Wahid wanted the swearing in to go ahead 
before winning parliament's approval for the 
appointment. 

The outgoing police chief has refused to hand 
over his command, despite being fired by Wahid, 
saying that until parliament approves the move, 
it is not legal AFP 


Live ammo killed Colombo protesters 


BONN, Germany—With the United 
‘States’ pledging not to sabotage their 
'fforts, high-level delegates were 
‘working to salvage а treaty to com- 
bat global warming. 

Despite its rejection of the treaty, 
the United States was the focus of 
talks Thursday, drawing stinging 
criticism from environmentalists 
who chided America for abdicating 
its leadership role and a plea from 
France to rejoin. 

The US delegation, however, has 
stated firmly that its position will 
not change, and cast a watchful eye 
оп the negotiations to ensure US 
interests are not threatened. 

“While we do not believe the 
Kyoto Protocol is sound public 
policy for the United States, we do 
not intend to prevent others from 
going ahead with the treaty, so long 
as they do not harm legitimate US 
interests,” Paula Dobriansky, the 
head of the US delegation, said dur- 
ing remarks at the ceremonial open- 
ing of high-level talks launched 
Thursday. 

The Americans, reluctant to help. 


pay for an accord they will not join, 
are monitoring a proposed $1 bil- 
lion annual fund to help the Third 
World adapt to new technologies, 

‘Under a formula proposed by Jan 
Pronk, the conference chair, the 
United States would be obligated to 
pay nearly 40 percent of the total 
based on its 1990 emissions levels. 

But Pronk said Thursday it was 
unlikely that countries that do not join 
the protocol will be obliged to pay. 

An American environmentalist, 
David Doniger, said the US with- 
drawal from the treaty created a re- 
newed urgency to come up with 
funds to help meet the treaty's am- 
bitious goal of reducing worldwide 
emissions by 5.2 percent of 1990 
levels by 2012. 

То go into force, the treaty needs 
the backing of 55 countries, repre- 
senting 55 percent of the industrial 
ized world's emissions. Environ- 
ment ministers and top officials from 
178 nations are negotiating how to 
implement the emissions cuts accept- 
able enough to bring the Kyoto ac- 
cord into force by next year. AP.

TAIPEI Senior US and Taiwanese 
military officials are holding talks near 
Los Angeles on beefing up regional 
security—continuing a secret dialogue 
that began five years ago but is only 
now coming to light, newspapers re- 
ported yesterday. 

Local military experts said Taiwan 
hopes the United States will help it 
formulate better plans for repelling any 
‘attack by China—which claims Tai- 
wan as a province and has threatened 
to go to war if necessary to achieve 
reunification, 

Similar US-Taiwanese military 
conferences have been held regularly 
since 1996 when China held intimi- 
dating war games and caused tensions 
to flare over the Taiwan Strait, the re- 
ports said. 

The reports said Washington con- 
cluded its military exchanges with Tai- 
wan were inadequate and could open a 
crack in security. 

‘Adm. Miao Yung-ching will head 
the Taiwan delegation at the two-day 
meeting that was to start Friday in 
Monterey, California, the China Times 
newspaper quoted unidentified offi- 
cials in Washington as saying.

BALTIMORE—A fire 
raging fora second day

Extreme 
hent had allowed them to 
remove only five of the 
train's 60 cars. 

"We're told some of 
the boxcars are actually 
glowing," fire depart- 
‘ment spokesperson Нес- 
tor Terres said. "You're 
talking about glowing 
metal. I'm guessing 
1,000 or 1,500 degrees" 
Fahrenheit, or 500 to 
800 degrees Celsius. 

More than 100 fire- 
fighters battled the 
blaze. Two were hospi- 
talized for chest pains 
Wednesday. 

The train was camy- 
ing wood as well as hy- 
drochloric acid and at 
least five other hazard- 
ous chemicals. But 
Torres said air quality 
tests showed that the 
smoke was coming 
mostly from burning 
wood. 

"Right now, there 
doesn't appear to be any 
toxins in the smoke, so

PUERTO PRINCESA CITY—The 
Provincial Committee on Шера! En- 
trants (PCIE) here released Tuesday 
the 34 Chinese fishermen earlier caught 
fishing in the waters of Rizal town. 

The release was made after the De- 
partment of Foreign Affairs issued a 
memorandum raising diplomatic rela- 
tions аз one of the reasons the sus- 
pected poachers should be released 

Tt was not clear, however, if the 
release was the result of a bargaining 
agreement reached by the Chinese gov- 
ernment and the Philippines 

Filipino fishermen were also caught 
months ago in Chinese territory. 

‘The Chinese were apprehended by 
elements of the Philippine National 
Police Maritime Command who were 
patrolling the seas forthe bandits who 
abducted 20 guests and staff members 
of the Dos Paimas Resort here. 


The Chinese were released along with 
theirtwo vessels after detention on Tabon 
Island in Quezon, Palawan. A certain Ho 
Тоеп of Hylan Ching Hai Hambon, 
Malaggay, China owned the boats. 

“The apprehending officers found 
150 sea tures, which were valued at PCI 
$150,000, At Teast 143 of the turtles 
have been slaughtered on board. 

“The boats were estimated to be 
worth P6 million. 

Cases of poaching, illegal entry and 
violation of Section 87 of the Fisheries 
Code of the Philippines for illegally 
catching endangered species were not 
filed despite opposition from special 
environment prosecutor Romeo Senson.

Provincial Prosecutor Luis Marcaida 
has ruled that the venue for cases of 
illegal entry should be decided by the 
PCIE before the courts could act on it.

Mining firm won’t drop bid 


BAYOMBONG, Nueva Vizcaya—An Australian min- 
ing firm is beat on pushing its mining bid inthe ore-rich 
areas of Nueva Vizcaya and Quirino, causing concem 
‘among anti-mining groups over a possible reversal of its 
rejection by the Regional Development Council. 

Alfredo Pascual, environment regional executive 
director, confirmed that Climax-Arimco Mining Corp. 
(CAMC) has asked for reconsideration of the RDC 
denial of its endorsement of the proposed mining for 
gold and copper in Barangay Didipio in Kasibu town. 

“They have requested for reconsideration. They 
are trying to explain their side and (what) mitigating 
measures (they can carry out) if the RDC approves 
ithe said. 

The council, composed of regional directors of the 
different government agencies, provincial governors, 
and local officials in Cagayan Valley, denied on Oct. 
27, 2000 the CAMC request for endorsement of йз 
planned mining operations. 

According to the RDC, the firm's proposed min- 
ing project did not conform to the region's physical 
framework plan as required by its environmental 
compliance certificate. 

In appealing the decision, CAMC "can go higher, 
possibly to the President,” Pascual seid. 

Going а step ahead, Catholic Bishop Ramon 
Villen appealed to President Macapagal-Arroyo to 
help stop large-scale mining operations in Didipio. 


Villena said the CAMC won't leave the area and is 
"offering promises to convince the people” to allow 
mining. 

“The proposed site, in the heart of the Mamparang- 
Palali mountain range on the boundary of Nueva 
Vizcaya and Quirino, was found to be within a criti- 
cal watershed forest, the RDC said. 

Under the Philippine Mining Act of 1995, mining 
operations should not be allowed within areas classi 
fied as “critical” watersheds or those that support 
‘major irrigation and hydroelectric projects. 

Didipio villagers, composed of Ifugao, Kalanguya, 
Ibaloi and Bugkalot seners, questioned the prolonged 
stay of CAMC personnel on the site despite the RDC 
rejection and stiff opposition from the local community. 

Since 1999, civil society groups have been pro- 
testing the CAMC proposal. They have questioned. 
the ECC granted by the Department of Environment 
and Natural Resources to the firm and the resolution 
of endorsement from the Didipio barangay council. 

They said they feared the possible reversal of the 
RDC ruling, noting that top CAMC officials have 
reportedly been lobbying for such a reversal. 

According to a report by Placer Dome Explora- 
tion, the area stores an estimated 4 million ounces оГ 
gold and 1.5 billion pounds of copper resources said 
tobe worth $2.2 billion (P1 16.6 billion).

Pangasinan villagers urge dike 
to protect them from floodings 


SAN MANUEL, Pangasinan—Fear- 
ing they would face massive flood- 
ing like what they experienced when 
Typhoon "Feria" struck two weeks 
ago, residents of Barangay San 
Vicente here asked the San Roque 
Project Corp. (SRPC) to build a dike 
along the Agno River bank. 

This came after the SRPC an- 
nounced plans to quarry sand and 
gravel in the village for its $1-million 
San Roque Dam project. 

The residents said they fear the 
quarrying activities would worsen 
the flooding in their village. 

Barangay San Vicente, which isnear 
another quarry area of the San Roque 
Dam, was submerged under 10-foot 
floods when Typhoon Feria stuck. 

Barangay chair Bonomo Apuyod 
said the flooding could have been 


caused by the quarrying activities 
in Barangay Narra. “Because Narra 
was protected by a dike, water from 
the Agno River flowed freely into 
our barangay. If quarrying starts in 
our barangay, for sure flooding will 
get worse if there will be another 
typhoon,” Apuyod said. 

The SRPC, however, said it was 
not committed to build dikes along 
the Agno River bank before engag- 
ing in quarry activities, based on 
the contract between the project 
proponents and the government. 

“The Department of Public 
Works and Highways and the local 
governments are responsible for 
controlling floods in San Manuel," 
Raymund Cunningham, SRPC 
project director, said. 

“From the technical insights 


available tous, the San Roque multi- 
purpose dam project had no nega- 
tive impact on the flooding in San 
Manuel over the past two seasons 
but had reduced flooding there in- 
stead,” ће said. 

“Flooding in the barangay would 
have been significantly worse had 
there been no excavation of sand 
and gravel for the dam project, he 
explained.” 

The dam was designed to irri- 
gate thousands of hectares of farms 
in the Luzon area and provide addi- 
tional power to the Luzon grid. 

The project became controver- 
sial after it was reported that hun- 
dreds of tribal people would be dis- 
placed as a result of the dam con- 
struction.

Pinatubo lake showing overflow signs

САМР OLIVAS, Pampanga— Water in the. 
crater of Mt, Pinatubo is only five meters 
below the rim, and with a crack seen on the 
Maraunot side, Botolan residents in 
Zambales will have to brace for an immi- 
nent lake breakout that could unleash an 
avalanche of lahar. 

This was learned Friday from Senior 
Supt. Reynaldo Berroya, regional police 
director and Central Luzon Disaster Coor- 
dinating Council chair. 

Berroya and marine geologist Kelvin 
Rodolfo, a native of Zambales, flew over 
the volcano on Thursday. 

Dr. Raymundo Punongbayan, chief of 
the Philippine Institute of Seismology and 
Volcanology, confirmed the problems de- 
tected by Beroya and Rodolfo. 

‘Water in the 2.5-km wide and 650-meter 
high lake, which formed after the June 1991

‘The Phivolcs’ monitoring last Novem- 
ber measured the water at 11.5 meters be- 
low the rim, Punongbayan said. 

In the event of an overflow, 
Punongbayan said the water would head 
toward the Balin-Baquero River that merges 
with the Bucao River—all on the Botolan 
side of the 1,400-meter high volcano. 

‘These rivers immediately drain to the 
‘South China Sea on the coast of Zambales, 
reducing the risk of flooding and lahar flows 
to Botolan's lowland villages.

, RP insects 
| seen answer 
to farm pests

BAGUIOCITY—The world can look 
brightly once more at the agricul- 
‘ure industry after experts obtained 
proof that the country hosts the in- 
digenous enemies of pests that 
plague Asia's agriculture. 

Ironically, high pesticide use had 
slowly eroded the insect population 
in Benguet and the rest of Northern 
Luzon, which accelerated the leaf 
miner outbreak last year and de- 
stroyed P30 million in potato and 
vegetable harvests here. 

“There is a good possibility that 
the Philippines can start exporting 
(cultured) insects to India, Indone- 
sia (or other agricultural countries) 
now plagued by the leaf miner о 
break. That could be the Philippines" 
new role (in globalization and inter- 
national trade),” said Dr. Ravindra 
Joshi, a senior researcher of the Phil- 
ippine Rice Research Institute 
(PhilRice) and consultant of the De- 
partment of Agriculture. 

About 10 species of indigenous 
wasps had been documented here 
by a special DA task force, which 
Joshi leads. 

These wasps go by the following 
scientific names: Asecodes delucchil, 
Cirrospilus ambiguus, Diglyphus 


isaea, Hemiptarsenus varicornis, * 


Neochrysocharis formosa, 
Neochrysocharis okazakii, Pnigalio 
katonis, Quadrastichus liriomyzae, 
Opius sp. 1 and Opius sp. 2. 

The government is studying meas- 
ures to patent these recent discover- 
ies “because the Philippines never 
realized it had these insects,” said 
Dr. Elizabeth Versola, DA regional 
director and an entomologist herself. 

“Itis important that we have con- 
trol before we start telling the rest of 
the world we have the solutions to. 
their (pest problems)." 

These wasp species have been 
the natural enemies of four indig- 


‘enous leaf miner bugs that struck at 
Benguet's lucrative potato and cab- 
bage industries. 

The leaf miner bugs are also in- 
digenous Philippine speci 
Liriomyza huidobrensis, Liriomyza 
trifolii, Liriomyza sativae, and 
Liriomyza chinensis. 

DA sources said most ofthe wasps 
were nearly wiped out by panic-driven 
farmers, who sprayed enormous 
amounts of insect repellants, chemi- 
cal variants and other innovative so- 
lutions to attacks from the diamond- 
back moth and the leaf miner bug. 

But Carol Gamiao, a biologist 
who helped draft a 1991 Asian De- 
velopment Bank report on Benguet 
agticulture, said the ecological ero- 
sion was started in the 1970s when 
farmers began abusing pesticide use 
in the province’s farms. 

Joshi agreed, stressing that the 
depopulated insects, which prey on 
pests, also accelerated the popula- 
tion of other destructive insects 
aside from the leaf miner. 

One such pest, which govem- 
ment should brace for, is the mite 
species that infest rose flowers. 

Joshi said govemment must also 
understand the psychological trauma 
created by outbreaks lke the leaf miner, 

He said about 300 farmers, who 
were surveyed months after the leaf 
miner outbreak had been controlled this 
year, sil considered the leaf miner in- 
Testation as their biggest problem. 

This accounted for the continuous 
use of pesticides in the region. 

Joshi said the government must 
counter pesticide marketing being 
bankrolled by corporations. He said the 
government's best incentives should be 
the “exportable” good insects. 

“The same pesticides killing the leaf 
miner bugs also wipe ош their natural 
enemies," he sad. 

Various agencies have discouraged. 
the use of pesticides and urged farmers 
to resort to organic methods to main- 
tain their farms.

For govemment planners at the Na- 
tional Economic and Development Au- 
thority, the end to perennial flooding would

а Pó-billion floodway that traverses the 
plains of Jaro and La Paz districts. 

The money for the proposed ойо Flood 
Control Project (IFCP) will come from the 
25th Yen loan package from Japan. 

But Iloilo City Rep. Raul Gonzalez 
‘wants the floodway project scrapped be- 
cause the government could not afford it 
financially. 

Instead, Gonzalez proposed the widen- 
ing of the city's Salog River and Ticud 
Сте, which are natural waterways to the 
sca, but which are now currently choked 
by garbage and siit and narrowed by houses 
precariously perching on their banks. 

esied the building of a 
network of small canals leading to a 
big one that would drain off floodwaters 
from the city's age-old sewers. 

Government planners expressed be- 
lief that communities in low-lying ar- 
eas would be helped by the multi-bil- 
lion-peso dike project that was planned 
as carly as 1996. 

Many of those that would benefit 
from the project are subdivisions and 
industries in Jaro and La Paz districts 
that are often submerged in water dur- 
ing heavy rains. 

‘Nicolas Rivas of the Neda regional 
office said the project would push 
through because the city government 
has already promised to relocate the 
3,435 households that would be dis- 
placed by the proposed five-kilometer 
dike that stretches from Jaro and La 
Paz districts to the lloilo Strait. 


Social acceptability 
А team from the Japan Bank for In- 
temational Cooperation (JBIC) was in 


Iloilo City early this month to get the city 

government's commitment that it would 
ide relocation sites for families who 

would be displaced by the project. 

Already, the Japanese government 
spent P161 million for the detailed engi- 
neering of the project, said Rivas. 

‘The city government, together with 
the Department of Public Works and 

hays, is completing the Buntatala 
housing site, one of the several subur- 
ban relocation sites for families affected 
by the proposed project. 

The approval of residents of Sooc 
and Mirasol subdivisions is also needed. 
Should these communities agree to the 
project, it would signal the start of con- 
struction. 

The project's “social acceptability” 

а touchy issue, which the Japanese gov- 
‘emment would not want to get entangled 
with, sid Rivas. 

The IFCP is one of the seven infra- 
structure projects nationwide worth P37.6 
billion that have been identified by the 
DPWH for funding under the 25th Yen 
Loan Package. The list would be submit- 
ted to the JBIC by the end of this month 
for approval by March next year. 

Long-term solutions 

But Gonzales said that the Official 
Development Assistance (ODA) and 
money borrowed from multilateral lend- 
ing institutions like the JBIC is normally 
matched with funds by the Philippine 
government. He said that with the 
Macapagal administration’s plan to limit. 
the budget deficit to P145 billion, the 
IFCP project might be shelved. 

This was what drives Gonzales to pres- 
sure the city govemment to find less ex- 
pensive solutions to flooding. 

Iloilo environmentalists are more con- 
сетей with long-term solutions to flood- 


ing like caring for the watershed, which 
many city residents continue to be in- 
different to. 

Jessica Salas of the Kahublagan sang 
Panimalay Foundation, a group that 
helped rehabilitate the critical Maasin 
watershed, said that communities along 
the river banks and other waterways, 
from the mountains to the city, must 
do their share by planting trees and 
getting rid of trash in the water, 

If each community would mind its 
‘own swath of riverbank, then the over- 
flowing of the banks and the destruc- 
tion of lives and property would be 
prevented, said Salas 


Multi-million peso canals 

Kahublagan bats for less public work 
but more people's participation in solv- 
ing the flood problem. It also suggested 
some areas that are natural flood plains 
and catchment basins that should be 
maintained as such. If a major flood, 
which comes in a 10 to 50-year cycle, 
hits the city, the households should be 
temporarily evacuated to avoid loss of 
lives.

Glass curtains and steel beams will be used and 
construction time will be six months for each 
tower, he sai 

1t will be well lighted and will conform to 
the city's building and fire codes, which the 
current city hall building has violated because. 
it lacks ventilation and fire escape. 

Lataquin said he is ready to submit his de- 
sign to a team that will pick the best designs 
should city officials be convinced to reconsider 
and construct the new city hall on its current 
site.

Traders at the Philippine 
Dealing System said that the 
central bank was propping up 
the peso in time for the 
President's Sona. 

A Pilipinas Shell official 
denied that the price cuts will 
help improve the President's 
image. 

The oil firm based the new 
prices on the current oil cost 
of $23.53 per barrel and an ex- 
change rate of P53.15 against 
the US dollar. 

“The decrease in our prod- 
uct prices is mainly a response 
to competitive pressures in a 
deregulated market,” Virginia 
A. Ruivivar, Petron corporate 
communications manager, said 
in a statement.

The only time that oil com- 
panies reduced prices of petro- 
leum products this year was on 
Jan. 8 due to falling world 
crude prices and a relatively 
stable foreign exchange rate. 

More oil price cuts in the 
future should augur well for 
the country's inflation out- 
look. 

Earlier, the central bank ex- 
pressed concern over the im- 
pact of higher energy prices on 
inflation, contributing to the 
bank's current policy of hold- 
ing back on further cuts to its 
key policy rates.

NBI Special Action Unit chief 
Vicente de Guzman Ш said Alvin Sy 
was on his way to the Manila Yacht 
Club tennis court when he was ab- 
ducted by a group of men in Quiapo 
about 5:30 a.m. Thursday. The sus- 
pects boarded his car and sped 


Sy's parents sought the help of 
the NBI. They said the suspects 
‘contacted them on their cell phone 
and demanded a P10-million ransom. 

They negotiated with the sus- 
pects and were able to reduce the 
ransom to P5 million. 


After a second call from the sus- 
pects, the NBI was able to trace the 
caller to the Bato-bato Resort in 
Calamba, Laguna. Agents of the 
SAU and the Special Task Force 
under Marianito Panganiban drove 
to the resort. 

Their suspicions were confirmed 
when they saw Sy's саг, а 
Mitsubishi Gallant (UHE-821), 
parked at the resort around 3 p.m.

They were also able to identify 
the cottage where Sy was detained. 
The NBI agents rented the two 
rooms adjoining Sy's. 

‘Around 1 a.m. yesterday, the 
agents in the two rooms burst into 
Sy's room. The suspects, caught by 
surprise, retreated to the comfort 


room and fired at the NBI agents, 
the raiders said. 

‘A 15-minute firefight took place,

‘mained in the CR, later gave them- 
selves up after they ran out of bul- 
lets.

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Robber who survived 
shootout gets life

А MANILA Regional Trial Court judge yesterday 
sentenced to life imprisonment a robber who had sur- 
Муей a shootout where two of his companions and a 
policeman were killed. 

Manila RTC Branch 18 Judge Perfecto Laguio Jr- 
found Bhoi Bacunawa guilty of killing SPOI Cirilo 
Valenzuela in a gunfight at ће North Harbor on March 
18, 1998. 

'The court relied heavily on the account of 
Valenzuela's partner SPOI Stephen Martinez, who 
testified that he was standing beside the police mobile. 
patrol unit they used in chasing the suspects when the 
shooting happened. 

Records showed that Valenzuela and Martinez in- 
tercepted Bacunawa and his companions, who were 
оп a motorcycle. Tho suspects refused to stop, forcing 
the policemen to chase them. 

‘The trio was found to be escaping after they had 
just robbed a couple in neighboring Caloocan City. 

"The suspects finally stopped on the sidewalk, and. 
'SPOI Valenzuela approached them, asking Bacunawa, 
who was driving, for his license. But the two other 
suspects drew firearms and fired at SPO! Valenzuela, 
Martinez recounted. 

‘Although injured, Valenzuela was able to return fire 
and, with Martinez, killed two of the suspects 
Bacunawa, who was injured during the firefight, ied to 
‘escape, but was captured by responding policemen. 

In his defense, Bacunawa said the policemen began 
shooting at him and his companions as he was about to 
lie face down on the ground after giving his driver's. 
license to Valenzuela, 

‘But Judge Laguio did not believe Bacunawa and 
junked his claim that his companions only persuaded 
him to go with them for ride on the motorcycle on the 
night of the shootout. 

"SPO! Martinez has in his favor the presumption. 
of regularity in the performance of his duties and the 
records are devoid of evidence that he was improperly 
‘motivated to testify falsely against the accused,” the 
judge ruled. 

‘But the court dismissed two other charges also filed 
against Bacunawa for lack of evidence violations of 
the election gun ban and anti-fencing laws. 

"The court also ordered Bacunawa to pay the fam- 
ily of Valenzuela P350,000 in damages.

Witness Venerando Lacorum, 32, ataxi driver and a 
resident of 29-А Mapagbigay St., V. Luna, Quezon 
City, said he was driving his Jamflict Taxi along the 
Alabang-Zapote Road when he noticed the two men 
talking with each other while crossing the road. 

He said the two men did not notice Ramos’ bronze 
Honda Civic which reportedly did not have its head- 
lighis on. 

The witness said the car hit the two men and the 
impact sent Guinto sprawling in front of Lacorum's 
taxi, 

Ramos is now detained at the Las Piñas City jail 
and is awaiting charges of reckless imprudence result- 
ing in homicide and multiple physical injuries.

Woman who knew too much slain, dumped

LAUNDRYWOMAN Araceli Picar, who al- 
Jegedly “knew too much” about her neighbors 
illegal activities, was clubbed to death, placed 
inside a sack and thrown into a creek in Binondo, 
Manila yesterday. 

Picar, 49, a resident of a slum community 
оп the banks of Estero dela Reina, Binondo, 
‘was found hogtied with a nylon cord when her 
body was fished out of the creek about 6 a.m. 
yesterday. 

"There were wounds and bruises on her head 
and body, apparently inflicted by metal bars or 
pipes. Her neck was also broken and an impro- 


vised steel cane was found in her mouth, ас- 
Cording to SPO! Athos de Quiros of the city 
police's homicide section. 

Police later arrested suspects Lito Puyat 
alias "Amang." 43, the alleged mastermind, Luigi 
 Gangca alias Tata, 25, and Edgar dela Cruz alias 
“Egay.” of 1783 Solis St, Tondo. 

Puyat and Gangca are the victim's neighbors. 
Picar was last scen alive by her "live-in" partner, 
Jimmy Caligan, about 10 am. on Thursday. 

Investigators leamed that Puyat came to 
threaten Picar when she discovered and openly 
denounced his alleged illegal activities, such as 
collecting money from residents for illegal wa- 
ter and electric connections, and drug pushing. 


Caligan told police that before she left for 
work, he advised Picar to stay away from Puyat 
and temporarily live with ber daughter Virginia. 
in Dagupan Street, Tondo. 

Picar told Caligan she would just cook rice 
before she would go to Virginia. Caligan said 
when he arrived home at noon. һе found Picar 
gone and thought she had gone to her daughter. 

‘That айетооп, Caligan was on his way home. 
when he met an 11-year-old girl who told him chat 
Picar was abducted about 3 p.m. by the three 
suspects and taken to a nearby warehouse. 

Caligan told police he went to Virginia and 
found her deeply worried because one of Picar's 
neighbors, an elderly woman, came to Virginia's 


house and said she saw the suspects dragging 
Picar into Puyat's house. 

The old woman claimed she even heard the 
suspects torturing Picar, who screamed in pain 
‘and begged for mercy. 

Police immediately arrested Puyat, Gangca. 
and Dela Cruz. They will be charged with mur- 
дег as soon as the witnesses’ testimonies are 
taken, SPOI De Quiros told reporters. 

In an interview, Puyat admitted that he had 
put up illegal water and electric connections in 
the neighborhood.

Man gets 


14 years 
for murder

A MALABON judge 
has sentenced a man to 
14 years in prison for 
killing his friend over a 
woman two years ago 
in Navotas. 

Judge Benjamin An- 
tonio found vendor 
Rommel Arcilla, 21, 
guilty of stabbing to 
death driver Ramil 
Mamon, 25, last May 30, 
1999 inside the Navotas 
Fishport Complex. 

Court records showed 
the killing was triggered 
by a long-running feud 
between Arcilla and 
Mamon over a woman. 

The court also or- 
dered Arcilla to pay the 
victim's family P50,000 
in damages. 

Mamon, who died 
while undergoing treat- 
ment, managed to seek 
his sister's help after he 
was stabbed. While he 
was being rushed to the 
Tondo Medical Center, 
Mamon kept telling his 
sister that it was Arcilla 
who stabbed him. 

In his testimony, 
Arcilla claimed he could 
not have killed Матоп 
since he allegedly did 
not leave his store when 
the incident took place.

THE PEACOCK bass (Cichla spp.) 
is a beautiful, most sought after 
gamefish in its native Tropical south 
America. It is actually not a bass 
but is considered to be the largest 
member of the Cichlidae family. 
‘The Amazonian Basin natives call 
it Pavon, Tucunare, or Lukanani. It. 
got its common nares of peacock 
bass, butterfly peacock and eyes- 
pot cichlid due to its basslike shape 
and the peacock feather "eyes" on 
the upper portion of its tail. Among 


lethal higher temperature is 37.9°C. 
‘The temperature range of Philip- 
pine freshwater bodies make it very 
ideal for the peacock bass. Provided 
with sufficient live food, the fish 
may grow to 25 to 30 cm (approxi- 
mately 12 inches) in length and 
attain sexual maturity in 12 
months. The peacock bass that was 
brought into the Philippines was 
intended for the home aquarium. 
Some of these imports survived 
and have bred successfully in 120 
gallon glass tanks. They subsist 
on native guppies (guping canal) 
ог feeder fish (culls) sold by gold- 
fish breeders. 

At par with largemouth bass and 
other freshwater game fishes in the 
country, the peacock bass may be 
stocked in privately owned lakes 
or bodies of water that have been 
pre-seeded with striped tilapia as 
their main prey. Depending upon 
the conditioning given the breed- 
ing pair, they spawn at intervals of 
from 27 to 40 days laying some 
2,000 to 3,000 eggs that stick to the 
smooth flat substrate. The fry are 
free-swimming in nine days and 
will take newly hatched brine 
shrimp nauplii. In the wild, only а 
small percentage of the fry will sur- 
vive to maturity as they too fall 
prey to some larger fishes or water- 
bome predators. If raised for food 
and game, it can provide the lake 
owner, his family and friends with 
unparalleled thrill and excitement 
of landing the most pugnacious and 
‘combative fresh water game fish.

Tt has an astonishing ability to 
straighten stout saltwater hooks and. 
can break heavy lines and leaders. 
Due to its remarkable fighting ca- 
pability, it is considered as the 
World's greatest freshwater 
gamefish. It is a most preferred 
catch by fishermen due to its very 
good and tasty flesh. Some refer to 
it as "sweet fish." The size aver- 
ages from 5 to 9 Ibs at 12 inches 
to over 2 feet in length. The world 
record rod and line capture is 27 
pounds caught in the Rio Negro, 
Brazil. A Time magazine article 
titled “The New Fishing Frontier” 
introduced the charm of the pea- 
cock bass to the world, Since then, 
the common wish of anglers in 
the Amazon Basin is, to quote, 
“If I am to catch but one fish, let 
it be a pavon.”

Confab cites new findings 
in stroke treatment

MILAN, Italy—For stroke patients, 
developing another stroke is always а 
lingering fear. Worldwide, stroke is the 
second leading eause of death and the 
leading cause of adult disability or 
handicap. Treatment options are still 
very limited and wocfully inadequate. 
for the care of stroke patients. 

Such is the worrisome state of stroke 
‘worldwide as presented by concerned 
specialists during the recently concluded 
‘annual convention of the European 
Society of Hypertension. 

‘Scientists and researchers continue 
to explore new treatment modalities to 
prevent recurrence of strokes. So far, 
aspirin and dypyridamole are the most 
frequently used antiplatelet drugs or 
blood thinners to prevent a repeat of 
stroke. 

The newer drugs such as clopidogrel 
and ticlopidine have been shown to be 
equally effective in lowering the risk of 
recurrent stroke, except that their high 
cost has limited their use, especially in 
developing and underdeveloped 
countries without any reimbursement 
system for medications. 

CholeseroHowering drugs, especially 


those belonging to the statin family, have 
been shown to be also beneficial in 
lowering the risk of recurrence of strokes 
and heart attacks even in individuals with 
only average cholesterol levels. These 
patients were previously not regarded as 
suitable candidates for cholesterol- 
lowering therapy. 
Landmark 6-year study 

Оле of the main highlights in the 
ESH meeting was the presentation of 
the results of the Progress, which is the 
acronym for the Perindopril Protection. 
Against Recurrent Stroke Study. 

"This was a landmark 6-year study 
monitoring 6,000 stroke sufferers 
worldwide who were maintained on the 
blood-pressure lowering drug peri- 
ndopril. 

What was considered significant in 
this study was the majority of the 
patients enrolled had normal blood 
Pressures and current practice guidelines 
do not recommend that these patients 
be placed on any type of blood pressure 
lowering drugs. 

The Progress trial aimed to prove that 
even these patients may benefit with the 
use of perindopril which belongs toa family 
of drugs called angiotensin-converting 
enzyme (ACE) inhibitors. ACE inhibitors 


‘have been reported to have other beneficial 
effects not related to its blood pressure. 


The study chai 
Chalmers from the University of Sydney 
and Royal Prince Alfred Hospital, 
reported that based оп the Progress 
results, in stroke patients maintained on 
а perindoprl-based regimen for four 
years, опе patient in every 14 was spared 
а second stroke. The risk of further 
Stroke and heart attacks was reduced by 
25-50 percent. Other complications such 
as heart attack and dementia were also 
dramatically reduced. 

Professor Chalmers described u 
study results as a “huge step forward.” 
He explained that it was previously 
thought that blood pressure lowering 
drugs were also helpful for patents with 
high blood pressure, "ut the study has 
shown that perindopril can have 
beneficial effects, not only for those 
with high blood pressure, but for the 


‘At present, blood pressure lowering 
drugs are given only to a minority of 
people who suffer a stroke or transient 
ischemic attack (warning stroke). 


Osteoarthritis study OKs Mobic 


PRAGUE—In a unique managed care 
clinical trial, Mobie (meloxicath), 
designed to relieve the signs and 
symptoms of osteoarthritis, showed 
significantly greater “patient success” 
than other commonly used prescription 
monsteriod antiinflammatory drugs 
(NSAIDs). 

The randomized study, which 
‘compared Mobic to “usual care,” ог 
whatever prescription-NSAID patients’ 
individual physicians selected as their 
osteoarthritis treatment, was presented 
forthe first time at the annual European 
Congress of Rheumatology in this city.. 
"The usual care treatment group included 
other prescription osteoarthritis 
medicines, such аз piroxicam, diclofenac, 
naproxen, celebrex celecoxib) and vioxx 
(rofecoxib). 

“The difference in patient success 
between Mobic and the usual care 
NSAID group is clinically meaningful 
and important for both patients and 
physicians," said Gurkirpal Singh, MD, 
of Stanford University Medical School 
and an investigator in the trial. "Patients 
taking Mobic were considerably more 
satisfied with their treatment, which 
suggests to us that Mobic is an important. 
treatment alternative for osteoarthritis— 
опе that seems to work well and that 
patients can tolerate. 

‘The trial, called "Improve" (Impact 
of Meloxicam on Prescription Regimens 
in Osteoarthritis vs Everyday Care), 
found that more than two-thirds (67 
percent) of patients taking Mobic were 
classified аз successes, compared to less. 
than half (45 percent) of patients in the 
usual care group, with a range from 22 
percent to 62 percent. Treatment success 
was defined as patients completing the 
trial without changing treatments, ог 
those who no longer needed an NSAID 
for their osteoarthritis care. 

Primary reason 

‘As with many osteoarthritis patients, 
the primary reason for study patients 
to change or discontinue their NSAID 
treatment was lack of efficacy or the 
presence of adverse events, such as 


intolerable gastrointestinal (stomach) 
side effects. After six months of therapy, 
fewer osteoarthritis patients taking 
Mobic discontinued or switched their 
treatment because of lack of efficacy or 
side effects, including gastrointestinal 
(GI) side effects, compared to patients 
treated with other commonly used 
NSAIDs. Moreover, when patients rated 
their satisfaction with their 
‘osteoarthritis care after one year and six 
‘months of therapy, those taking Mobic 
were significantly more satisfied than 
those taking the usual care NSAIDs. 

"We know that some NSAIDs have 
been associated with unsatisfactory 
efficay and that some can cause 
unbearable stomach problems. In my 
practice, patients who have taken Mobic 
have generally found itto be effective in. 
reducing the pain and symptoms of 
‘osteoarthritis and have tolerated it well," 
said David Silver, MD, clinical chief of 
rheumatology, Cedars Sinai Medical 
Center. "Of course, no drug is perfect 
for everyone, but treatments like Mobic 
and the other new NSAIDs offer our 
‘osteoarthritis patients new options to 
fight this painful and disabling disease." 

Patient satisfaction 

‘The Improve trial followed more than 
1,300 osteoarthritis patients for six 
months and measured patient 
satisfaction and treatment success, as 
defined above. Half of the enrolled 
patients were prescribed Mobic, and 
the other half was given whatever 
prescription NSAID (other than Mobic) 
their individual doctors selected, referred 
to as “everyday care. 

"The Improve trial is unique because 
we went directly to the patients and 
asked them how satisfied they were 
with their medical care for their 
osteoarthritis,” said Dr. Singh. “In the 
practice of medicine, the most important. 
thing is what works for the patient, and 
this is the first time we implicitly 
‘measured that in an arthritis study.” 

‘Arthritis affects approximately 43 
million patients alone in the United States, 
20 million of whom suffer from 


osteoarthritis, а chronic disease 
characterized by joint pain, swelling and 
stiffness, as well as a reduction in mobility. 

Mobic is a nonsteroid antiinfla- 
mmatory drug (NSAID) developed by 
Boehringer Ingelheim and indicated for 
the symptomatic treatment of painful 
osteoarthritis, rheumatoid arthritis and 
ankylosing spondylitis (indications may 
vary from country to country). Mobic 
has been used by more than 45 million 
patients in 100 countries worldwide. 
‘Mobic, classified pharmacologically as 
а selective COX-2 inhibitor, offers а 
‘balance between reliable efficacy and 
overall safety, including a favorable 
gastrointestinal (GI) tolerability profile. 

New findings 

Also presented at the Annual 
European Congress of Rheumatology 
"were new findings from a pooled analysis 
of 35 double-blind randomized clinical 
trials with 27,039 patients, of whom 
10,158 were taking Mobic at the 
recommended starting dose of 75mg. 
daily, demonstrate that Mobic has a low 
incidence of serious upper 
gastrointestinal (Gi) complications. Also. 
importam to note, in these 35 trials, rates 
of cardiovascular adverse events were 
low and similar for Mobic and two other. 
commonly prescribed NSAIDs. These 
safety findings are especially noteworthy 
in light of the medical community's 
concem about the GI and cardiovascular 
side effects of NSAIDs. 

Mobic is contraindicated in patients 
who have experienced asthma, itching or 
allergic уре reactions after taking aspirin 
or other NSAIDs. Severe, rarely fatal, 
anaphylactic-like reactions to NSAIDs 
have been reported in such patients. Аз 
with all NSAIDs, serious Gl toxicity 
suchas inflammation, bleeding ulceration 
and perforation of the stomach, small 
intestine, ог large intestine can occur at 
any üme, with or without symptoms. 
Аз with other NSAIDs, Mobic is not 
indicated Гог preventioa оГ 
thromboembolic events and is not a 
substitute for aspirin or other drugs 
indicated for cardiovascular prophylaxis.

This year's awardees were 
my friend John Paul C. Vergara 
(computer science, Ateneo de Manila), 
Christina A. Binag (chemistry, UST), 
Dindo M. Campilan (communication and 
innovation studies, IRRI), Ma. Antonia 
E Habana (epidemiology, PGH), Patricio.

(hypokalemia) or high (hyperkalemia) levels of 
potassium in the blood. Hypokalemic attacks, like 
What Angie had, typically begin in late childhood ог 
adolescence, frequently precipitated by a big intake of 
Carbohydrates or sweets and vigorous exercise. I tends 
to be severe and may last a day or longer. 

The hyperkalemic attacks are characterized by a 
younger age of onset. The attacks tend to occur more 
frequently but usually milder and shorter in duration, 
The weakness may spontaneously resolve after a few 
minutes or hours; hence, a lot of these patients are 
misdiagnosed to be just malingering or feigning illness 

Many features are common to both varieties of 
periodic paralysis, including familial recurrence, 
Susceplibilty after strenuous exercise but termination 
of imminent tacks by mild exercise, onset of weakness 
în the lower extremities with progression to the arms 
but not the respiratory muscles, and intensification of 
the attacks by cold temperature. 

Hypokalemic attacks are best treated with intake 
оГ potassium chloride, and hyperkalemic episodes, 
With a combination of glucose and insulin, Affected 
individuals are advised about all the triggering factors 
so these may be avoided to prevent atacks of periodic 
paralysis.

Public service 

1 remember asking these questions many years 
ago when I was deep into public service work 
With “Eye to Eye.” 1 asked them whenever I went 
to distribute relief goods to calamity areas where 
people's eyes were as bleary as their hopes, or 
‘on medical missions in far-flung barrios where a 
simple flu killed children. 

And I continue to ask them whenever 1 read 
the papers or get to watch the news on the tube— 
especially now that it has become fashionable to 

ess concern about the wreichedness of the 
plight of the poor. 

"Truth to tell, 1 personally find helping the poor 
such а laborious ordeal. 1 don't mean the small 
and big generosities that people usually must do 
for the so-called least of their brethren, but even 
the government and the Church have confessed 
to their monumental failure to help the poor, so 
what are people like little, inconsequential me 
going to do? 

Immensity 

The immensity of the problem boggles the 
mind. Like, the best and brightest in every admi 
istration have come up with grandiose plans 
alleviate if not totally eradicate poverty, but we're 
in deeper dung now than ever before. I mean, did 
you see the rage that blazed in the eyes of the 
‘great unwashed in the so-called Edsa 3 rebellion? 

But, there's hope. I say this not because I sim- 
ply choose to be positive about negative things, 
because what other choices does one really have? 
T'm talking about Couples for Christ 

Yes, I asked the same question at first—what 
does the Couples for Chris family renewal minis- 
try have to do with the poor? For one, doesn’t 
Couples for Christ already have its hands full try- 


ing to mend the broken marriages of people with- 
ощ having to help the poor? 

For another, ist't this group mainly composed 
of rich members who can't possibly be bothered 
by such mundane problems, like where do you 
get the next meal to feed your family? 

‘Well, T found out that there are a lot of mis- 
taken notions about Couples for Christ. Several 
weeks back, it celebrated its 20th anniversary and 
660,000 of its 1.2 million members all over the world 
converged at the Marikina sports complex. 

‘Amazing 

її was amazing to find that Couples for Christ 
has done some concrete, impressive work in the 
area of helping the poor, hot justto rise from their 
poverty but also to gain back their dignity as 
persons. 

Yes, ihis group is not only into the spiritual 
healing of ailing marriages. It is also in such non- 
spiritual arenas as youth empowerment, waste 
management, environmental protection, socio-po- 
litical renewal and total human liberation, which 
encompasses the many facets of йз work with 
the poor. 

СРС started its work with the poor five years 
ago by undertaking a spiritual empowerment pro- 
gram among the youth in Bagong Silang, Caloocan 
City, the country's biggest squatter relocation 
area, where half a million people live lives of qui 
etly curdling desperation. 

"These were no ordinary youths. They were 
notorious drug pushers, akyat-bahay gang mem- 
bers, young people who had made a lifestyle of 
violence and danger and death. But when they 
got to know about God and Jesus Christ and such 
alien concepts as having a personal relationship 


‘with the Lord, they began to tread the path to 
conversion. 
Inadequate 

СЕС soon realized, however, that providing 
only spiritual nourishment was grossly inadequate 
in addressing the poor's needs. A four-pronged 
program was then devised which specifically took 
сате of the poor beneficiaries’ health (Lusog), 
education (Sibol for kids and Siga for out-of- 
schoo! youth), shelter (Tatag) and livelihood 
(Sikap). 

‘And CFC is not just into transforming the 
of individual families, but of entire communities. 
Jn Bagong Silang now, there's a piece of heaven 
pulsating right in the middle of what used to be a 
valley of desolation and despair 

Children who used to just loiter in the streets 
are fed and going to school. Young people who 
used to abuse and sell drugs are taught a live- 
lihood and are now productive income-earners 
for their families. Shabby, dilapidated homes 
have become colorful, decent dwellings not just 
for tired bodies but weary souls as well. 

And there are clean toilets, pretty gardens, 
and recreational facilities. Doctors regularly come 
to check on the people's health. Feeding of the 
undernourished has been systematized for 
sustainability. And there's kapitbahayan to in- 
sure that the people have the correct mindset to 
take care of themselves. 

Resources 

‘And the most wonderful thing is, because of 
the huge resources of the CFC network—it is not 
just in all the provinces but in 86 countries wor 
wide, as well—it is able replicate its work in 
Bagong Silang in other parts of the country. 

1 сап never forget the glow in CFC family m 
istries director Tony Meloto's face when he said, 
“Time will come, despair will no longer be the 
poor's middle name. They will regain their dig- 
nity and right to a bright future, which they зо 
richly deserve.” 

T'd like to answer my own questions now. 
"There are poor people because the rich need them 
to see Christ in their lives. But the rich can only 
sec Christ in the poor when the poor can also. 
experience Christ in the rich

Diaz-Abaya is the 2001 laureate of the Fukuoka 
Arts and Culture Prize, given annually by the city of. 
Fukuoka in Japan to distinguished arts workers and 
leaders in the region who have contributed greatly to the 
ars science and culture of Asia. 

Vanguard 

Specifically, Marilou has been deemed deserving of 

the prized award for being "at the vanguard of contem-

porary Philippine filmmakers. She conveys the Asian 
spirit to the world through works that depict the joy 
and sadness of common people with great vitality.

Three other Asians are recipients of the Fukuoka 
Asian Culture Prizes this year—Muhammad Yunus 
from Bangladesh for Poverty Eradication (Grand Prize);

PEOPLE partial to jazz regularly tune to 
either Crossover 105.1, Joey 923 or 
ФСТ 88.3 FM on their radio. There are 
a couple more of these stations which 
specialize in Smooth Jazz, a type of jazz 
characterized by a polished sound that 
Stems from an outgrowth of fusion. 
Rhythms 

Instead of improvisation which char- 
acterzes the more cerebral types of jazz 
music like Dave Brubeck’s or Wynton 
Marsalis,’ this type relies more on 
rhythms and grooves, with layers of syn- 
thesizers, igit funk bass and saxophones. 

Recently, we received e-mails prod- 
ding us to tune in to, and write about, 
their favorite jazz programs. 

One such request came from Dr. 
Belinda Dimailig, who wrote us how the. 
music and concept programs of CT Lite 
relax her after a long, ard day at the hos- 
pital, where she serves as chief resident. 

‘She was talking about "The Dave Koz 
Show,” which is а radio program syndi- 
cated from Monterey, California. If you 
are a jazz junkie, you can't not know 
who Dave Koz is. 

Dave, whose music sounds like a re- 
worked David Sanborn (who is the most 
influential saxophonist on pop, R&B and 
crossover jazz in the past 20 years), is 
the latest Contender for the instrumental

Resemblance 

But he has more things going for him- 
self other than his eerie resemblance to 
pop vocalist Richard Marx. He won 
"Smooth Jazz Artist of the Year" at the 
Second Annual Oasis Smooth Jazz 
‘Awards last year, and romped home with 
Best Male Antist, CD of the Year (for 
"The Dance") and Best Saxophonist 
awards.

No mean feat since the British superstar never re- 
leased such а collection. It's one of 1.8 billion pirate 
recordings sold each year, many by organized crime. 
syndicates branching out into music from the money 
Taundering and drug smuggling industries. 

Report 

According to a report by the International Federas, 
tion of the Phonographic Industry (IFPI), music pi- 
тасу is on the rise and was worth $4.2 billion in 2000. 
One in three of all cassettes or CDs sold each year are 
illegally produced. 

"Piracy is rising alarmingly in our established mar- 
kets, and the two main reasons are the proliferation of 
new, cheap technologies for illegal commercial copy- 
ing and inadequate enforcement by governments,” IFPI 
chairman and CEO Jay Berman told a press confer- 
ence. 

"The London-based IFPI represents the interests of 
more than 1,400 record producers and distributors in 
76 countries. It seeks to fight music piracy and to 
lobby for fair market access and good copyright laws. 

Scam 

Record companies say the scam has shrunk the 
industry and will lead to less money being spent de- 
veloping new artists, 

"The record companies will reduce their rosters 

(piracy) is drying up the investment pool for new 
music. Ihave not heard of any new brands being pro- 
duced by pirates," Berman said. 

Fighting piracy on the Internet—a “100 perc: 
pirate medium" wasa growing priority, Berman said. 
‘The IFPI is promoting Songbird, an anti-piracy soft- 
‘ware tool, that enables artists and musicians to track 
down who has done what with their compositions on 
song-swap websites such as Napster. 

ighting the Internet pirates, who build their busi- 
ness by offering recordings free, with no respect for 
the artist, the producer or the music, is a critical part of 
the move toa legitimate online music market" he said. 

The reports names China, Russia, Mexico, Brazil 
and Italy as Из main targets to fight domestic piracy, 
though countries in southeast Asia and eastern Eu- 
торе, particularly Ukraine, аге the main manufacturers 
and exporters of pirate product. 

Scale 

Tain Grant, head of IPFI's anti-piracy enforcement 
unit, said a recent trip to a Mexico City's vast Tepito 
market illustrates the scale of the problem in the devel- 
oping world, 

“In that huge market, I did not see one single legal 
industrial CD on sale. They were all pirates. The scale 
is incredible,” Grant said. 

In fact, the CD vendors in Tepito recently awarded 
singer Luis Miguel, Mexico's answer to Elvis Presley, 
Frank Sinatra and Michael Jackson, one prize he could 
do without—a plaque for being the best-selling pi- 
rated artist. Reuters

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The shape of films to come

‘AST Saturday, we watched “Final Fantasy: The 
‘Spirits Within; and saw the shape of films to 
come. The sneak preview of film's possible fu- 
ture hit us with a jolt because it was so unexpected. 
Not only did the computer-animated sci-fi feature 
break new ground, but it also chose to do it in the 
particularly daunting field of "people animation." 
Tough challenge 

Making people come alive onscreen without re- 
sorting to human actors is a particularly tough chal- 
Jenge for animators because it's а bit like playing God. 
you have to breathe complex life into inanimate ele- 
ments. 

Even more difficult, you can’t stop short at life, 
you have to go the limit and work on verisimilitude, 
Zharacter, emotion, credible texture of skin and hair, 
movement of muscles, constantly changing light and 
shadow—ete! 

It's no wonder that animators used to steer clear 

_ depicting people, or else stopped at drawing them 
fs cartoon caricatures. The minute you animate 
people as individuals, you've really got your work 
Eut out for yourself, because personality is one of 
the toughest elemenis to capture and bring to life on 
the screen 


Best shot 
Well, the animators behind “Final Fantasy" have 
given that tough assignment their best shot, and they've 
partially succeeded. At first the human characters in 
| this animated feature appear to move in а slightly out- 
| of-sync manner, as though they were floating, and their 
footfalls lack weight and gravity. 


Another tell-tale sign is seen in their eyes, which 
lack the light and spark of natural human sight. They 
look more like the eyes of people who have been hyp- 
notized. 

Also off-putting is the artificial way their mouths. 
move when they speak, without much unction or truly 
felt emphasis. 


Limitations 

After a while, however, the viewer accepts these 
limitations as part of the computer-animation game 
at this middle stage of its development, and goes on 
to marvel at the elements that are effectively pulled 
off, 

While the lead characters in “Final Fantasy" are 
Dr. Aki Ross and Capt. Gray Edwards, the best-real- 
ized figure is that of Ross’ mentor, Dr. Sid. This char- 
acter is brought to the screen with convincing realism: 
beard, hair, skin tone, wrinkles, movement of facial 
muscles, gestures—the works. 

‘This makes us realize that computer animation of 
humans comes off best when there's а lot of texture to 
the character being animated for the computer artists 
to play around with and to blend together. 

Combination 

The combination of elements related to age and 
personality creates the illusion that the character is 
alive. Young characters are more difficult to bring to 
digital life because with them, animators have fewer 
elements to work with. As a result, the artificiality of 
their contrivance is less easy to disguise. 

‘Compare Dr. Sid to Dr. Aki Ross: the older scien- 
List is wonderfully textured and vital, while Dr. Aki 
sometimes looks like a department store mannequin, 
and moves like she's in a daze.

Believable sheen 

The best thing about the way that Dr. Aki has been 
‘animated is her hair. И moves quite naturally. it has a 
believable sheen, and it certainly looks more real than 
the way that her facial features have been digitally 
rendered 

But the weakest element in “Final Fantasy" is its 
plotting. We're in the year 2065, and the Earth has 
been attacked by a horde of monstrous phantoms from 
outer space, killing millions of people with their deadly 
virus. Earthmen have two options: coming up with a 
powerful "wave" force that can drive the horrible aliens 
away, or shooting them to kingdom come with a pow- 
erful Zeus cannon, which could take a terrible toll on 
ош planet's environment.

Hitch 

So, Drs. Sid and Aki are working hard to refine 
their “wave.” But the hitch is, they need eight special 
elements to create it, and those arcane elements are 
dauntingly difficult to find. 

When they do manage to perfect the wave, they 
‘come to a surprising conclusion: the phantoms aren't 
as evil as initially believed, and in fact only feed on the 
evil in men's hearts and actuations. For instance, the

When he was a kid, Maeda-san said, 
“I wanted to be a scientist; I wanted to 
study nature.” But he also describes him- 
self as an “indoor boy. Always drawing 
and drawing.” 

Later, in high school, he became in- 
terested in anime after watching a TV 
series called “Future Boy Conan.” It was 
made by another popular Japanese ani- 
mator, Hayao Miyazaki, who much later 
would become one of his mentors. He 
then decided to take up filmmaking in 
college. 

"I carried around a camera but I prob- 
ably loafed around more,” he told us and 
laughed. 

He kept on drawing too. Soon, friends 
and family encouraged him to show his 
work to producers. That's how he landed 
his first anime job, at the age of 22— 
doing illustrations, layout and key-frame 
animation for the Macross TV series. 

Since then, he’s worked on other 
popular series and even the animation 
for a few games and Japanese MTVs. 
Now 38 years old, Maeda-san is best 
known for his work as artist and direc- 
tor of *Blue Submarine No. 6," a trail- 
blazing full-length feature combining 
anime with computer-generated graph- 
ics. 

Maeda-san knows what it means to 
follow a dream, especially the spiky- 
haired-big-bright-eyed kind.

PRESIDENT Macapagal-Arroyo's State of the 
Nation Address will be short and sweet. 

She has cut a first draft requiring three hours 
to deliver down to 30 pages, double-space, and 
only 30 minutes in delivery time. 

“What will happen is that the applause bites 
would be removed," the President said in а 
roundtable interview with broadcasters in 
Malacañang, referring to the cues put in the 
draft Sona by a team of speechwriters. 

“Never mind if there will be no applause. 
The most important thing is ‘that people will 
clearly understand my vision," she said 

The overriding theme of the speech is the 
fight against poverty, the President told women 
in media over lunch yesterday at the Manila 
Hotel. “We have to win the war against poverty 
within the decade,” she said. 

She pointed out that there would be no peace 
and order problem if people were not so poor 
that criminal syndicates could hire so many 
hatchet men and couriers from among them. 

‘The President said there were as many as 
eight versions of her first major policy speech, 
which she is scheduled to deliver at the House 
of Representatives in Quezon City at 4 p.m. 
tomorrow. 

She said she would also talk about a “free 
enterprise system for the 21st century" as a way 
out of the economic crisis, the need to modem- 
ize agriculture "founded on social equity," and 
the "raising of moral standards." 

The first seven pages of the speech will cover 
the introduction, framework and vision; the next 
seven pages, macro-economic concerns; three 

pages, agricultural modernization; six pages, her 
pro-poor programs; and four to six pages, the 
ending. 
"The President has been holding special Cabi- 
net meetings for the past two weeks to craft her 
Sona. 

Ali members of the Cabinet were involved in 
drafting the speech because, she said, it would 
have specific goals for each of them to accom- 
plish in a year.

Lt. Gen. Gregorio Camiling, the head of the 
Southern Command, said 10 more Abu Sayyaf mem- 
bers and supporters were due to surrender to him on 
Tolo island later yesterday. 

Camiling told a press conference this would bein 
addition to 12 who surrendered on Friday. He added 
that more could hand themselves soon in as well 

"The 12 were said to come from the forces of the 
Solu-based Abu Sayyaf leader, Galib Andang, alias 
Commander Robot. 

"They served as Robots first-line defense forces. 
Now (Robor's forces) are crippled and our troops 
are already getting inside their camps їп Talipio 
(town in Sulu),” Camiling said. 

Tse Bino, one of the 12, said they were forced to 
surrender because they had nothing o eat- 

Abandoned by Robot. 

"We want to go home to our families. We were 
abandoned by Robot,” he said. 

Camiling said the military would recommend 
amnesty for the 12 who surrendered. 

"The surrenders follow the launch last week of а 
crackdown on supporters of the bandit group in their 
Strongholds around the southern islands and the 
nearby ety of Zamboanga, Camiling said. 

‘Bit the presidential adviser for Muslim Mindanao 
airs warned yesterday that new armed groups 
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could sprout in Basilan and Sulu if the allegedly 
‘warrantless arrests of suspected Abu Sayyaf sup- 
porters continte. 

Parrouk Hussin, who Is also the “foreign minis- 
ter" of the Moro National Liberation Front, said 
Muslim civilians who angered by the indiscriminate 
arrests may not necessarily join the Abu Sayyaf but 
might form their own armed groups or join estab- 
lished groups like the Moro Islamic Liberation Front 

" don't know any adult man there who has no 
guns. They might group themselves and fight the 
Bovernment,” Hussin told the Sulo Hotel press fo- 
Tum in Quezon City. 

About 100 suspected Abu Sayyaf members and 
supporters have been arrested in Zamboanga and оп 
the islands of Jolo and Basilan. At least 34 of them 
have been charged with criminal offenses. 

Hiding, moving 

However, Camiling said troops were still vying 
to pin down the main Abe Sayyaf band which is 
holding the 21 hostages in forested areas of Basilan, 
just a 30-minute boat ride from Zamboanga- 

-They are hiding constantly, moving from one 
place to another,” Camiling said, complaining that 
the rough terrain was slowing down his troops. 

He said the last encounter between the military 
and the group holding the hostages was on July 18 
‘but that the rebels managed to get away. 

‘Meanwhile, an alleged close-in guard of Abu Sayyaf 
leader Khadifly anjalani was anested in Zamboanga 
City on Friday. The suspect was identified as Abdullah 
Mud, allegedly an Abu Sayyaf sub-leader based in 
Basilan and a close-in security of Janjalani. 

Mad, who is said to carry a PI million reward for 
his arrest, was taken into custody as he arrived at the 
wharf from Basilan City.

Meanwhile, the 
military has dismissed reports that the remaining 
captive from the earlier Sipadan kidnapping, Roland 
Ullah, had been killed by his Sulu-based captors.

Acting on the Memorandum dated 18 June 2001 of the Committee 
on the Revision of the Rules of Court to Draft the Rules on E-Commerce

‘The Rules on Electronic Evidence shall apply to cases pending 
after their effectivity. These Rules shall take effect on the first day of 
August 2001 following their publication before the 20th of July in two 
newspaper of general circulation in the Philippines.

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RULES ON 
ELECTRONIC EVIDENCE 


RULEI 
COVERAGE 
SECTION 1. Scope. — Unless otherwise provided herein, these Rules shall 
apply whenever an electronic document or electronic data message, аз 
defined in Rule 2 hereof, is offered or used in evidence. 
SECTION 2. Cases covered. - These Rules shall apply to all civil 
proceedings, as well аз quasi-judicial and administrative cases. 
SECTION 3. Application of other rules on evidence. — In all matters not 
specifically covered by these Rules, the Rules of Court and pertinent 
provisions of statutes containing rules on evidence shall apply. 


RULE2 
DEFINITION OF TERMS AND CONSTRUCTION 


SECTION 1. Definition of Terms. — For purposes of these Rules, the following 
terms are defined, as follows: 

(s) “Asymmetric or public eryptosystem" means a system capable of 
generating a secure key pair, consisting of a private key for creating а 
digital signature, and a public key for verifying the digital signature. 

(Б) "Business records " include records of any business, institution, 
association, profession, occupation, and calling of every kind, whether 
ornot conducted for profit, or for legitimate or illegitimate purposes. 
"Certificate" means an electronic document issued to support a digital 
signature which purports to confirm the identity or other significant 
characteristics of the person who holds a particular key pair. 
"Computer" refers to any single or interconnected device or apparatus, 
which, by electronic, electro-mechanical or magnetic impulse, or by 
other means with the same function, can receive, record, transmit, 
store, process, correlate, analyze, project, retrieve and/or produce 
information, data, text, graphics, figures, voice, video, symbols or 


other modes of expression or perform any one or more of these 
functions.

“Digital Signature” refers to an electronic signature consisting of a 

transformation of an electronic document or an electronic data message 

using an asymmetric or public eryptosystem such that a person having 

the initial untransformed electronic document and the signer's public 

key can accurately determine: 

(D whether the transformation was created using the private key 
that corresponds to ће signer's public key; and, 

Gi) whether the initial electronic document had been altered after 
the transformation was made. 

“Digitally signed" refers to an electronic document or electronic data 

message bearing a digital signature verified by the public key listed in 

certificate. 

"Electronic data message” refers to information generated, sent, 

received or stored by electronic, optical or similar means. 

"Electronic document" refers to information or the representation of 
information, data, figures, symbols or other modes of written 
expression, described or however represented, by which a right is 
established or an obligation extinguished, or by which a fact may be 
proved and affirmed, which isreceived, recorded, transmitted, stored, 
processed, retrieved or produced electronically. It includes digitally 
signed documents and any print-out or output, readable by sight or 
other means, which accurately reflects the electronic data message or 
electroniedocument. For purposes ofthese Rules, the term “electronic 
document" may be used interchangeably with “electronic data 
message". 

“Electronic key" refers to a secret code which secures and defends 
sensitive information that crosses over public channels into a form 
decipherable only with a matching electronic key. 


“Electronic signature" refers to any distinctive mark, characteristic 
and/or sound in electronic form, representing the identity of a person 
and attached to or logically associated with the electronic data message 
ог electronic document or any methodology or procedure employed 
ог adopted by a person and executed or adopted by such person with 
the intention of authenticating, signing or approving an electronic 
data message or electronic document. For purposes of these Rules, an 
electronic signature includes digital signatures. 

“Ephemeral electronic communication” refers to telephone 
conversations, text messages, chatroom sessions, streaming audio, 
streaming video, and other electronic forms of communication the 
evidence of which is not recorded or retained. 

"Information and Communication System" refers to a system for 
generating, sending, receiving, storing or otherwise processing 
electronic data messages or electronic documents and includes the. 
computer system or other similar devices by or in which data are 
recorded or stored and any procedure related to the recording ог 
storage of electronic data messages or electronic documents. 

(m) "Key Рай” in an asymmetric cryptosystem refers to the private key 
and its mathematically related public key such that the later can 
verify the digital signature that the former creates. 

(0) "Private Key" refers to the key of a key pair used to create a digital 
signature. 

(©) "Public Key" refers to the key of a key pair used to verify a digital 
signature. 

SECTION 2. Construction. - These Rules shall be liberally construed to assist 
the parties in obtaining a just, expeditious, and inexpensive determination 
of cases. 

The interpretation of these Rules shall also take into consideration the 

international origin of Republic Act No. 8792, otherwise known as the 

Electronic Commerce Act. 


RULES 
ELECTRONIC DOCUMENTS 

SECTION 1-Electronic Documents as functional equivalent of paper-based 
documents, — Whenever 2 rule of evidence refers to the term writing, 
document, record, instrument, memorandum or any other form of writing, 
such term shall be deemed to include an electronic document as defined in 
these Rules. 

SECTION 2. Admissibility. - An electronic documentis admissible in evidence 
if it complies with the rules on admissibility prescribed by the Rules of 
Court and related laws and is authenticated in the manner prescribed by 
these Rules. 

SECTION 3. Privileged communication. — The confidential character of a 
privileged communication is not lost solely on the ground that it is in the. 
formofan electronic document. 


RULE4 
BESTEVIDENCE RULE 

SECTION 1. Original ofan Electronic Document. An electronic document 
shall be regarded as the equivalent of an original document under the Best 
Evidence Rule ifit isa printout or output readable by sight or other means, 
shown to reflect the data accurately. 

SECTION 2. Copies as equivalent of the originals. — When a document is in 
two or more copies executed at or about the same time with identical 
Contents, or is а counterpart produced by the same impression as the 
original or from the same matrix, or by mechanical or electronic re-recording, 
ог by chemical reproduction, or by other equivalent techniques which 
accurately reproduces the original, such copies or duplicates shall be regarded 
asthe equivalent of the original. 

Notwithstanding the foregoing, copies or duplicates shall not be admissible 
tothe same extent as the original if: 
(8) a genuine question is raised as to the authenticity of the original; or 


(b) inthe circumstances it would be unjust or inequitable to admit the 
copy in lieu ofthe original.

SECTION 1. Burden of proving authenticity. — The person sesking to 
introduce an electronic document in any legal proceeding has the burden of. 
proving its authenticity in the manner provided in this Rule, 

SECTION 2. Manner of authentication. ~ Before any private electronic 
document offered as authentic is received in evidence, its authenticity must 
be proved by any of the following means: 

(8) by evidence that it had been digitally signed by the person purported 
tohave signed the same; 

(Ы) by evidence that other appropriate security procedures or devices as

EVIDENTIARY WEIGHT OF ELECTRONIC 
DOCUMENTS E 
SECTION 1. Factors for assessing evidentiary weight. — In assessing the 
evidentiary weight ofan electronic document, the following factors may be 
considered: 

(8) The reliability of the manner or method in which it was generated, 
stored or communicated, including but not limited to input and output. 
procedures, controls, tests and checks for accuracy and reliability of 
the electronic data message or document, in the light of all the 
circumstances аз well as any relevant agreement; 

‘The reliability ofthe manner in which its originator was identified; 
The integrity of the information and communication system in 
which it is recorded or stored, including but not limited to the 
hardware and computer programs or software used as well as 
programming errors,

(© The nature and quality of the information which went into the 
‘communication and information system upon which the electronic 
data message or electronic document was based: or 

(D Other factors which the court may consider as affecting the accuracy 
or integrity of the electronic document or electronic data message. 

SECTION. Integrity ofan information and communication system. — In any 
dispate involving the integrity of the information and communication system.

BUSINESS RECORDS AS EXCEPTION

SECTION 1. Inapplicabilly of the hearsay rule. — A memorandum, report, 
record or data compilation of acts, events, conditions, opinions, or diagnoses, 
made by electronic, optical or other similar means at or near the time of or 
from transmission or supply of information by a person with knowledge 
thereof, and kept in the regular course or conduct of a business activity, and 
such was the regular practice to make the memorandum, report, record, or 
data compilation by clectronic, optical or similar means, all of which are 
shown by the testimony of the custodian or other qualified witnesses, is 
excepted from the rule on hearsay evidence. 

SECTION 2. Overcoming the presumption. — The presumption provided for in

RULES 
METHOD OF PROOF 

SECTION 1. Affidavit evidence. All matters relating to the admissibility and 
evidentiary weight of an electronic document may be established by an 
affidavit stating facts of direct personal knowledge of the affiant or based 
on authentic records. The affidavit must affirmatively show the competence 
of the affiant to testify on the matters contained therein, 

SECTION 2, Cross-examination of deponent. – The affiant shall be made to 
affirm the contents of the affidavit in open court and may be cross-examined 
asa matter of right by the adverse party. 


RULE 10 
EXAMINATION OF WITNESSES 

SECTION 1. Electronic testimony. — After summarily hearing the parties 
pursuant to Rule 9 of these Rules, the court may authorize the presentation 
of testimonial evidence by electronic means. Before so authorizing, the 
court shall determine the necessity for such presentation and prescribe 
terms and conditions as may be necessary under the circumstances, including. 
the protection of the rights of the parties and witnesses concerned. 

SECTION 2. Transcript of electronic testimony. — When examination of a 
‘witness is done electronically, the entire proceedings, including the questions 
and answers, shall be transcribed by a stenographer, stenptypist or other 
recorder authorized for the purpose, who shall certify as correct the 
transcript done by him. The transcript should reflect the fact that the 
proceedings, either in whole or in рап, had been electronically recorded. 

SECTION 3. Storage of electronic evidence. — The electronic evidence and 
recording thereof as well as the stenographic notes shall form part of the 
record of the case. Such transcript and recording shall be deemed prima 
facie evidence of such proceedings. 


RULE 11 
AUDIO, PHOTOGRAPHIC, VIDEO, 
ANDEPHEMERAL EVIDENCE 
SECTION 1. Audio, video and similar evidence. — Audio, photographie and 
video evidence of events, acts or transactions shall be admissible provided 
itshall be shown, presented or displayed to the court and shall be identified, 
explained or authenticated by the person who made the recording or by 

some other person competent to testify on the accuracy thereof 

SECTION 2. Ephemeral electronic communteations.~ Ephemeral electronic 
communications shall be proven by the testimony of a person who was a 
party to the same or has personal knowledge thereof, 1п the absence or 
unavailability of such witnesses, other competent evidence may be admitted.

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Living wage 


HE ARGUMENTS for legislating a P125 across-the- 
board wage increase are compelling, but ultimately 
they are not convincing. 

There is no quarrel with the need to augment the average 
worker's take-home income; would that we all went home 
with justa little more money in our pocket. The problem lies 
in demanding that the government, through a new law, offer 

= asolution that won’ tsolve anything 
but only end up throwing workers 
DITORIALSE Git of work. 

There is no doubt that the requirement has spread a safety 
net under the vulnerable legs of workers enjoying a 
minimum-wage regime. The question is how much of the 
labor force is actually covered by that net, and how many 
more workers will be exposed once the minimum is raised 
and the net contracts. 

In this issue, we run right smack into an unfortunate fact 
of economic life: the higher the wage, the fewer the number 
of employees а business can hire. This is what economists 
call the law of supply and demand, which even the charisma 
of a Ramon Magsaysay could not repeal. 

Raise the minimum by P125, and what will happen? The 
companies that already pay above the minimum will face 
higher demands during negotiations for a new collective 
bargaining agreement—not right now, but down the road. 
Companies that meet the minimum and can also afford to 
give the raise will comply. Butcompanies that cannot afford 
to pay the higher wages will be forced to do one of three 
things: continue operations without complying with the 
new minimum, hire more workers on a contractual or 
project basis, or close shop. 

The argument that the minimum wage can be raised 
simply because laborcosts account for only a fraction (some 
10 percent) of total operating costs could only have been 
raised by someone who has never run a business or nursed 
a sideline or sold a trinket or two. In a highly competitive 
world of incredibly shrinking margins, a few percentage 
points can spell the difference between profiting and 
perishing. 

The late 20th-century consensus that government should 
best keep out of the private sector flies in the face of the 
minimum-wage advocates, who want the government to 
step in and in effect make a critical business decision. 

If the answer truly lies in legislating wage increases, why 
stop at a P125 hike? Why not P650, roughly the equivalent 
of what a domestic worker in Hong Kong earns in a day? In 
fact, why stop there? Why not P2,000, about the same as a 
minimum-wage earner in the United States earns in an 
eight-hour day? 

The answer, of course, is that our economy cannot afford 
it, Raise the minimum, and more businesses will close shop, 
putting more workers out of work. As if the immediate post- 
Estrada scenario was not bad enough. 

In the end, the P125 across-the-board wage hike is not a 
blow for labor; it is a strike against it.

НЕ PROBLEM with an across-the-board increase is 

recisely that it applies to all. That makes it almost 

ike a regressive tax: everyone shares the burden, but 

only a relative few (those who retain their jobs) enjoy the 
benefits. 

What we need is the exact opposite: small-scale or 
company-specific initiatives, coupled with temporary tax 
credits. Unions must do a better job of ensuring that their 
members enjoy a proportionate share of a business’ 
performance. The government can institute a tax holiday of 
some sort by, say, waiving personal income taxes for a 
period of six months. 

The government can also set a higher minimum-wage 
requirementas an incentive, nota disincentive, by requiring 
government contractors at certain levels to follow a higher 
standard in order to be accredited. In the United States, for 
example, some 60 municipalities and counties have passed 
what are called living-wage ordinances, and about 75 more 
are studying their own versions. “The laws,” the New York 
Times reports, “generally cover workers at businesses that 
have contracted with a city or county government.” 

‘Small steps, but it should get us from here to there. 


Laymen and lawyers 


AFTER PRESIDENT Nixon's speech on his visit 
to Russia in 1974, a reporter sought the reaction of 
а senator in the audience. The lawmaker said, "I 
cannot comment because 1 was taking a nap.” On 
another occasion, Vice President Nelson Rockefeller. 
was asked if he expected to be nominated by the 
Republican presidential convention in 1976. His 
reply: “I cannot conceive of any scenario in which 
that would eventuate.” 

“These stories remind me of the aborted impeach- 
ment tial in our Senate. The first answer might well 
have come from some of the senator-judges who 
were caught on camera catching forty winks. Some 
important segments of the proceedings тї 
been lost to them because they just couldn't avoid 
nodding off. To be fair, the trial could be boring at 
times, as we all remember. The only thing is that 
while those in the gallery could and did sleep on 
occasion, the senators should not have, at all. 

Rockefeller's reply could apply to ihe final de- 
cision on President Estrada’s impeachment if the 
trial had continued. His acquittal was certain be- 
cause there were more than eight senators who were 
prepared to block his conviction. For lack of the 
two-thirds vote needed to declare him guilty аз 
charged, it was impossible to conceive a scenario 
in which that outcome would eventuate. In other 
words, Erap was sure to walk—or as Rockefeller 
would have put it, perambulate. 

When the mistrial actually eventuated, all the 
work spent by the prosecution to collate and present. 
the testimonial, documentary and physical evidence 
against President Estrada simply went down the drain. 
‘The revelations of the witnesses legally amounted to 
nothing despite the validity, credibility, and some- 
times length of their testimonies, not to mention the 
risk to their lives or careers. Even their cross-exami- 
nation by the defense and the senator-judges them- 
selves would have been useless in the end. 

AIL the proceedings amounted to was a fashion 
show among the senators, a continuous flow of gram- 
‘matical lapses and mispronunciations, egal skuldu 
gery at its worst, many displays of unabashed gra 
standing, and, finally, эз the climax of the farce, 
revolting revelation of the depths to which some sena- 
tors could sink for the most damnable of motives. 

The reason is that the judgment was not expected 
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tobe based on the merits of the case. The more likely 
denouement was that it would be dictated by the 
political and personal ambitions of the senator- 
Judges who were resolved to acquit their idol. The 
‘decision could not be strictly legal because most of 
the members of the Senate then, although not law- 
yers, also had a right to rule on the legal issues not- 
‘withstanding their obvious incompetence. Senators 
Robert Jaworski, Nikki Coseteng and Vicente Sotto 
Ш, to name some of them, were entitled to vole on 
these questions with equal weight as the lawyer- 
senators. 

When is evidence material and relevant? What 
is hearsay, and when is it allowed? What is the pa- 
rol evidence rule? Who is a hostile witness? Is there. 
a difference between burden of evidence and bur- 
Чеп of proof? Can the impeached official be sub- 
poenaed by the prosecution? What are privileged 
‘communications? 

These are paris of the mystique of the law that, 
say, Senators Tessie Oreta, Ramon Revilla and 
Gregorio Honasan would have found hard to un- 
derstand. And yet, as members of the Senate, they 
Бай an equal right with the lawyer-senators to rule 
оп these legal questions. Senators Osmeiia, Ople 
and Tatad et al. might have been briefed on these 
issues by their legal staffs. Nevertheless, their back- 
ground in other fields, however impressive, did not 
equip them to directly resolve legal issues as their 
lawyer-colleagues could. 

ifthe senators were to act simply as jurors, there. 
would be not much problem about the resolution of 
legal questions. Jurors decide only factual questions, 
like the credibility of the witnesses or the plausibil- 
ity of such excuses as alibi or self-defense. They do 
not decide questions of law. This is the function of 
the judge, who is required to instruct ће jury on the 


interpretation of the law as applied to the established 
facts before it retires to deliberate on its verdict. 

The jury system is not applied in our country. 
The judge decides both factual and legal questions. 
The judge is a lawyer and so can competently de- 
cide a question of law even as he can also decide 
questions of fact like an ordinary layman. That is 
the dual role assigned to the senators trying an im- 
peachment case. They are both juror and judge. 
"They may all ably decide a question of fact but some 
of them may not have equal ability to decide a ques- 
tion of law because they are not lawyers. 

‘The senators, including the non-lawyers, can 
even challenge no less than the Chief Justice ihe. 
highest judicial officer in the country—on a ques- 
tion of law. This was what happened at Estrada's 
trial, when the Craven Eleven directly prohibited 
the opening of the second envelope supposed to 
contain documents relating to Erap's hidden wealth. 
That was a legal question. Yet they did not even see 
fit to allow the Chief Justice to make an initial rul- 
ing on the issue 

‘AS constituted during the trial, the Senate could 
‘overwhelm the Chief Justice on a legal question by 
as much as a two-thirds vote, excluding those of 
the lawyer-senators who might side with the chair, 
"The 14 non-lawyers could outvote the seven law- 
yer-senators even on such legal questions as res in- 
Ter alios acta and factum probans as distinguished 
from factum probandum. This is not to say that the. 
lawyer-senators would always vote together sim- 
ply because they know more about the law. In fact, 
{wo of them voted last January with the other nine 
senators who did not know any better. 

Now that the impeachment trial of President 
Estrada is over, we should reexamine the impe 
ment rules in the Constitution with a view to pro- 
viding for an impartial and competent court to try 
the respondent, A Senate composed of politicians 
and non-lawyers with more talent in other fields 
like basketball, toilet humor, disco dancing and 
sabong cannot have such credentials. Impeachment 
is a serious process that should not be conducted 
by amateurs in the administration of justice. It 
should be entrusted to jurists with proven experi- 
ence, erudition and integrity, and without partisan 
loyalties or motivations.

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The war we must wage 


THE NATION today is into deep soul-searching, 
groping for answers as to why we are in this rut and 
how to get out of it. Asking the core question of 
our existence—whether we have a future as а 
nation—has never been this fashionable before. We 
must truly be in the midst of a national crisis of 
confidence, 3 

‘With a 3.5 percent average annual GDP growth 
and 2.5 percent average annual population growth 
over the last 25 years, the Philippines has barely 
‘made any progress since 1975, Malaysia and Thai- 
land, which have lower birth rates, have grown al- 
most twice as fast as the Philippines, averaging an 
annual GDP growth of 6.8 and 6.1 percent, respec- 
tively, over the same 25-year period. 

Peter Wallace, in his article, "Does the Philippines 
'have a chance?” cites nine reasons why we have 
fallen behind when in 1975 we were ahead of Thai- 
land and 40 years ago we were second only to Japan 
inall of Asia. These reasons are: destructive politics, 
high population growth, weak educational system, 
corruption, inadequate infrastructure, archaic agri- 
culture, inadequate focus on job creation, a less than 
fair judiciary, and lack of peace and order. 

А government with a huge deficit at а time of a 
global economic downtum and facing two long feš- 
tering insurgencies cannot possibly tackle head-on 
all these nine-causes of our underdevelopment. The 
government will have to focus on the root of these 
aine causes, and attack this root cause with all the 
resources at its command. 

А common thread that binds all these nine causes 
is corruption, which is really the root cause of our 
underdevelopment. Destructive politics, which 
means politics for personal benefit at the expense 
of the national welfare, is fueled by corruption. 
When politicians incur campaign expenses far in 
excess of their legitimate salaries, it does not take a 
rocket scientist to figure out that the campaign ex- 
penses will have to be recouped from the public 
coffers. Forty percent of the Countrywide Devel- 
‘opment Fund of legislators is lost to corruption, 
Which means 40 percent more farm-to-market roads 
could be constructed every year but are not. 


WHY would a priest leave the priesthood? “Because 
‘of a woman” would be the knee-jerk response. But 
a book, "Leaving the Priesthood: A Close Reading 
of Priestly Departures,” (Ateneo de Manila Uni 
versity Press) posits that a priest leaving the 
priesthood "is an event whose explanation cannot 
be reduced to one factor alone.’ 

‘Author Emmanuel К. Fernandez, himself a priest 
who has served as a pastor and chaplain, chooses to 
examine the issue primarily through what he calls 
"life stories," accounts of individual men who felt 
the call and later walked away from it. Poignant 
indeed are those stories where, even years after ће 
departure, the "departee" cannot resist looking back 
with some regret, and dare we say, longing. 

Explaining why he chose priestly departures as 
the subject of his doctoral dissertation (in sociology), 
Fernandez proffers a life story of his own. His inter- 
est and concern, he writes, dates back to his days аза 
seminarian and was sparked by the departure of a 
young priest who had become a good friend of the 
family. His "pain and bewilderment” were aggíavated 
ай the more by his recognition that the disillusioned 
priest was "а very holy and dedicated priest.” 

“I saw how that well-loved priest was suddenly 
disowned and abandoned by his so-called friends. I 
witnessed his radical transformation from a well- 
respected figure to a pathetic object of ugly gossip. 
The experience led me to a painful realization that 
began to haunt me for the next séveral years: if it 
‘could happen toa very holy and very dedicated priest 
like him, it could happen to any priest." 

HERE, then are two of the “life stories” of men of 
the cloth who chose to shrug off their priestly 
raiments for the humble rags of ordinary mortals. 

“Father Bern” had been called by his bishop 
and instructed to found a junior high school in 
his parish. "Find a way to produce the funds," 
he was told. “You have a lot of friends, I'm sure. 
Why don't you ask for their help?" 

Eager to please his bishop, "Father Bern” 
tarned to his father for help. His father was re- 


THE PROBLEM with state-of-the-nation assess- 
ments is that they are often empty political rituals. 
The government describes the institutional 
problems and prospects: the economic climate, 
Jobs and investments, the budgetary picture, the. 
peace and order situation, the state of our political 
life, and shows the way forward. Critics paint a 
grim picture of the realities and issues: the 
concentration of wealth, poverty, misuse of 
pówer, and show the futility of official policy. 

Such exercises seldom lead to any imagina 
tive transformation or redirection of the ship of 
state because what we are debating are the rou- 
tines of collective life, rather.than the basic so- 
cial framework underpinning these routines. Take 
the wage boards as an example. Instead of argu- 
ing whether regional wage boards should be 
scrapped in favor of industry-wide boards, should 
we not be asking ourselves first what the princi- 
pal role of the state should be at this time in our 
nation’s history? 

When we borrow from other nations, we bring 
in institutions that were shaped by the sensibili- 
ties and contingencies of anothér time and place. 
Unless we are conscious of their assumptions, 
these borrowed tools will not work for us. And, 
unless we are clear about what we want for our 
people and what our priorities are, we may for- 
ever be shopping for solutions. 

Now is the perfect time to be discussing the 
basic framework of our society. For the nation is 
again in a state of flux. The feudal and colonial 
moorings of the entire institutional order of our 
society have been loosened. The old social divi- 
sions and rigid hierarchies that once defined the 
parameters of our national life are slowly melt- 
ing before our eyes. The old elites that have been 
unable to reinvent themselves are in panic. The 
new middle classes are confused; they have 
claimed new territory but now they demand sta- 
bility. The lower classes are restive. New oppor- 
tunities are opening up but they are unable to 
access these. The poorest among them recoil from 
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Our weak educational system сай largely be at- 
tributed to two factors: the lack of textbooks and 
the poor quality of teaching. The lack of textbooks, 
as exemplified by the textbook scam during the 
Estrada administration, is mainly due to corruption 
which accounts for as much as 40 percent óf the 
‘budget for textbooks. The textbook scam showed 
that bribe money was delivered right on the door- 
steps of Malacafiang! 

"The poor quality of teaching is due to the mi- 
muscule net take-home pay of teachers, who have 
to pay 40 to 60 percent interest on salary loans ad- 
ministered by the Department of Education, Cul- 
ture and Sports on behalf of usurers. DECS offi- 
cials collect a handsome fee from the usurers. This 
has forced teachers to sell all kinds of wares, on top 
of their teaching chores, just to survive. Recently, 
Education Secretary Raul Roco mercifully trans- 
ferred these loans to the GSIS which charges not 
more than 14 percent interest on the loans. 

Our poor infrastructure system is due largely to 
corruption, which eats up about 30 percent of the. 
national budget for public works. Every year we 
сап build 30 percent more roads and bridges if only 
‘we can eliminate corruption. Our róads and bridges 
are in constant disrepair because 30 percent of the 
budget for maintenance work is lost to corruption. 

Our dismal agriculture is due largely to lack of 
irrigation, a problem compounded by corruption, 
which reduces by 30 percent the amount available 
for irrigation works. As long as we do not expand 
опг irrigation system, our productivity in rice pro- 
duction will remain very low, and even abnormally 
low every time El Niño hits the country. 

Our rampant crime situation is greatly aggia- 


Why priests leave 
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tiring from government service and, in exchange 
for carrying out the needed legwork, “Father 
Bern" asked that half of the amount be loaned 
to him to finish the school's construction. The 
father agreed instantly, asking only that his son 
"take care of the family.” 

‘During the blessing of the school, the bishop 
asked “Father Bern” where he got the needed 
funds, and the priest told him of the loan from 
his father and his promise to pay it back. The 
bishop promised to help him fulfill this promise. 

‘Serving as director of the school, “Father 
Bern" was able to gradually pay back his loan, 
but long before he could meet his obligations, 
just two years after the school opened, "Father 
Bern" was informed that he was being assigned. 
elsewhere after a reshuffle. Though worried 
about his promise to his father, the priest moved. 
оп, but could not let go of his feelings of betrayal 
especially after the bishop refused to lift a fin- 
ger in support. Shortly after, he left his assign- 
ment and went to his parents’ home. “The truth - 
was: I found no reason left for me to stay on in 
the priesthood. I felt there was no longer any 
point in staying on." 

UNLIKE "Father Bern," who felt betrayed and 
abandoned by his “father” in the priestly vocation. 
(who did not care if he let down his own biological 
father), "Father Leo" led an almost “charmed life 

эз а religious and educator. From his days in the 
seminary to his early years in the priesthood, "Father 
Leo" took easily to leadership roles, "always 
(gravitating) to the leader's position wherever go." 


The nation in flux 
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the new and seek comfort in the certainties of 
the old system. 

‘We are in a period of transition, and it is not 
easy. But, as the Chinese might tell us, danger 
and opportunity come together. Instead of mu- 
tually reinforcing each other's despair over our 
seeming incapacity to put our act together, can 
we not try looking at this moment as precisely 
the opening we have been waiting for in which 
to reimagine our nation? In normal times; the 
institutions and routines that regulate our col- 
lective life are just too strong to allow any revi- 
sion or reinvention. 

Now, for the third time in roughily 30 years, 
wo are afforded another chance to take a hard 
look at the basic rules of our society. The first. 
was in 1971, the year preceding martial. law. 
‘The second was in 1986, following the col- 
lapse of the Marcos dictatorship. And now, the 
challenge is thrust upon us again in the wake 
of the overthrow of a corrupt and incompetent 
president who came to power on the crest of a 
populist wave. We must seize this moment 
rather than Пее from it. A conversation be- 
tween Edsa П and База III would be immensely 
productive. A constitutional convention before 
the 2004 presidential elections would be a 
timely way of reaping the lessons of the last 
two Edsas. 

We may often despair over our growing 
reputation in Asia as the country that has used 
из intelligence to subvert its own future. But 
їп fact few nations have been as lucky as we 
are in dealing with crises. Despite our prob- 


vated by corruption in the police force. Only the 
other day, the National Bureau of Investigation ar- 
rested two members of a kidnap-for-ransom syndi- 
cate, one of whom was a policeman. Far too many 
‘members of the police force have links with eri 
nals, and some even head notorious crime syndi 
cates. Ranking PAOCTF officers, the eite of the 
elite under former PNP chief Panfilo Lacson, are 
now under investigation or charged in court for 
‘murder, kidnapping and other serious offenses. 

‘The government is now desperately trying to 
contain the budget deficit at the P145 billion level. 
The far graver problem, however, is corruption 
which devours 30 percent of the national budget, 
ог PIOS billion based on last year's P650 billion 
national budget. Public funds lost to corruption 
‘equal the annual national budget every three and 
one-half years. 

The annual Department of Health budget for 
medicines is about P2 billion but knowledgeable 
sources say 60 percent of this amount is lost to cor- 
ruption. The obvious solution is not to cut back the 
‘budget for medicines, but to reduce or eliminate the. 
corruption. In this way, the medicines to be deliv- 
‘ered tothe poor can be increased by a whopping 60 

nt without adding a single peso to the budget. 
* In the 1970s, Hong Kong faced a grave crisis 
because of widespread and deep-seated corruption 
in its police force. In the words of Bryon Hemshall, 
опе of the organizers of the Independent Commis- 
sion Against Corruption (ICAC), corruption in 
Hong Kong was "threatening, by its very magni- 
tude, to crack the fabric of society.” The ICAC 
forcefully attacked corruption through investigation, 
education and prevention, enabling Hong Kong to 


„attract foreign investors who turned it into one of 


the leading financial centers in the world today.

lems in Mindanao, we.have not plunged our 
country in a major fratricidal war. Neither the 
logic of race nor of religion divides our country 
їп any permanent way. Even at the darkest pe- 
riod of martial law, our military bowed to civil- 
ian rule. Our major political upheavals and tran- 
sitions have been models of non-violent pro- 
cesses. We can reasonably claim to be a democ- 
racy. Wherever they are in the world, our people 
are regarded as hardworking and peaceful. We 
‘command respect rather than terror in the com- 
munity of nations. 

In short, we have a record of human achieve- 
‘ment that we can proudly build upon. But why is 
our national self-esteem so low? Why do we al- 
Tow setbacks to drain our morale? I suspect it is 


“because we get tired finding ourselves in exactly 


the same place over and over as if caught in a 
spin of eternal recurrence. 

Perhaps the trick is to extend our time frames: 
instead of periods of six years, we might try reck- 
oning history in terms of 50. Accordingly, we 
can say something has really changed only if it 
survives the test of at least five decades. Through 
this, we might leam perseverance, We might also 
1еага to establish our institutions gradually on 
the foundation of our own experience, instead of 
taking shortcuts by adopting complete systems 
from abroad. p 

In many ways, we are still in that period of 
drift following the abysmal failure of the New 
Society experiment. The flux led us to the path 
of the pre-martial law order and produced Erap. 
Edsa П was a way of telling ourselves that we 
сап no longer rely on an obsolete political sys- 
iem to survive in a highly competitive world. On 
the other hand, Edsa Ш reminded us that no na- 
tion can move forward if half of its citizens are 
excluded from the benefits of progress. It has 
taken us 15 years to leam these things, but that is 
still time wisely spent.

The case against GMOs 


THIS isa reply to two recent articles, the last on July 2, of Dean Jorge 
Bocobo, who is rooting for the propagation of genetically modified 
organisms (GMOs) in the Philippines. 

Why are we protesting against Bt corn here, he asks, when "tens of 
millions (an exaggeration) of acres are already planted to (them) in 
the United States, Canada," etc.? He argues that based on numbers, it 
must be right. 

This “must be" logic is questionable and has caused us havoc in 
the past, as І will 
explain. 

When a mon- 
arch butterfly féd 
with pollen from Bt 
cor died, it caused 
a furor in the Unit- 
ed States and Eu- 
rope. There were 
Ийи. HORE Soren ne eee 
from the American Corn Growers Association and the National Fam 
ily Farm Coalition in the United States. The scientists of GMO mult 
nationals argued that it was safe but many did not believe them. Euro- 
pean countries wanted all food with GMO to be labeled. The power- 
ful GMO multinationals tried to convince the Food and Drug Admin- 
istration (FDA) to not require labeling. 

Ethical breach 

This was the first ethical breach: the malicious suppression of la- 
beling so that they would not lose their market and their millions. 

Although the multinationals claim that it is safe, the word they 
should be using is “could.” In the past, bad experiences showed that 
this is not altogether a sure-fire conclusion. The introduction of gold 
kohol here was considered a “scientific milestone” but it ended in 
tragedy just a year later. Golden kohol is now a pest that decreases our 
rice yields dramatically. This is irreversible in spite of so many deadly 
pesticides being used, bought from multinationals 

It takes time to prove something is good. We need to experiment 
for many years before we release a new wonder drug or a clone which 
can easily disrupt the food chain. There are many drugs now that were 
hailed as breakthroughs in medicine only to be banned after 10 years. 
The GMO guys could be right in insisting Bt corn "could" be safe, but 
only as of now, that is. 

Bocobo admits there is a “trans-Atlantic battle” between these mul- 
tinationals and environmentalists. He claims the “environmentalist ac- 
tivists... led by Greenpeace” are “well-funded.” 

On the contrary, the GMO multinationals have bigger funds, orga- 
nizing pro-GMO groups in expensive PR battles against protesters. A 
pro-GMO group called Katipunan Farmers Alliance began by brand- 
ing anti-GMO farm associations and NGOs as communists, a typi- 
cally unfair ploy on countryside issues. 

‘Guinea pigs 

When Europeans mounted a strong opposition to GMOs, the mul- 
tinationals went to Third World countries like Malaysia and the Phil- 
ippines where they perhaps felt it was easier to "convince" people to 
accept GMOs with expensive PR programs. If they succeed in con- 
ducting "field tests" here, we then become the guinea pigs for their 
experiments in proving that GMOs "could" be safe. Filipinos may die 
for these multinationals if GMOs turn out to cause health or environ- 
mental aberrations after 10 years. 

‘Suppose they find out that Bt corn causes cancer 10 years from 
now after accumulated ingestion, like some now-banned "wonder 
drugs"? Did any multinational scientist try to find out why the Mon- 
arch butterfly died after eating Bt corn pollen, instead of just giving 
paper arguments to the press that it was safé. If carcinogenic GMO is 
impossible or preposterous, is there enough data proving this to be 
зо?

Bocobo labels anti-GMO efforts as “scare tactics” and 
“rumormongering,” perhaps not realizing the deep scientific issues 
surrounding GMOs. He says golden GMO rice “promises to prevent 
five million (this was 50,000 in an earlier report) blindness annually 
with high Vitamin A content,” the PR line of the multinationals. 

This exaggeration is refuted by Von Hernandez of Greenpeace who 
says there is nothing "golden" about golden rice and calls it “fool's 
gold.” He says that one has to eat nine kilos of golden rice a day to get 
one's daily dose. 

Аз soon as he said this devastating line, the International Rice Re- 
search Institute, the golden rice advocate, softened its line and said 
golden rice was only a supplement. Hernandez says, however, that it 
is actually cheaper and better to eat vitamin-rich vegetables and fruits 
than golden rice. 

False argument. 

The line that GMOs "are absolutely essential to world food secu- 
rity” is a false argument, Perhaps Bocobo fails to realize that the mul- 
tinationals are pushing for GMOs not because they want to save the 
‘world from hunger but because they want to control the seedling pro- 
duction of Third World countries, which will give them the biggest 
windfall ever amounting to trillions of dollars. Bos 

Right now, Third World nations battered by globalization аге al- 
ready losing their capability to produce their own food as cheap im- 
ports from developed countries flood their markets. The Third World 
is becoming increasingly dependent on food from the rich nations. 
Here, our chicken, dairy, ice cream and beer industries are dying un- 
der the strain of globalization. 

‘On the contrary, GMOs will threaten instead of strengthen food 
security for Third World nations, since they will then be dependent on 
the rich nations not only for pesticides and fertilizers but also seed- 
lings. This is ultimate dependence and the rich nations will control 
food security in the Third World. Ў 

This is the grand master plan of the multinationals, a total agricul- 
tural takeover. Yet few are able to see this as the most crucial issue in 
regard to GMOs. It is not just a health or environment issue, it is a 
deep economic issue. 

Bocobo exhibits his anti-clericalism by belittling a pastoral letter 
of Jaime Cardinal Sin opposing GMOs. He cites Sin's quote of an 
epistle as a “lame and boring New Age Euro-yuppie rant against bio- 
technology," when it is actually "relevant" and "critical" in the face. 
of today's subtle corporate deceptions. 

Sin actually drives home the point by saying we need to exercise. 
precaution” in dealing with "progress" without necessarily abandon- 
ing it. 

‘Caution is the key word. Let us go for a long gestation period to 
prove something is good. And the multinationals can do the field tests 
in their own country, not here. Let us not jump prematurely into golden 
rice like we did into the infamous golden kohol. Let them be the guinea 
pigs, not us. 

It is illogical to eat something because it has been proven safe “so 
far.” If scientists warn of possible dangers, there must be caution. If 
we eat something controversial like GMOs, we do so at our own risk, 
until a lengthy gestation period of tests are made, For me, itis poison 
until it is proven to be food, guilty until proven innocent, since Ї value 
my life and we are treading on new unfamiliar and risk-ridden grounds.

‘THE STATE of the nation today mir- 
rors the collective anxieties of the 
present and the overpowering uncer- 
tainties of the future, It is а nation con- 
fronted by crisis and stress. It is a na- 
tion gripped in a state of inner conflict 
and in severe tension, 

tis a nation condemned into a grow- 
ing and recurring pattern of frustration, 
alienation and outright hostility besieg- 
ing our people, seriously expressed in 
failed expectations of political and eco- 
nomic stability. There is today a rising 
sense of helplessness and fear that now 
do not come simply from the 
‘marginalized and poorer sections of soci- 
ety but even among the elite and big 
businesses. We live today in а nation in 
distress. 

‘As we take stock of the premises 
and promises of a better society we 
believe we deserve, we must now come 
to terms with the reality that all is not. 
well. The peace and order situation has 
deteriorated, The secessionist movement 
and banditry in the South continue to 
threaten the stability of our society 
During my administration, we had taken 
the initiatives to contain these, and by 
recovering territories once occupied by 
secessionist groups, we believe we have 
gained enough momentum as to begin 
rebuilding Mindanao, 

But today, we realize that our ef- 
forts are gradually being eroded. We 
must bring these issues once again into 
the heart of the agenda of government, 
for, as we have known, and have come 
to accept, economic growth cannot be 
realized with continuing threats of in- 
stability in the peace and order situa- 
tion, Jobs have been lost and employ- 
ment levels are consistently in a slump. 
Opportunities have been squandered 
because we have taken the peace and 
order situation for granted. 

‘Thus, the promised economic deliv- 
‘erance has not come to pass. Economic 
‘growth for the past semester of the 
present administration is significantly 
lower. The growth rate of our GDP fell 
102.5 percent in the first quarter of this 
year, down from a full-year growth of 4 
percent last year. In fact, before the 
impeachment proceedings in October, 
GDP growth was even higher at 4.8 
ppercent. And it does not seem likely 
that it will be better for the rest of the 
year, prompting the present government 
to downgrade йз target for GDP growth. 

Average inflation has also risen to 
about 6.7 percent, compared to last 
year's 4.4 percent. The decline of our 
‘currency has also wrought havoc on 
economic productivity and on employ- 
ment, forcing the Bangko Sentral to in- 
lervene openly in the market. We did 
not resort to this during my administra- 
tion. 

The stock market has also not 
picked up, registering in the past months 
суеп lower trading volumes than those 
recorded at the height of the impeach- 
ment proceedings. The closure of com- 
panies and the continuing flight of in- 


THE SPEECH of Mrs. Aquino, written 
for a very specific audience of interna- 
tional psychologists, prompts this not 
completely unserious thought.

This is the rea- 
зоп why, in the medium term, my ad- 
ministration pushed for structural re- 
forms in terms of capital market devel- 
opment, which sought to develop in- 
struments and institutions that will gen- 
erate long-term savings to finance de- 
velopment; the strengthening of the 
banking system to foster greater com- 
petition and reinforcing the powers of 
the Bangko Sentral; the enhancement of 
the competitiveness of our domestic in- 
dustries; and initiatives to secure the 
peace and order problem. I am pleased 
to note that some of these are now being 
pursued by the present administration 

But we realize that economic and 
other national policies must be influ- 
enced by market trends, not political 
interests or any posturings to remain in 
power 

‘Development should redound to the 
grassroots and not concentrate in the 
elite sector of society. We must now 
develop a concrete agenda toward up- 
lifting the predicament of the poor, for 
Edsa 3 will always haunt this and future. 
‘administrations. Democracy, given the 
noise and the theatrics, must be upheld. 
Democracy must not be reflected only 
in political freedoms, but in the democ- 
ratization of wealth.

MY ADMINISTRATION was wed- 
ded to People Power, for, after all, | 
became President by virtue of People 
Power. We resolved to listen to the 
different sectors and integrate their 
concerns into our program of gov- 
‘ernment. Dialogue and consultation 
became the hallmark of my presi- 
dency. “Inclusion” became the by- 
word for government as laws that 
were enacted factored in the parti 
pation of non-government organi 
tions and peoples’ organizations in 
various aspects of governance. 

People Power became an orga- 
nized force called civil society. Civil 
society graduated into a major politi- 
cal force in January 2001, when 
People Power rose once again to de- 
mand the resignation of an unworthy 
President and restore the dignity of 
the highest office of the land. 

As we watched the impeachment 
proceedings on television on Janu- 
ary 16, we were dismayed and an- 
gered by what we perceived to be the 
Violation of public trust by the ma- 
jority in the Senate, who were serv- 
ing as judge and jury at the impeach- 
ment trial of former President Estrada. 

‘And so we went to the Edsa 
Shrine to pray. Filipinos came to 
Edsa first by the hundreds, then by 
the thousands, eventually reaching 
the million mark, to сай for an end to 
the Estrada government. The mili- 
tary withdrew its support and most 
ofthe Cabinet members resigned from 
their positions. Finally, on January 
20, Vice President Gloria Macapagal 
‘Arroyo was sworn into office as our 
President by the Chief Justice of the 
Supreme Court, before a euphoric 
crowd at the Edsa Shrine. 

There were those who felt that, 
like the first Edsa People Power in 
1986, the people's victory at Edsa 
People Power 2 came too easy. 
What was wrong with this picture? 
Why did we need another eruption. 
of People Power just 15 years after 
the first one? What had we failed to 
do to ensure the sustainability of 
the gains of the first Edsa People 
Power? 

Indeed, before we could address 
concerns, what was popularly but 
erroneously called People Power 3 
came along. It was an entirely dif- 
ferent phenomenon altogether. Al- 
though the huge crowds were there, 
using the same stage and the same 
hallowed grounds of the Edsa 
Shrine, with their banners hung in 
the same flyovers, where we had 
hung ours, nothing else about it was 
familiar 

Tt dismayed the participants of 
People Power 1 and 2 that the rheto- 
ric of Edsa 3 was so angry and so full 
of hate. The calls of the speakers— 
politicians who had lost their posi- 
tons of preeminence with the down- 


fall of Estrada—were for violence 
against persons and the state. The 
crowd itself, many of whom were 
reportedly bussed in, fed and paid a 
daily allowance, was frighteningly 
unruly. 

“Is this also People Power?” we 
asked ourselves. While political 
these people stood for values and 
personalities that we abhorred, did 
they not have valid issues such as 
their poverty and marginalization? 
Did the fact that they were led by 
politicians who shelled out funds to 
keep them interested invalidate their 
just concerns? 

Is People Power the spontane- 
ous expression of the righteous in- 
dignation of a moral people, or is ita 
kind of Frankenstein that can be har- 
nessed for good or for evil? Could 
the mayhem they created last April 
and May have come from the same 
wellspring as the peaceful People 
Power | and People Power 2? What 
had made these people so hostile 
and seemingly unreachable? Why 
were they so angry? 

Civil society, the churches and 
‘government have commenced а pain- 
Ful process of soul-searching to un- 
derstand where we have failed the 
poor who came in droves in support 
of Edsa 3. 

We have been challenged to ex- 
amine the cultural context in which 
Edsa 3 took place. Edsa 3 has 
brought home the fact that there is 
an underlying weakness in the ef- 
forts of government, development 
workers and activists to educate 
and empower the poor. Perhaps we 
have not been really listening to the 
poor. Perhaps we do not under- 
Stand their language, and vice versa. 
For why were we so jolted by the 
depth of their resentment against 
the very institutions that claimed 
to work on their behalf? 

Just by listening to the bare 
bones of our recent history, 1 hope 
you have found enough grist for 
discussion about People Power and 
‘our insistence on peaceful social 
and political change in our country. 
You are welcome to analyze, scruti- 
nize, dissect and vivisect our expe- 
riences and please help us find the 
answers we are looking for. For it is 
in knowing and acknowledging our 
mistakes that we can prevent a rep- 
tition of our painful past experi- 

Help us to better understand and 
define People Power so that we can 
truly empower all of our people.

COTABATO CITY—An influential 
cian in Maguindanao, linked to the ab- 
duction of Chinese engineer Zhang 
Zhong Quiang in North Cotabato, has 
denied involvement in the incident and 
vowed to face charges in court.

Baguio residents press 
eco-plan in ‘Feria’ wake

BAGUIO CITY—Baguio's old families are 
pushing the city government to hold an eco- 
logical dialogue following the destruction 
wrought by typhoon “Feria” here and the 
rest of Northern Luzon. 

‘The dialogue hopes to consolidate ur- 
ban planning and environmental policies, 
which Baguio politicians "refused" to im- 
plement following the July 16, 1990 earth- 
quake that damaged the city. 

But the meeting will not necessarily sup- 
port a proposed total log ban, which Senate 
President Aquilino Pimentel Jr. resurrected 
to address the country's vulnerability to 
disasters. 

Francisco Bibal, a forest biologist, said 
the government should first focus on local 
government responses to rapid urbaniza- 
tion because most of the environmental 
stresses felt by Baguio and other highly 
urbanized cities in recent weeks could be 
traced to "bad political decisions" and not 
just the loss of forests 


"Most of the geological and engincering 
issues raised to explain the landslides and 
flooding here by Feria were already antici- 

1990, but no one applied any of 
them,” Bibal said. 

"We find this very strange. What did the 
politicians want to hide from the rest of us? 
Why were these plans never implemented?" 
he said. 

“(These plans) could have saved the lives 
ofat least 100 people (who died at the height 
of the typhoon),” Bibal said. 

Government geologists said the city's 
natural waterways had been blocked by un- 
regulated development and by squatter colo- 
nies in highly critical mountains overlooking, 
downtown Baguio. 

‘These caused the unusual floods that hit 
parts of Baguio, and might have triggered 
massive landslides in the city. 

Bibal was tasked by civic leader Leonides 
Bautista, the dialogue convenor, to draft the 
framework for "the first consultative work- 
shop on new development options for Baguio 
City,” which the old families plan to sponsor 
this month. 


Bibal said both the dialogue and the work- 
shop aimed to draw a consensus from city 
residents on a workable and strategic urban 
ecological framework that will encompass 
land-use plans, infrastructure policies and 
investment policies. 

‘From the beginning, the city govern- 
ment concentrated on Camp John Hay and 
huge high-rise projects, and the Baguio Coun- 
try Club, and conveniently forgot the smaller 
details," he said. 

For example, he said, the government did 
not fix Burnham Park, a vital element in a 
good ecology because itis a recreation mag- 
net. 

“They preferred high-profile projects and 
neglected the area where 90 percent of 
Baguio residents meet because it is free,” he 
said, 

The city is known for its ecology-friendly 
policies, including an ordinance penalizing 
those who scratch or injure pine trees. 

Baguio also took center stage for block- 
ing a Taiwanese investor who offered to 
develop Camp John Hay, “all in the name of 
forest protection.” 


Fugitive mayor dares foes to surface

SANTIAGO CITY—Mayor Jose Miranda. 
challenged his political enemies, particularly 
those pooling a P I-million reward money for 
his arrest, to come out in public. 

Ina telephone interview aired over dwSI-

despite the arrest warrant issued against 
him for double murder charges.

We are avoid- 
ing repercussions and we will probably come 
ош soon,” а businessman, who bankrolled 
the reward scheme, told the INQUIRER. 

А wealthy resident, he said, has pledged 
P400.00 for the reward. 

‘The businessman said the donors were plan- 
ning to tum over the money to the Volunteers 
‘Against Crime and Compton, theanti crime group. 
headed by Dante Jimenez and Lauro Vizconde. 


“In this way, we, as donors, could not 
immediately reveal our identities. After things 
are ironed out, we will finally surface,” the 
businessman said.

8 suspected 
robbers killed 
in Port Area

EIGHT suspected members of a 
robbery gang were killed yester- 
day evening in a reported en- 
counter with Philippine National 
Policé-Intlligence Group opera- 
tives at Port Area in Intramuros, 
Manila. 

‘Supt. Jaime Karingal, leader 
of the police team, said the en- 
counter took place on Bonifacio 
Drive near Anda Circle at around 
6:30 p.m. while his men were 
trailing the suspects aboard ared 
Tamaraw FX. 

Karingal said the victims 
were believed to be members of 
the Martilyo Gang, which spe- 
cializes in hammering jewelry 
display cases. He said several 
members of the gang had earlier 
been arrested but were released 
from jail after posting bai 

He said the suspects were be- 
lieved to have joined with other 
gang members to plan another heist 
but police got wind of their plans 
and placed them under surveil- 
lance. 

According to Karingal, one of the. 
establishments the suspects were. 
planning to rob was a money 
hanger's shop at the Traders Hotel

"In the rural areas, the program 
is to create 1-million new jobs 
through the Agriculture and Fish- 
eries Modernization Program," the 
President said.

PATIENCE, a little creativity and a small capital of 
P15,000 areal that an entrepreneur needs to start a 
profitable business from glass etching. Another good 
thing about it is that it ean be started right at home. 

Zeny Perez, owner of Craft World, says glass 
etching is not only an interesting hobby, but a source 
‘of additional income, pasticularly for 

housewives, 
Y. "Glass etching а good method of 
ersonalizing glass materials and turn. 
‘windows, mirrors and glass items into 
beautifully etched fixtures," Perez adds, 

The craft can be easily earned in less than an hour, 
and then mastered after constant practice, Once the 
entrepreneur gets the hang of it, it would be easy to 
apply any design, 

"The trick is to know the basics of glass etchi 
and then afterwards, you can personalize items by 
using your own designs,” Perez says. 

‘The basic materials include leading paint, etching 
cream, resist liquid, acid resistant stickers and cut 
glass, Most of the capital will be used to purchase 
300 pieces of cut glass that are sold for P30 to P50 
each, 

"The required materials are two to three bottles of 
leading paint, etching and resist liquid. 

With glass etching, the entrepreneur can produce 
personalized gifts, suited for Christmas, birthdays or 
Valentine's Day. It is also one method used to pro- 
duce glass paperweights, perfect as giveaways for 
the corporate market 

‘Twomethods 

‘There are two techniques to glass etching. The 
first uses acid resistant stickers and etching cream. 

"The first step under this method is to clean the 
surface of the glass. Then, paste the acid resistant 
sticker. The sticker may either have a ready-made or 
personalized design, 

‘Cover with masking tape all portions of the glass. 
that have not been covered by the acid resistant stick- 
ers to ensure a perfect design. Cover the area of the 
design to be frosted with the etching cream. Let stand 
for five to 10 minutes before washing off etching 

7 cream with running tap water 

Remove the sticker and wipe dry to see the frosted 

* design

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Tilapia 
fingerling 
production is 
big business

SCIENCE CITY OF MUNOZ-— Production of tilapia 
fingerings is a big income-generating project for entre- 
prencurs in the countryside especially as demand from 
fishpond operators for fingerings continues to rise. 

Pond culture of rlapia, а freshwater fish species nà- 
tiveto Africa, to marketable size takes only three to four 
months. 

Every time a fishpond owner or fish grower starts 
another growing cycle, he would need fingerings from 
reliable producers if he is not engaged in the production. 
of fingerings. 

Stocking rate fora hectare of fishpond is from 20,000 
10 30000 fingerlings depending on the management cul- 
ture that the fish grower is applying. 

‘According to fisheries experts here, more and more 
farmers, entrepreneurs and big businessmen are attracted 
to commercial production of tilapia because of the big 
demand in the market. 

Estimates showed that over 200,000 metric tons of 
tilapia are produced yearly by the country’s fish grow- 
ers, making the Philippines among the top tilapia pro- 
ducers in the world. 

Tilapia, which has a sot, white meat, is now the top 
freshwater fish species in the country. 

But fishery experts here recall that in the early 1950s, 
freshwater fish growers in the country disliked tilapia 
because this species tended to overpopulate the pond 
resulting in unmarketable harvests. 

Experts said this fish species multiplies rapidly. 

Continuing research and development done by ex- 
perts from the Freshwater Aquaculture Center and the 
College of Fisheries of the Central Luzon State Univer- 
sity (CLSU-FAC) here resulted in the improvement of 
the breed of tilapia. 

"The National Freshwater Fisheries Technology and 
Research Center (NFFTRC) of the Bureau of Fisheries 
and Aquatic Resources at the CLSU campus here has 
also done thorough research on the improvement of this 
species. 

Experts of these agencies, in collaboration with fish 
experts from other countries, developed two tilapia 
strains that were said to be more profitable now to grow 
in the ponds than the strains introduced in the country 
five decades ago. 

"These new strains are the Genetically improved Farm 
Tilapia (GIFT) and the Y Y-male tilapia. 

‘The GIFT was improved through crossbreeding of 
the best rilapia strains inthe world while the YY-male 
tilapia was improved through genetic manipulation, 

Fishery experts here said they will soon introduce 
another rlapia strain to fish growers. 

Pond development 

А study on the production of fingerlings of the ge- 
пейсайу male filapia conducted by Ruben Sevilleja, di- 
reciorof the CLSU-FAC, showed that a producer could 
recoup his capital, with a relatively “handsome” profit, 
ina year 

His study covered а half-hectare pond devoted to 
tilapia fingering production 

"This half-hectare pond, Sevilleja said, is capable of 
producing a minimum of 1.5 million fingerlings a year. 
Each fingerling costs a minimum of 20 centavos. 

Sevilleja's study indicated the following expenses 
for the development of the half-hectare pond: 

ө P56,250 for the development af nine 250-square- 
meter breeding ponds, three 250-s9.n. nursery ponds 
and a 750-sq.m. broodstock rearing-holding pond and 
canal system; 

© P6,500 for water control structures at P500 рег 
pond; 

ө P50,000 for pump and well (4" pump powered by 
7.5 horsepower diesel engine) including pump house 
and accessories; 

ө P25,000 for an all-purpose farmhouse (50-sq.m. 
floor area at PSQO per sqm); 

© P10,000 for nets (hapas, seine, fry collection net, 
ete and 

ө P5,000 for miscellaneous equipment like bucket, 
weighing scale, oxygen tank, shovel, et. 

Total cost would reach P152,750. 

For fingering production, breakdown of expenses.

Q: How have you helped improve the condition 
, of diabetes care in the country? 


was wrongly perceived. People were of the perception that diabetes was simply 
ап elevation of the blood sugar. What they were unaware of was that this elevation, 
if left unchecked, could lead to several more serious consequences such as 
blindness, kidney failure, and heart disease in those who have diabetes. Thi 

the message we have been repeating over and over with the Diabetes Awareness- 
Week. So now we feel more people are knowledgeable about what diabetes is 
and they now come to realize that it is not just an elevation in the blood sugar. 


Q: What would the common Filipino candidate for diabetes be like? 


‘ADL: This is the universal picture of an individual who may develop diabetes, it's 
not just Filipino — It is one who has become lazy. And one who has changed his 
Filipino diet to а more western diet. If you look at the Philippine rural areas where 
there are stil few diabetics, their diet consists of mostly complex carbohydrates 
and very ttle fat азгсотрагес with the western diet which is the reverse — more 
fat. You also have your fast food centers serving French fries and burgers — all 
fatty. So that is the change in our lifestyle. They have also become lazy with all 
the conveniences of modern life. They don't climb the stairs — they take the 
elevator. They don't go to the supermarket by walking — they take their cars. 


Q: What is the most common type of diabetes and do you see a lot of 
these cases in the Philippines? 


ADL: Type Ils the most common. 98% of the diabetes we see are type two. So 
the type of diabetes we have is a disease of lifestyle. That means a change in the 
diet to fatty food dnd physical inactivity. To prevent it end to aid in the successful 
management of the Uisease, you have to be more active and you have to cut 
down on fats. 


О: What is the primary advice you give to your diabetic patients? 


ADL: The first step is to give the correct diet and the physical activity regimen. 
‘And if you follow the stage management of diabetes, you don't give medicines 
initially. Just diet and exercise, But unfortunately, very few patients can comply 
with this for а very long time so eventually you have to prescribe medication. 


О: Would you want to send a message out to your colleagues in the 
medical community? 


ADL: They should keep on learning about diabetes because there are new things 
that crop up almost every month that changes the way we treat our patients. The 
Diabetes Center is there to help them on this. The center is there to educate and 
not to treat patients so we don't take away patients from other doctors. If we 
Educate patients we return them back to their doctors. 
а: What is your message for this year's Diabetes Week? 

ADL: We have been saying that diabetes is not a disease to be toyed with. It 
should be viewed with serious concern because if left untreated then there may 
be serious consequences. The glimmer of hope here is that if you treat a diabetic 
really well, пем ve as long as a person without diabetes, and probably with a 
better quality of life because he takes care of himself better than one without 
diabetes who lives recklessly,

Diabetes mellitus is a disease of the insulin-producing cells in the pancreas, and of insulin itself. This 
leads to elevations of the blood sugar and the appearance of sugar in the urine. If left uncontrolled, 
diabetes can lead to blindness, kidney failure, and gangrene of the extremities. People with diabetes are 
‘more prone to develop high blood pressure, heart disease, and stroke. 


+ There are two kinds of diabetes. The first, Type 1 diabetes or the "juvenile-onset diabetes" since it is 


typically seen in younger people, is when the body makes no insulin. The second, Type 2 diabetes is 
more prevalent. This is more commonly referred to as the “adult-onset diabetes" and involves insulin 
resistance. You may be making insulin, but your body is not using it properly. Adult-onset diabetes comes

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DSWD SECRETARY DINKY SOLIMAN 


‘Never say never’ 


HE TABLES have been 
turned. Corazon “Dinky” 
Soliman was for a long time 

an NGO leader, the kind who wasa 
thorn on the side of government. 
officials who neglected their duties. 
Now she is secretary of Social Wel- 
fareand Development and hasbeen 
tasked to deliver basic social ser- 
vices to the people, most of whom 
ive in dire straits, Not a simple job 
certainly, and not one that political 
appointees would fight over. 

It is, however, a position that is 
tailor-made for Soliman, whose аса- 
demic training is in social work (Uni- 
versity of the Philippines) and public 
administration (master's degree, 
Harvard University, where she 
earned the Littauer Fellow Award for 
leadership and academic excellence). 

Before she was tapped for the job 
by President Gloria Macapagal-Ar- 
royo early this year, she was holding 
two positions entailing responsibili- 
ties far from lightweight. She was 
chair of the Caucus of Development 
NGO Networks, an umbrella organi- 
zation of 14 major development 
NGO networks, and of the Philippine 
Agrarian Reform Foundation for Na- 
tional Development. 

She was also the person whom 
Macapagal-Arroyo saw mobilizing, 
talking and doing a lot of facilitation. 
work in Kompil. Macapagal-Arroyo 
dropped no hints whatsover about 
eyeing Soliman for a Cabinet post, 
although there were people who 
asked if she would be open to joining. 
the government. Dinky said no. 
"Never say never.” she laughs now. 
After the President's oathtaking, 
guess whose appointment she an- 
nounced. 

At that precise moment, Soliman 
was with the people marching on 
Mendiola Street toward Malacañang 

} Palace tohasten the ousting of former 

* President Joseph Estrada. 

‘The small but terrible Soliman had 
to stop and reflect when the job was 
offered. She went to Mt. Banahaw 
with her husband, lawyer Hector So- 
liman, and that was where and when 
she began to look at the post as an 

* opportunity to expand the public ser- 

vice she was doing through NGO 
work. This was her chance to bring 
about many of the things she—as 
NGO—kept demanding government 
should do. “Otherwise, what right do 
Thave to say you do it when | myself 
am not willing to do it?” 

She has been pleasantly surprised 
and encouraged by the professional- 
ism and commitment of her col- 
leagues in the DWSD. She admits it's 
not perfect, there are weaknesses, but 
she wishes to energize the bureau- 
cracy "so that public service becomes 
a joy instead of a big burden." 


Are you up to your neck with 
work now? 

Yes, because so many things are 
happening all at the same time—the 
Mayon eruption, Basilan, impending 
floods and on top of that is the major 
anti-poverty program of the environ- 
ment, Kapit-bisig Laban sa Kahira- 
pan or Kalahi, of which 1 am a main 
promoter. This was launched May 3 
and 4, but we did a preliminary in 
Payatas on May 2 with Gov. Lito 
Lapid. 

How different is government 
work from NGO work? 

I've been with the NGO move- 
ment since I left college in 1973. 
Forty-eight na ako. (Chuckles) This 
is my first government job. I think the 
biggest change I see is the media scru- 
tiny. The hours we keep now are not 
very different from the hours we keep. 
in the NGO world. The traveling I'm 
doing is not very different because in 
NGO work we also go out into the 
field; in fact, we spend most of our 
time in urban poor areas. The ac- 
countability as a public servant is 
wider and itis the public or society as 
a whole, and the media scrutiny is part 
of that. 1 get called at 6 a.m. (Chuck- 
les) and I get asked what we're doing 
in Basilan, Mayon. Now get stopped 
‘when 1 go to ће mall with my chil- 
dren, (Laughs) But 1 have not encoun- 
tered а negative comment. Most of 
them are encouraging. They always 
say, “I'm praying for you.” 

How many people come up to 
you now and tell you their life sto- 
ту? May nangutang na po ba sa in- 
yo? 

‘Meron. (Laughs) The main thing 
is you are accessible and can direct 
them where to go... Kaya nga sabi ng 
husband ko, "Remember that you're 
seen by everyone who watches TV. 
Meron silang frame of mind kung 
sino ka.” I'm still not used to that. 
‘And the perception is that 1 can dish 
ош money... other public servants 
won't be as open. But it was because 
of where I was coming from, minus 
the red dress and payong and the 
sardinas (Laughs) which was the 
caricature of social workers in the 
рази 

But there is still a dole-out men- 
tality among our people. 

Toa large extent, yes. | think part 
of where that's coming from, espe- 
cially from among the poor and the 
poorest, is the long years of depriva- 
tion, both of recognition of rights and

actual programs delivered by govern- 
ment... The dependency, tome, is part 
of the culture of poverty. Part of what 
we're trying to break is this depen- 
dency and get the sense of empower- 
ment and rights, that they can trans- 
formtheirsituation, that they have the 
opportunity to become active citizens 
that already benefit from some of the 
reforms they wish to happen in their. 
‘own community. 

They've never really been 
taught how to fish by the previous 
administrations. What is the pre- 
sent government doing about that? 

What we have now is the Kapit- 
bisig Laban sa Kahirapan or Kalabi 
The nickname is not an accident; itis 
intentional. Part of what we recog- 
nize is that we have been so divided 
as a nation and society. Kapit-bisig 
Laban sa Kahirapan is a program that 
seeks to address one of the fundamen- 
tal reasons we are poor. Kalahi is to 
remindeveryone subliminally that we 
are one race. We may have different 
beliefs, we may belong to different 
political parties, but we are one race. 

The first is to deliver the message 
of compassion of this government 
and listen to what people say are their 
urgent needs and their long-term 
needs, the issues that confront them 
as persons or community. 

"The second isto bring in the mini 
mum basic needs survey as well as 
deliver the immediate needs that they 
have identified from the first dialogue 
we have conducted. From the mini- 
mum basic needs survey, we are able 
to develop assistance that we call 
Cash for Work or Food for Work and. 
Education Assistance. Temporary 
sources of income are so important 
now. Everybody knows how bad the 
economy is 

The third is addressing the funda- 
mental causes of poverty in the urban 
poor areas, like housing, sustainable. 
livelihood, health insurance, and sus- 
tained educational assistance and op- 
portunities. There is a parallel effort 
in the rural area. The only change that 
is made is with the kind of fundamen- 
tal problems they face—agrarian re- 
form, ancestral domain, access to 
coastal resources. 

The fourth element of this pro- 
gram is Healing the Wounds, Bridg- 
ing the Gap, not only in the NCR but 
also in Mindanao and different parts 
of the country. There really is a big 
рар and many wounds have been ex- 
perienced by the very people who are 
also poor. 

The civil society groups are with 
usto hold reflection sessions to think 
about what happened in the last five 
months and what is the way forward. 
Yung reflection session isa very civil 
society tool to think about what hap- 
pened and what itis telling us, how 
ме will move forward as a nation. It 
will be led and organized by civil so- 
ciety organizations; government will 
just suppor it. Faith-based organiza- 
tions, NGOs, academicians... 

What's the poorest region? 

ARMM is No. 1, then Regions IX 
and XII, Cordillera, Leyte, Samar and 
Negros. 

Negros is poor? 

Yes, because of the gap between 
the rich and the poor. The sugar in- 
dustry isa sunset industry now, that's 
why... Danding Cojuangco is getting 
into ylang-ylang for YSL... man- 
goes. 

Have you personally reflected 
on what happened in the last few 
months? You've been with the 
NGO and you had your feet on the 
ground, but did what happened on 
May 1 shock you? 

Yes. I call it a humbling experi- 
ence because I am one of those who 
think I know the poor, I understand 
the poor. Sometimes I even think I 
can speak of some of their concems. 
Гуе lived with the poor from 1973- 
1981 in villages as part of my work, 
in Mindanao, Bicol and in the central 
plains. But when I saw that, it made 

me think very hard of two things. 
Many of my Marxist friends, me in- 
cluded, wanted and have tried so hard 
to bring on the class war... (Chuck- 
les) That made me think of what they 
мете saying that we did not say? 1 
think what they were saying con- 
nected so much because they said it 
in the language that they knew. 

May 2 we were in Lupang Panga- 
ko... and this was where those people 
came from. When I went there I real- 
ized I have been talking about these 
issues, but I needed to look again be- 
Cause there's a second poverty I'm 
not aware of. Most of the time, in my 
‘own work, I talk with leaders of ur- 
ban poor communities. But we talk in 
convents, halls, big theaters. 1 don't 
even know what kind of homes they 
go home to. And when I went there, I 
learned what it meant to be poor 
again. 

Now I'm advocating to every- 


‘one—government and the civil soci- 
ety advocates, even the political party 
advocates who have been known to 
speak for the cause—to go to any of 
these areas once a month and just be 
there because that was a humbling 
experience for me. That was when I 
went to the mother whose child 
drowned. I did it without the media. I 
was there with Etta Rosales... I went 
there before everybody had gone. It 
‘was a quiet thing; I just brought some 
stuff and cash assistance. You know, 
their house was a 10x10. 

It's different—the advocates, 
those who speak for them, have very 
good intentions but it’s different 
when you actually sce it, feel it, smell 
it and they touch you. That has a dif- 
ferent dimension for me. The poverty 
saw reminded me again of what they 
have to go through. And then I un- 
derstood why the rage was there and 
why they were going out and saying 
1o society, not just to government, 
"You've forgotien us. We're making 
you know so you don't forget us be- 
Cause of what we're capable of." 

Were you part of the think-tank 
for the “Ate Glo” makeover? 

No. I was only in а meeting one 
time when I heard that concept being 
thrown around by a few academi- 
cians... 

Do you agree? 

Actually, no, because it's not her. 

Have you told the President? 

No, she knows that. She's saying 
that tous. (Chuckles) “I am Gloria. If 


ment, when we launched the RIO 
campaign—Resign, Impeach, Oust. 

Have you ever had a disagree- 
ment with the President? 

So far, no major disagreement. 
Minor would be... how she said 
things I would have said differently. 

Is it true that before she goes to 
adepressed area, the DSWD would 
go there first to distribute goods? 
You prime them up for her? 

Ко, no, по. It's all part of the vis 
That was [only] done during the first 
four or five days after May 1. 

You saw a need for that? 

Yes. Itwas done with her push ac- 
tually. When we were discussing the 
pro-Erap rallies at Edsa, we acknowl- 
edged that we needed to listen to the 
poor because they're saying some- 
thing very legitimate, and we needed. 
to hear that over and above the din of 
supporting Erap. She was pushing the 
idea. Then the attack happened. You 
saw the maximum tolerance given; 
that was her making the command. 
May 2, she invited me to have a meet- 
ing with Lito Lapid. She said, "Atthis 
stage we need someone with whom 
the poor can connect, whom they 
trust, who is familiar. Dinky, you're 
nice and very goody-goody, but you 
only know of a few people in the ur- 
ban poor.” (Chuckles) "They can 
connect with Lito Lapid. They trust 
him. 1 think it would be good if Lito 
and you can go and deliver the mes- 
sage that the government is compas- 
sionate. We are not angry. We want

charging them that. That's a free ser- 
vice; no fee at all. If a minor is travel- 
ing alone, you need a travel clear- 
ance. If the minor is traveling with 
someone who is not the parent, you 
need one. When the minor is travel- 
ing with only one parent, you need to 
get a parental permit to protect sepa- 
rated couples or custody issues. Tra- 
vel clearance is free that's why travel 
agents are making money out of this- 
We came out with it in the INQUIRER 
last May, but I think we need to соте 
ош with it again. 

‘You should require the travel 
agencies and ticketing offices to put 
signs. 

Yeah. Usually these are former 
overseas workers or richer families 
who can afford to travel. 

So what relief goods can the 
public donate for the Mayon evacu- 
ees? 

Mineral water, milk and for non- 
food items, blankets, mosquito nets, 
playthings for the children so that 
they don’t get bored, flashlights. 
They can give them to us or to the 
other organizations that are helping. 

Nakakarating ba talaga yung 
mga relief goods? 

‘Meron talagang mga instances na 
hindi umaabot. Used clothing is one. 
For the most рап, if you have a good 
provincial disaster coordinating 
council, it reaches them. One of the 
things thatis not understood by many 
is that when a disaster strikes, the first 
level of assistance comes from the lo-

people want to call me that 
he's not really keen on bui 
that kind of image. 

How are you and the President 
being received? 

Now it's warm. tis because many 
of the areas we're going to now are 
areas we've visited for the second and 
third time under the Kalahi program. 
Just to give you an insight... the 
barangay captain of Payatas was say- 
ing, “We really appreciate the medi- 
cal mission and the explanation of the 
livelihood programs it will bring. 
‘And the school repairs you have done 
under the Kalahi program are actu- 
ally finished. We would like to thank 
you." The people were warm and ap- 
preciative of the fact that she would 
go into areas where people normally 
‘would be afraid to go to because these 
are areas known to be pro-Erap. 

How is she as a boss? 

She's inspiring in two ways. One, 
she does not demand of you what she 
cannot do. Long hours, focused in- 
tervention—that's what she is. Sec- 
ondly, she'sa straightforward person. 
She tells you exactly what she thinks 
зо you know where you stand. You'll 
know when you've done something. 
excellent, adequate or inadequate. 
That's very important. She's candid 
among the [official] family. She's 
exactingof service because she wants 
all of us to be excellent public ser- 
vants—high moral standards, trans- 
parent, effective and efficient and 
accountable to the constituency. That 
is the common refrain in all our meet- 
ings. 

‘A lot of people think we've 
Worked together in the past. Of course 
1 knew who she was, but we've not 
worked together before. (Chuckles) I 
only met her personally in October 
2000 when we merged the efforts of 
civil society groups in exacting ac- 
countability from the Estrada govem- 


to help them.” That's why in the eve- 
ning she went to visit those who were 
caught. For the large crowd she knew 
she won't be able to connect immedi- 
ately. When we went with Lito, I tell 
you, talagang connect na connect 
sila! (Emphatic) 

Fake land titles din? (Laughter) 

No! Yan ang no-no sa kanya! 
(Laughs) After five minutes of that 
speech by Lito Lapid, “Palakpakan 
matin ulit ang Pangulo!” My God! 
‘Thunderous applause! There is logic 
to that. We may not like it, we may 
not understand it, but that's where the 
people are. That's why I said Healing 
the Wounds, Bridging the Gapis very 
important. Many of us fail to under- 
stand the role of the cultural icons in 
the lives of the poor people. 1 think 
the cultural icons аге like saints in the 
Catholic Church. (Grins) They see 
this guy as their hope, someone who 
is one of them and rose up and even 
became President. 

Wala bang corruption sa 
DSWD? 

Procurement of goods that we give 
outis one possible area of corruption. 
Some are donated, but most of it we 
buy. The other possible area is when 
there are foreign goods donated. 
‘The President, during her time [ав 
DSWD secretary], issued an admin- 
istrative order that we are now not 
accepting used clothing from abroad. 
Yun na nga nasa ukay-ukay. И is not 
justa source of corruption, but it com- 
petes with the garment industry. So 
far wala pa akong pinapapasok. The 
only one I think that's coming in is 
from the Middle East for Region ХИ. 

Another cause for potential cor- 
ruption... is travel clearance. We dis- 
covered last summer when someone 
called us that they were being 
charged P2,000 for travel fee clear- 
ance. We checked and so we learned 
it was the travel agency that was 


cal government unit. There are mu- 
nicipal social workers and devel- 
opment officer, and provincial social 
workers and development officer. 
They have their own budget thai 
comes ош of the IRA. If they need 
more, then they ask for it so that's 
when we come in. One of our man- 
dates is to help build the capacity of 
the local government. 

‘What are you doing about the 
street children? 

They are one of our main areas of 
concern, We're building on what the 
President had begun, which is Sagip 
Bata, Ahon Lansangan. There are two 
types of programs that we do. One is 
the rescue, where we take them off 
the streets and bring them to the cen- 
ters and we integrate them with their 
next of kin, depending on the condi- 
tion of the family or next of kin. If we 
cannot integrate them, they stay in the 
‘center until they reach the age of maj- 
ority or 18 years old. They go to 
school and we equip them with life 
skills, If they're very young—which 
is not usually the case with street chil- 
dren except for babies who are left 
behind—then we put them up for 
adoption, foster care homes. The 
other thing we do is we have street 
educators. This is like a halfway 
thing. Social workers who are trained 
оп how to provide education to street 
children try to give the basics. The 
real challenge with street children is 
we need to goto the root, which is the 
family in а poor community. If we 
сап improve the lives of these fami- 
lies in these poor communities, then 
the communities become a haven for 
these children. Right now the com- 
‘munities are congested, places where 
they're abused, places where they 
feel it's a dead end. And so they take 
to the streets where they think itis a 
better life because they can have 
money on a regular basis depending

оп what you do—you beg, you sell 
yourself, you become a courier of 
drugs... Part of the rehabilitation is 
to help them get them back to more 
structured life. It's so unstructured in. 
the streets that's why when they get 
tothe centers it takes time to get them 
used to the structure so it's really a 
challenge. 

How about health insurance for 
the poor? 

What we're trying to do with 
Philhealth is to develop а system 
where the poorest of the poor can 
have a card and this card will entitle 
them to services that are emergency 
in nature, We're also developing 
something with PCSO because PCSO 
already has that card, We're also 
working with the Bigay-Puso Foun- 
dation, the Cabinet wives of the Aqui- 
по administration, What they want to 
до is work in the Quezon Institute 
area, They want to establish a clinic 
where they would give free medical 
services, consultation and hospital- 
ization to card bearers. 

What about DSWD services for 
the disabled? Since they are not 
able to work and support them- 
selves, in other countries they get a 
monthly stipend for life. We don’t 
have anything like that here. Are 
we ever going to have one? 

‘We hope so. We have a National 
‘Council forthe Welfare of the People 
with Disabilities. That is supposed to 
be a council that monitors the com- 
pliance with the laws. One law is the 
accessibility law, which means all 
public buildings should be made ac- 
cessible to all people with disabili- 
ties. The other is a law that requires 
all public agencies to hire 10 percent 
of their employees from the sector of 
people with disabilities. The problem 
is, there has been a freeze on hiring 
regulars. There is no budget. What 
we hope it could do is to move into 
those kinds of thinking—what kind 
of direct assistance can be given to 
those with different disabilities. Right 
now the consciousness of that sector 
is quite high because the President 
came from the DSWD. In discussions 
she would mention that ICT would 
be a good opportunity for the physi- 
cally challenged. By making use of 
the computer you are able to make 
available to a lot of physically chal- 
lenged people the opportunity for 
jobs. 

What about the mentally chal- 
lengcd? 

Ganun din. Iba-ibang stages kasi 
уап ng ability to work. Like autism. 
they are trainable. 

What about the problem of vio- 
lence against women? 

Yung NGOs and the department 
have just developed two types of in- 
tervention for violence against wo- 
men, programs that help women un- 
dersiand they need not accept their 
situation. Kasi may syndrome yan. 
eh, kung wala kang means о wala 
kang pupuntahan dahil you're eco 
nomically dependent on them, You 
begin to believe what the abuser says 
is true and it's your fault and you 
deserve to be baitered. The program 
is to help women understand that that 
is not the case and they need to be 
counseled. Part of that is to have cen: 
ters, which we call havens, where the 
women can run and take cover from 
the perpetrator. All regions musthave 
at least опе. The other regions that 
are a little bit richer could have two. 

Let me be candid. In our havens. 
the way they do counseling with the 
women is they train women how to 
cook, how to keep the house. 

That's not empowerment. 

Right! Of course they talk about 
rights, but the framework is still the 
traditional roles. 

And worse than battery is in- 
cest. 

Iba ра yun. Iba yung incest, iba 
yung child rape... We have what we 
all the Erpat program, which is new. 
Itis geared primarily to the perpetra 
tor to help the men deal with their 
violent nature. More often than not 
the perpetrator comes from a violent 
family, meaning he himself was 
abused as a child and therefore thinks 
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‘Never say never’

it’s natural, Erpat is a seminar of three days where 
you talk to the men and then there's a follow- 
through. really need to look into the module espe- 
cially on the gender perspective because itis not as 
clear as it should be. 

Thave a question about Jaloslos... How come 
he was able to run? 

That's one question I also asked. I feel like it's 
crime. 1 feel like writing to the Dipolog residents 
and telling them, "Do you know what you're do- 
ing?" He can still run because the case is on appeal 
and therefore it is not yet final and executory that 
he is guilty and therefore should be punished. 

I want to find out if the adoptive father of 
Jalosjos’ is still in jail. 

We can trace that, One of the things I'd like to 
contribute to the department is this whole business 
of adoption. June 9-15 I was in the UN and on my 
way back, I knew there was a repatriation case of 
ап 18-year-old baby and a20-year-old woman. The 
baby and the woman were both victims of human 
trafficking. Moment of grace talaga. Alam kong 
magkakasabay kami. Nagkatabi kami. For 12 hours 
from New York to Tokyo I talked to the woman. I 
even helped take care of the baby. It turns out the 
baby was brought by an American man to the US 
under fraudulent papers. The fraud was discovered 
by the US embassy, but they had issued the pass- 
port. The baby had a US passport because Ameri- 
Жапо yung the one claiming to adopt the baby. What. 
alerted the immigration was the US embassy said 
they had fake adoption papers, and they arrived on 
May 22 and on May 23, the guy had a return ticket 
‘but the baby didn't. They're under our care now. 
Paghaba ng airplane, hinintay ko yung social work- 
cr then nag-tur over kami. She was brought to a 
center, now she's under foster care family. 

‘Were you able to locate the parents? 

We're investigating it now. We've located the 
alleged girlfriend who is supposed to be adopting 
the baby. 

‘Do you still get to spend time with your fam- 
ily? 

(Chuckles) With great difficulty. I try to leave 
‘Sundays free. I try to touch base with my two chil- 
dren. One is а 13-year-old girl and the boy is 16 
years old. He's in fourth year high school at Com- 
munity of Learners. My daughter is with the Seed 
Montessori. We try to touch base in the evening 
My husband and I have a ritual every morning 
One of us wakes with the children and we try to 
have breakfast with them. That's early, like 5:30, 
kasi my son takes the school bus. My husband and 
Thave a closing ritual at the end of the day. We 
either have a snack or talk. It's ritual, but we need 
to touch base even if it's 12 a.m. or 1 am. That's 
important, That's how I keep up with my work as 
a wife and mother. On weekends, we try to work 
ош a schedule that we have time together. 

Do you cook? 

My husband is a better cook, but I do cook. He 
comes from a Pampanga line, eh. My mother is 
from Negros Occidental and my father is Manila- 
bom, Malate. I grew up in Tarlac because my fa- 
ther was assigned in Central Azucarera. 

‘What do you do to unwind? It must be drain- 
ing to see all the hardships of other people? 

Т'т basically an optimist. I think part of where 
it comes from the belief in а God in people. No 
matter how bad you are, there must be something 
воой inside you that I have to touch base with. 

What I do to unwind? I like to take long baths 
Tm a water person. I also like to read and exercise 
if T have the time; I haven't found that, (Chuckles) 
Brisk walking is my main exercise. I goto the gym. 
T also like to meditate, be quiet in а comer. And 
massage. 

Who massages you? 

My husband. 

Wow! How romantic! 

(Smiles) Yeah, that's part of our ritual. 

‘What if the President calls while you're hav- 
inga massage? 

"Then I'll answer her. (Laughter) She has пос 
called during a massage, but she calls at 11 p.m. 
She's a very ICT person—information communi- 
cation technology. She uses the cell phone a lot, 
she has a laptop, she e-mails. 

Totoo po ba na kapag nagagalit siya namba- 
bato ng cell phone? 

T haven't seen her do that. (Laughter) I don't 
think so, 

Hindi pa kayo nabato? 

Hindi. (Laughter)

‘Are you comfortable wearing your clothes 
now?

Even my good friends in civil society, 1 
think, are going through a dilemma of my role in their 
lives now. (Laughs) I's a different kind of relation- 
ship because I'm with government and they're with

EET Nicolas Rambeau, 39, of 
France, alawyer with artistic 
inclinations. 

In his native Paris he defended many clients, like 
ihis husband (Tunisian) who was threatened with 
deportation by his jealous wife (French). Despite 
‘what he described as a brilliant defense, Rambeau lost 
the case, But he eventually won, as he had foreseen, 
because he encouraged his client to make up with his 
wife, assure her that he was faithful to her, that he 
Joved her, etc. 

The lawyer made quite а pile in the exercise of his 
profession. But he longed for tropical splendor and 
naturai beauty. And then he came to the Philippines 
and fell in love with Siargao Island in Surigao del 
Norte, facing the Pacific Ocean. 

‘So it's a love story." concludes the lawyer who 
reinvented himself as an entrepreneur and general 
manager of a resort. "But it’s also love-hate. 1 love 
the place, but I hate what they're doing to it, like 
dynamite fishing and putting concrete all over. 

“Filipinos prefer tie American culture,” Rambeau 
observes. "In fact, [think they're a little ashamed of 
their culture. But there's so much beauty around. 
Native materials like bamboo, wood and nipa, for 
example, are beautiful." 

He recalls that Siargao was the Philippines’ “best- 
kept secret” when he arrived six years ago. 

But not anymore, the island having become an 
international surfing center thanks to the promotions 
of the Department of Tourism. 

But there is much more to Siargao than surfing. 
‘And there's also the bigger neighboring island of 
Dinagat, practically undiscovered, and just as allur- 
ing. if not more so, than Siargao. 


Pansukian 

Rambeau, who is also a diving instructor, settled 
down in a secluded area in General Luna, Siargao, and 
built the high-end Pansukian Tropical Resort 
(website: www.pansukian.com). 

Pansukian—"the island of the sea urchin” in the 
local Surigaonon-Visayan language—is named after a 
nearby sandbar. Sandwiched between an impressive 
panorama of mangroves and а big lagoon with the 
obligatory palm-fringed, white-sand beach, the resort 
projects native elegance amid lush foliage and chirping 
birds 

‘The architecture is Asian-inspired (Indonesian, 
Philippine and Thai, with sharp, pointed arches, nipa 
roofs, bamboo structures and. wooden boardwalks. 
There are nine cottages and 12 rooms with many 
amenities, including air-conditioning and a ceiling fan 
(or both), mosquito nets, queen-size beds, verandahs 
with hammocks, and hot and cold running water. 

"The décor and furnishings in the rooms and pavil- 
ions, tastefully laid out, are redolent of indigenous 
culture: batik designs, T'boli finery, rice baskets from

Ifugao and Palawan, and wood carvings by local talent. 

"The cuisine at Pansukian is among the best Гуе 
tasted in the way of resort food. Rambeau trained the 
Cooks Sally and Biyay. and so the meals аге а heady 
mixture of French and Philippine favors—prawas, 
Chicken, fish (una, salmon, tanigue, ete), stuffed 
tomatoes, and vegetables in coconut milk (the 
kangkong was nice). 

А sea hawk named Maurice and a monkey named 
Momoy are the resort pets. 

Maurice arrived at the resort with injured wings. 
He was eared for and fed until he became a permanent 
resident. He cannot Пу around too muc, and he cres 
Ош in preeting (or in alarm) whenever a visitor ap- 
proaches him 

More sociable and entertaining is the frisky, lov- 
able Momoy, who clambers all over the guests, cud- 
dies up to them, parts their hair, and bites their ear as 
a shov of affection. She adores Rambeso, who ind 
ently allows her to sip his pineapple-ram drink a 
then make off with the ice cubes, which she chews— 
a scene found only in Pansikuan 

Getting there 

Siargao lies 800 kilometers southeast of Manila in 
Caraga (Region 13), on the northeast coast of 
Mindanao. Itis accessible from Manila and Cebu by 
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plane and by ship (SuperFemy 12, four times a week) 
From Mactan, Cebu, you can take а 20-seat Seair 

vto Del Carmen in Siargao, where а vehicle will 
{ake you to the resort of your choice 

‘Al the resorts їп Siargao are within a radius of 7- 
10km. 

"The 45-minute plane ride is interesting in itself. 
You pass Bohol, the coast of Leyte, and then 
Dinagat. On the eastern coast of Dinagat are fantas- 
tie limestone cliff, although you cannot see these 
from this altitude. Then the plane descends slowly 
over Siargao, and what you see are the vegetation- 
Covered limestone cliffs, quite а number of them, 
amd the hidden lagoons of Caub (also known as 
Kangbangyo) 

An aiemative (bul longer) route to Siargao is 
through Surigao City (баре Репу 5, twice a week). 
Take а fast craft to Dapa, Siargao (two hours). As the 
sun rises over the Surigao Strait, you will behold a 
Silvery seascape of isits, mangroves, undulating 
mountain peaks and hillside trees etched against the 
horizon. At Dapa. take a motorcycle ride (P100 per) 
through the verdant countyside 

Truly beautiful 

Within and around the main island of Siargao are 
many dive spots, surf points like Cloud 9 and Tuason, 
beaches, and island and islets, most of them truly 
beavtifai 

"These include the twin islands of La Janosa and 
Mamon, the wide Pansikuan Sandbar, Rock Island 
and Pacifico; Bucas Grande, with its limestone rocks 
ad river that leads to the Suhoton Cove and à 
hidden emerald lake; Расо Island and its thriving 
Coastal community: and Guyam Island, striking for 
йз cireular white-sand beach and symmetrical palm 

‘Another revelation is Саш, with its limestone 
cliffs and hidden lagoons à fa El Nido and Coron in 
Palawan. It is a trea to go kayaking there, as 1 did, 
wiih resort staff Ricky paddling merrily behind me 
nd, a one time, batting the crosscurrents 

T listened tothe ripple of the waters, the gentle 
thud of paddle on kayak, the call of birds (sounding 
amos: like a human whistle), and marveled at the 
Swarms of lile flying fish. (But my tranquil hour, 
my communion with nature, was rudely interrupted 
By the discordant sound of a forbidden chainsaw. 
Someone, unseen, was fiiching wood.) 

"As the twin-engine speedboat skims over the bay, 
the деер blue waters tum aquamarine although you 
ме sil far from shore, and you see coral beds all 
around. Then, as you near the beaches, the waters 
become transparent, lukewarm, and perfect for swim- 
ming. snorkeling and hunting Гог shells (the Philip- 
pines reportedly holds 70 percent of the work's 
Жей).

“Two hours away by speedboat from Siargao, the 
island has craggy limestone cliffs with varied shapes 
on its wester coast, and beaches to the east. In 
between are well-maintained forests that a French 
tourist found an interesting area for an informal study 
of beetles. 

Dinagat’s attractions are numerous—limestone

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RISTINE CANON LOVES KIDS. FOR THE PRETTY, GRACEFUL 26-YEAR-OLD PRE-SCHOOL 
TEACHER, THERE'S NOTHING LIKE WORKING WITH CHILDREN. “WHERE ELSE DO YOU 
à GET A JOB LIKE THIS, WHERE YOU GET PAID TO BE A. MOM?" SHE SMILES, EYES ALL 
ALIGHT. 


Working and caring for children has in a way defined life for Kristine, now married for almost two 
years to sales manager Bart Canon. Already earning a living teaching young kids and then just about to 
give birth to her first child, Kristine, on a whim, joined the competition for the Philippine Board on 
Books for Young People (PBBY)-Salanga Writer's Prize — and won it. 


Frances Kristine Villegas Canon was initially supposed to take medicine, but eventually wound up 
taking Family Life and Child Development at the University of the Philippines. "It was a whole new ball 
game then, and I forgot about medicine." She has been working as a pre-school teacher since she 
graduated in 1997. Today, she's the administrator of the STI Pre-school in Mandaluyong City and is a 
consultant for another pre-school in Merville, Parafiaque. 


It was in the third quarter of 2000 when Kristine, just beginning her period of pregnancy, read in the 
newspaper about the PBBY contest. Though she had been writing since high school, she never devoted 
herself to it. “I wouldn't exactly call the others things Гуе written ‘stories,’ because they're more like 
accidents,” she laughs. “I got the idea for the story from talking to my niece. She 
was telling me how long her mom, my sister, took before fetching her one time. 
She wasn't used to that, and my story started that way.” 


Her interest blooming, she took the leap. “Гуе always wanted to write, but never 
did I think I would do it seriously or professionally. I 
took a shot because I thought, I'm pregnant, I have 
time, I have nothing else to do.” The story, titled 
“Bakit Matagal Ang Sundo Ko?,” took her about 
a month to finish. She had to consult her 
friends about her Filipino because, she 
laughs, “I wanted to write something read- 
able and I didn't want the judges making 
jokes about my story.” Her lyrical tale of a 
girl worrying and wondering about why 
her mother was taking so longto $ " 
pick her up conjures similar . ж. т 
childhood memories from those g 
who read it. 


Booked for life: Canon 
wants to take up

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While carrying one baby inside her, Kristine was also laboring to create 
another through her writing. Three months pregnant, Kristine submit- 
ted her finished story in August last year and literally forgot all about it 
— until the call came, in December, almost at the end of the year. 


It was Ani Almario, Adarna House's product development officer, calling 
to tell her she had won the PBBY tilt. Truth be told, the very pregnant 
Kristine had asked, “What contest?” Then she remembered — and was 
overjoyed. “I was really surprised.” In the ensuing months, Kristine’s 
world was blessed with the arrival of her baby boy Nathan, now six 
months, a momentous occasion in the life of anyone devoted to chil- 
dren. 


Now, her story is a book illustrated by award-winning artist Mariano 
Ching, now available from Adarna. Almario says that Kristine is special 
among writers because “she’s open to a lot of new experiences, she’s not 
yet jaded and is very receptive to other people’s suggestions.” Addition- 
ally, Almario says that Kristine’s prospects for writing are bright because 
“she writes about experiences many people can identify with.” 


On that end, Kristine now wants to write for children even more. 
“I want to be more serious about it.” She is now work- 
ing towards her Master’s Degree in Reading Educa- 

tion, but also plans to take up writing courses to hone 
her craft. "That's what I want to do because that’s what 
lack." There is a refreshing humility in Kristine's ear- 
nest hopes to be a writer. She sees writing for children 

as yet another extension of her work with kids, as a 
teacher and as a mom. “It’s more of bringing my experi- 
ence of working with kids, putting it in writing and shar- 

ing it with the rest of the world.” She emphasizes that 
she’s now really serious about writing for kids, maybe even 
writing more books. 


Ironically, Kristine didn’t grow up around books. “I was more 
into toys and games.” It was when she got hold of a children’s 
book as a teacher that she had her jack-in-the-box epiphany. 
“Reading that book to the kids —that got me started.” She 
loves the work of Eric Carle and Maurice Sendak. Her all- 
time favorite is E.B. White’s “Charlotte’s Web.” “I love tlie illustra- 
tions in children’s books,” she says, and she only has superlative words 
for the art of her book’s illustrator, Ching. “He was able to bring the 
images out the way I imagined them.” 


Kristine has been reading to Nathan since she was pregnant. And now 
she's happy to be able to write stories for him. “Wow, how can it happen 
twice? You create two very precious things. There’s the most important 
one, the baby, and the other one, the story, something I want to carry 
with me for the rest of my days.” 


For some writers, creating through words is a lifelong passion nurtured 
from the.very beginning. For other, it comes in a momentary flash, a look 
at a newspaper, an unexpected blessing. For Kristine Canon, writer, teacher 
and mother, everything fell into place at the right time: “I took up family 
life, I got into teaching, got married, became a mom — it’s really God’s 
plan, with all these being pieces of a puzzle. I just want to keep working 
on that puzzle.” lQ]

TRUE TO THIS MOTTO, HE HEALS PATIENTS WITH FRESH VEGETABLES THAT CAN BE 
PICKED IN ONE’S GARDEN OR BOUGHT IN THE LOCAL MARKET. 


This 46-year-old father of two and husband of a bookkeeper tirelessly proclaims in his daily early 
morning radio program “Umaga na Kabayan” (DWSS) that one can have good health simply by chang- 
ing one’s eating habits and lifestyle. Bunyi prescribes fresh vegetables to be eaten raw and Filipino 
dishes you usually cook for your family. Yes, raw, as in vegetable salads and Filipino dishes such as 
nilaga or tinola. And the results are unquestioningly effective. 


Known as Brother Brandy to his patients (his grandfather's drinking buddies got the name from the old 
man's favorite libation), he got into this healing profession by accident. He has this story to tell. 


While working for five years in Japan with the personnel department of a leading tire company, Bunyi's 
immune system was weakened by constant exposure to chemicals, until one day he found himself with 
a nose that wouldn't stop bleeding. He was rushed to Dokyo Byoen Hospital and was immediately 
pronounced dead on arrival due to chemical poisoning. Japanese doctors tried to revive him for 45 
minutes. Still he was unresponsive.

A co-worker of his, a native of Ghana, 
Africa, brought him to a Jamaican tra- 
ditional medicine practitioner named 
Daniel Babu. This Jamaican picked 
about two tablespoonfuls of young 
grass from his herbal garden, washed 
it and asked Bunyi to chew it. After 
afew minutes, he felt better, and was 
up and about after a few more days 
of drinking tea concocted from the 
same grass. 


That was a major turning point in 
his life. Thinking of his wife and chil- 
dren back home, Bunyi vowed to 
‚ study, research and learn everything 
he could to be able to spread the

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word about how good it is to live healthy, and 
how precious life is. Today, Bunyi can peer into 
your eyes and read your health history, and de- 
termine what your illnesses are. Asked about the 
ailments he has so far handled, he claims that 
they range from the common cold to cancer. He 
spends about 30 minutes explaining to each pa- 
tient what happens to the body upon ingestion 
of the prescribed vegetables, concocted tea, fruits 
and fish. A check-up costs a minimal P100. 


You do not have to worry about sticking to his 
medicine list because tomatoes, garlic, onions 
and other vegetables are bought daily in the 
market anyway. He prescribes vegetables that can 
be found in your environment — how difficult 
can it be to find saluyot, malunggay and labanos in the Philippines? But 
wait, Filipino overseas contract workers need not worry, too, because 
he knows what local vegetables and fruits can be found in the OFWs’ 
various countries of destination. All you have to do is buy, prepare and 
eat religiously what he advises — no secret formulations or mysterious 
brews. 


Bunyi advocates the consumption of locally produced foods, especially 
those that are picked from your own garden, because they are organi- 
cally grown and pesticide- and insecticide-free. Fish that are fed with 
growth hormones can cause a lot of damage to the body, so he admon- 
ishes people not to eat them. The same goes for other animals immu- 
nized and injected with growth hormones. He explains that 50 years 
ago, when growth hormones were not yet fed and injected into fowl 
and livestock, Filipinos were a lot healthier. Now, Bunyi says, these 
growth hormones have been altering body system, such that young 
girls today, for example, are beginning to menstruate at a very young 
age of nine; when the normal age should be about 12. Children as 
young as four now have asthma and rheumatic heart diseases. Cancer 
cases are also on the rise. 


“We have been bombarded with advertisements pointing to certain 
commercial products as good sources of protein, so we consume what 
they sell, not knowing that high protein intake leaves acid stains and 
residue in the body, which can cause diseases,” Bunyi illustrates. “Prod- 
ucts claiming to have high calcium content are also being forced on 
us.” 


The commercialization of the production of food to be able to produce 
larger quantities for more consumers has been damaging the Filipino's 
health. He thanks Republic Act 8423, the Traditional and Alternative 
Medicine Act (TAMA) advocated by then former Health Secretary Juan 
Flavier, which legalized traditional medical practices. This law elimi- 
nates quackery and elevates traditional health knowledge to the level 
of accepted medical practice. 


Meantime, Bunyi's brand of medicine is encouraging many patients to 
plant their own vegetables, start their own fish ponds and raise their 
own poultry and livestock for personal consumption. This may be a 


slow process, but it's a good start. Eat your heart out, profit seeker

Dyahe talaga, especially if you were personally chosen by President 
Gloria Macapagal Arroyo to read her mind and speak on her behalf so 
she can focus her energies on terrestrial issues such as land reform, 
poverty, Erap and the Abu Sayyaf. 


Dyahe too, especially if you were The Bobi Tiglao, awarded Best News 
Reporter by the Catholic Mass Media in 1983; named Ten Outstanding 
Young Men (TOYM) for print journalism in 1991; winner of the 
Mitsubishi Corporation Foundation's Asian Economic Journalist of the 
Year award in 1991 and one of the founders of the prestigious Philip- 
pine Center for Investigative Journalism (PCI). 


But for some days last summer, Bobi seriously worried about his fate. 
He had his premier press briefing on April 24. The police came to arrest 
former President Joseph Estrada on the 25th. By dawn of the 26th, it 
was clear the Macapagal administration was on the brink of a political 
crisis. 


“For a while there we thought we would lose because media was on the 
other side," he says. Funny, but Erap and the rest of the opposition also 
thought they lost because media was on the other side! Burdened with ч 
the feeling, Bobi, with a worrywart look on his face, charged on daily Me 
before the cameras. "It was dizzying but I tried not to appear dizzy,” he б 
says. 


The dizzying part was not induced by Erap’s minions, but by the per- 
sonal circumstance of Bobi’s being there at the rostrum, beneath the 
glare of cameras, with a picture of Malacaíiang by the Pasig for a back- 
ground. 


“Тат not used to speaking before an audience. I am a writer, not a speaker,” 
he says with emphasis, “And writers are usually very private persons.” 
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Bobi was the editor in chief of the country’s premier news website 
INQ7.net when a friend relayed to him a message from just-sworn- 
in President Gloria Macapagal Arroyo, asking if he wanted to be 
presidential spokesperson. This was in late January. He told the friend 
to tell GMA that he was interested but could not make a decision at 
the moment. His wife, Racquel Edralin Tiglao, was gravely ill. 


On February 28, Rocky Tiglao, Bobi's soulmate, succumbed to cancer, 
leaving behind Bobi and three children, Andrea Raquel, Alexandro 
Kalayaan and Ben Siddharta. At the wake, no less than President Ar- 
royo herself would stride in, to offer her condolences and more. Ar- 
royo then personally invited Bobi to join her administration. 


Who can say no to the President, who also happens to be a fellow Kapampangan? Bobi asked for a 
decent mourning period of 45 days, which he spent tying loose ends at the INQ7.net, where he had 
been editor since March 2000. 


INQ7.net executive editor J.V. Rufino recalls his first impression of Bobi Tiglao. “I knew he was a name 
in the industry but I wasn’t sure about how he would adapt to the medium,” JV says. His fears were 
unfounded, it would turn out. At the onset of his term as INQ7.net’s top honcho, Bobi introduced the 
Breaking News section. JV’s co-executive editor Leo Magno, on the other hand, introduced the What’s 
Happening section, which is most remembered for the landmark minute-by-minute account of Edsa 
Dos that catapulted the INQ7.net site among the best in the world. j 


Today, Bobi’s baby, Breaking News, continues to inform netizens around the world on the latest Philip- 
pine news. It has also become a reference of sorts for top officials, including members of the Cabinet, 
according to an unimpeachable source, the presidential spokesperson himself. 


What had Bobi done, in the first place, that got Gloria’s attention? 


In the early ‘80s, Bobi was a business reporter with Business Day, the nesting place of former political 
detainees. He was a Marcos prisoner from March 1973 to December 1974, and was psychologically 
tortured and injected with truth serum. Released from prison, Bobi was drawn into mysticism. His 
youngest son, Ben Siddharta, was born during this phase. His eldest daughter, Andrea Racquel, is 
named after the M/V Andrea/Karagatan, the motor launch that police captured off Digoyo Point in 
Isabela which was loaded with a cache of explosives and firearms intended allegedly for the New 
People’s Army. His second-born, Alexandro Kalayaan, was born upon his release from prison. 


A favorite hangout of journalists and anti-Marcos intellectuals was — and still is - Remembrances, in 
Ermita. It’s a dark, smoke-filled watering hole with about 12 tables owned by Jim Turner, a former 
Peace Corps volunteer turned Manileiio. Turner also owns Hobbit House, which shares a kitchen with 
Remembrances. 


Newsmen flock to Remembrances to drink, talk, sing if the pianist is around, and say hello to Turner. 
Once upon the ‘80s, Gloria Macapagal Arroyo frequented the place and did just that. The discussion 
group had Bobi and friends, among them Patty Paez, who was then teaching at the University of the 
Philippines in Manila; Jun Miranda, Gary Olivar, among others. 


"It was a beer-drinking barkada. It was a very nationalistic, cozy academic discussion group. We dis- 
cussed global issues, a lot of Marcos issues, political economics and that stuff,” said Bobi. Martial law 
had just been lifted, and there was a mad scramble for an inch of democratic space. Bobi remembers 
distinctly his impressions of the daughter of former President Diosdado Macapagal. 


“I didn't think she had the бге to become a politician. I didn't even know she had political skills. I 
thought she'd wind up a technocrat. She was not a back patter," Bobi says. "She was just a rich aca- 
demic." - 


But he also remembers her as being very much into socialism, and as being a warm person. To this day, 
Bobi remembers GMA's thoughts on certain issues. It would not be hard reading her mind. And so when 
the drinking buddy-turned-President asked him to give her a hand as her spokesman, Bobi said the 
offer was made simply: "It was not a business deal or anything. All she wants is somebody who could 
speak for the president."

It was also made clear from Day One that Bobi would not be a 
parrot spokesperson. "The President asks me to join committee 
meetings so I know how decisions are made." If he had to read her 
mind, Bobi admits, "it is with an element of not assuming this is 


cision was made. In some instances, Bobi takes comfort in the fact 
that he knows the President from way back, and had in fact shared 
her views on certain issues. 


"The President is very frank to a fault. It's because of her philoso- 
phy in life. She is doing her best and she feels she has nothing to 
hide. A more Machiavellian president would think of the impact, 
but GMA just goes ahead. Derecho siya because she is really trans- 
parent. Sometimes her answers are very terse, but she means it." 


Speaking the mind of the President is tough, especially when ar- 
rayed against the loquacious Abu Sabaya, the spokesman of the 
Abu Sayyaf group. When Sabaya went on air threatening to be- 
head the hostages, and the media asked for the President's reac- 
tion, Bobi felt a chill down his spine. “I had this fear that my state- 
ment could kill the hostages. I don't want to provoke them. But at 
the same time, I have to be firm in laying out the policies of the 
government without being conciliatory.” 


The problem is that journalists are trained, simplistically, he says, 
to look for the headlines for the next day. “Some Malacafiang re- 
porters also think it’s anything goes. It’s quite tricky,” he laughs. 
Being there at the center can give one a sense of importance. “It’s 
easy to get carried away, the power and all that;” he said. But Bobi’s 
feet are glued to the ground. “The pressure is inside – it's the thought 
something may happen and I’m not around.” 


Then he had to deal with his newfound recognizability. “I can't even 
go out and buy Chippy. It's bad to be recognized." It was rough 
sailing at the start. He had no office, no staff and had to face the 
media hungry for information on the President's thoughts about 
Erap and his followers camped at Edsa. Bobi said he got by with as 
much help from Press Secretary Noel Cabrera and Press 
Undersecretary Bobby Capco, both former colleagues in media. 


Every now and then, Bobi admits to some "strange feelings," like 
when he had to respond to a former colleague in the Left, Jose Ma. 
Sison, who lambasted the government panel for the collapse of the 
peace talks in Oslo, Norway last May. Bobi took the-issue head-on, 
but all in the spirit of work. “I've grown out of the old Marxist 
framework. In the ‘70s, it appealed to all, but that was 20 years 
“ago,” he shrugs his shoulders. “I think it's just part of the evolution 
of ideas." 


At this moment, Bobi's main concern is reaching out to media. He 
has also discovered the power and impact of radio, TV and the 
tabloids. He gets calls as early as 5:30 a.m. from radio commenta- 
tors asking a minute or five of his time. His current passion is tell- 
ing the world the good news about the country. "There will be an 
economic turnaround in six months. The economy will sprint. The 
Abu Sayyaf will be reduced to a military operation." And so forth 
„І the President thinks this is so, and her spokesperson says this is 
so, then it must be good news. 


But bad news for newsmen out there who think they can hoodwink 
a former journalist by filching documents from the presidential 
spokesperson’s office. Bobi's table, a rectangular piece of solid dark 
wood, has drawers on both sides. A word of caution: the drawers 
are fake. So, there, guys, don't say we didn't warn you. І!

The Way We Were: 
Excerpts from a Pastoral Journal, 1970-1982 


“The Filipino is a naturally generous giver... If he sees that you are sharing with him

Tipas, Taguig (1970-1976) 
The time was between 1970 and 1972, and the place was a small remote fishing village in Barrio Tipas, Taguig. 


Through the established sangguniang pampurok and the occupational/sectoral groupings, the youth and the 
young adult groups in the various sitios did a survey-file of the Catholic families in their respective sitios. 


From that survey (1971-1972), we found out that there were 13,000 people in Tipas at that time, 70 percent of 
whom were fishermen and farmers, the majority (54 percent) being fishermen. The rest were laborers, car- 
penters, security guards, vendors, shoemakers, etc. The average daily wage was between P3 and P5. 


And yet, these people, struggling to survive from one day to the next, said they were willing to share part of 
their substance with their new parish, Parokya ni San Juan Bautista. Almost all the Catholic families (and many 
volunteer non-Catholic communities) pledged between P2 and P10 monthly. Many of them even pledged their 
free services as carpenters, painters, plumbers, engineers and physicians for the Church, 


These monthly pledges were officially entered into the “social services files" of the parish together with the 
birthdays, wedding anniversaries, death anniversaries, skills, hobbies, occüpations, and other personal and fam- 
ily data. 


Through this system, all birthday and wedding anniversary celebrators got a greeting card on their special days, 
personally signed by the parish priest. This is part of the specific ministry of the Kilusang Bayanihan. It not only 
did a regular updating of the social services files, but also sent out birthday and anniversary greeting cards to the 
celebrators each month. It also sent a permanent team of mature ladies to collect the monthly pledges, Ka 
Toning Marcelo did all the dirty work of receiving and accounting for the tithings and offerings in cash and in 
kind, thus sparing me from touching a centavo for six years. 


The Kilusang Bayanihan made it possible for me to do away with the arancel system, the prescriptive fees for 
baptisms, weddings, Masses and funerals. The monthly revenue from the Kilusang Bayanihan was, for me, more 
than enough to maintain the basic material and pastoral needs of the parish priest. When the people knew that 
their parish church was not a marketplace, they gave much more than they originally pledged. They even 
helped recruit others from outside the parish to join the Kilusang Bayanihan. They offered not only their money 
but also themselves. 


Two non-parishioners who joined the spirit of the Kilusang Bayanihan were Alejandro Lichauco and Marilen 
Martinez, among others. Marilen donated her talent fee from her regular TV show to our "Bancas for Libera- 
tion" project, a fishermen's cooperative which enabled poor but deserving fishermen to own their own fishing 
boats and nets. Ding Lichauco helped us put up a People’s Producers Cooperative, which gradually led to the 
formation of a skills training and livelihood center which not only trained unskilled workers but also produced

The Dambanang Bayan (People's Shrine) Parish of Ina ng Laging Saklolo (Mother of Perpetual Help) was estab- 
lished April 3, 1976. 


Like an island, it lies between two rivers (Pasig and San Juan rivers) with only one main road cutting through the 
middie. When the rivers overflow due to typhoons and tides, the community is almost always flooded. The 
people lived perpetually under either water or mud during the wet season, or dust during summer, 


There are four big factories in the parish: the Philippine Match Company, Marcelo Steel, AG&P and Exxon 
Chemicals, which have added to the ecological misery of the people. 


As of 1976, population was 21,000, 70 percent of whom lived below the poverty line. Punta is a typical inner- 
city community of migrant workers, small government employees, laundry women, jeepney drivers, market 
vendors, tenement settlers and slum dwellers. Fifty-eight percent is youth (age 0-25), most of whom are out- 
of-school and unemployed. 


Most of the families involved in the 30 covenant communities are members of the Kilusang Kapwa, an associa- 
tion of families "sharing their substance" regularly with the parish. A pastóral directory is filed and updated 
constantly by a Kilusang Kapwa Social Secretariat composed of youth volunteers. Each member of the Kilusang 
Kapwa receives a greeting card on his/her birthday, on Christmas, Easter, anniversaries, etc. 


In the context of this KK pastoral-funding system, we find no need for the arancel system. But | do not recom- 
merid the abolition of the arancel system in parishes which have not yet somiehow implemented the basic 
Christian communities approach.

Excerpts from a CorManila interview in the ‘80s 
Q: Where do you get your funding? 


A: We have a family pledge system called Kilusang Kapwa. Each member-family shares part of its income with 
the parish — from 50 centavos to P5 monthly. The Block Coordinators and Pastoral Couples steward this 
movement in their respective BBCs by providing us with the names, birthdays, wedding/death anniversaries, 
skills, concerns, etc., of each family. Each member of the family gets a greeting card on special days. This is all 
made possible by a communications data filing systein ministered bya youth team. Kilusang Kapwa enables us to 
dispense with the arancel system (fees for baptisms, weddings, etc.) which, according to a parish survey made 
earlier, could have been a stumbling block in the fulfillment of our concrete pastoral vision in our new parish, 
which is basically a community of factory workers, jeepney drivers, rhigrant slum dwellers and tenement set- 
tlers. 


©: Is the parish income sufficient to support you and your projects? 


A: The Filipino is a naturally generous giver. Even if you don't name a price for your services, he will insist on 
giving more than you expected. The Filipino is also naturally used to "reciprocal giving." If he sees that you are 
sharing with him whatever time, talent and treasure you have, he will make ganti by doing the same (utang na 
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~ loob). But the moment you “price” him, he immediately feels compelled and 


turned off — especially if you are a churchman, Of course the arancel system 
is more “lucrative” but if a priest decides to “interiorize” his priesthood by 
simplifying his lifestyle, he can do much more with much less. 


Q: Would this “un-traditional” lifestyle not turn off the succeeding 
priest? 


A: Each priest has his own gifts and charisms which he shares with the com- 
munity. The community then is enriched by these charisms. When a new 
priest shares his new charisms with a community already enriched by the 
charisms of the previous priest, both the new priest and the community are 
mutually renewed and re-enriched by their shared charisms which all come 
from the same Source. The Holy Spirit breathes and moves where He wills. If 
only we breathe and move with Him—in a spirit of prayer and humility— He 
can work wonders with us. A so-called “traditionalist fixation” on pastoral 
matters retards our spiritual growth, and a retarded Church is certainly not 
the Church born on the first Pentecost Sunday. 


Q: Do you know that there are members of both clergy and laity who 
are not quite sold on your ideas? 


A: Yes, | know. But am not selling my ideas. | am not asking anyone to believe 
in me. | am only sharing my experiences by reflecting aloud. All | intend to do 
is to tell myself that what was stubbornly thought impossible before is not 
impossible at all. It has been done! If hope is the capacity for surprise, the 
Lord is surprising me indeed by enabling me to do even the craziest things for 
His glory. 


Q: What does your Archbishop (Cardinal Sin) say about your “crazi- 
ness"? 


A: He seems to be enjoying the whole circus himself. He has celebrated Mass 
here many times, and he has surprised us with his openness and sense of 
hilarity over our so-called “achievements.” | said to myself — with St. Paul in 
Romans 8:31: “If God and the Archbishop and the people are for us, who can 
be against us?"
